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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 

are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas. 

of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various hkicmberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
commitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part . 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 

Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic 'chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-Korld War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
J foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

• 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firi}, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons: 

Otto Ambros: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Chemical Warfare Committee of the Ministry of Armaments 
and War Production; production chief for Buna and poison 
gas; manager of Auschwitz, Schkopau, Ludwigshafen, Oppau, 
Gendorf, Dyhernfurth, and Falkenhagen plants; and 
Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Max Brueggemann: Member and Secretary of the Vorstand of 
Farben; member of the legal connittee; Deputy Plant Leader 
of the Leverkusen Plant; Deputy Chief of the Sales Combine 
for Pharmaceuticals; and director of the legal, patent, 
and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wdlfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattincau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AMT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkotnmando der Wchrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Committees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevo 1 lmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chetnischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfcld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlacger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA. 

• 

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents)-;- Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 

the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 

hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 

chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer.

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben’s activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines.! The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities irf foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test.the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlcin, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

All defendants were credited with tine already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defenso, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants arc included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which tho prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IOT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; N! (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, T1119; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series,'Til39; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case. M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminate Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in IS volumes as 
Trials of War Criminate Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings. 

Martin K. Williams arranged the records and, in collabora¬ 
tion with John Mendelsohn, wrote this introduction.

Before going into details with rospoct to ..UKhnitz, I want to 
enphasizo that the following record corresponds to true observa¬ 
tions and ira,.rossions. I arrivod at tho building sito at a vowy 
early date end u=s thoroforo ablo to witnoss tho ontiro devolopocnt. 
It goes without saying that ovoxything is voiy difficult at tho 
beginning or c non building projoct and that everybody in affoctod 
accordingly. In Auschwitz, wu and tho concentration canp inrartes, 
who were allocatod there, had to suffer fron such conditions 
only in the first year, because the SS-guards woro still stationod 
in tho building area in the first year of oy acticitio3 thero. 

They had tho building area subdivided into individual soctors. 
Inrwit^s wore allocated in each sector and wore not ..omitted to 

leave this sector during working hours, fihenover, in spite of that, 

* 

an ixvr.ate stopped across tho well narked bordor, tho SS 
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shot at hin - although I did not witness such incidents very 
frequently, ‘..’e neq of the I.C. could do nothing when a SS-nan 
shot at an innate, because the SS-can would have reported us 
at once to the can? cocnander SCmABZ, and because there was 
a great probability that we would have been comitted to the 
camp also in case of such a report. 

A perceptible improvement cane about already in 1943. 'D'o SS-cen 

were removed froc tho building sito ant* foraod a lino of sentries 

at tho edge of tho building sito. Thanks to this new solution, 

the inmates could novo freely on the entiro building sito. I 

frequently talked with some of them a ni on sich occasions I also 

not inmates who corw from other camps and wore vory glad to bo 

employed by tho I.C. and not to be locked up cny more in their 

forcor ca=%;s. I loarncd to really understand this only after 

watching a newly arrivod shipment of inrr^toa who oade for a 

lorry and pulled out raw potatoes and turnips. I askod a Kopo 

with whoa I was acquainted - ho was a Jew fron Saarbmocken - 

how such things wora possible, aid ho told no that those inmates 

would no longer do this aftor a few days, bocauso after gotting 

the food, itfiich was customary in "Buna* 1 , thoro would not bo any 

need for that, .nd actually, after tho shipment of innatos had 

* 

boon allocated to the I.C. for a few days, I did not see any 

one getting hicsclf raw potatoes end turnips. I want to prove 

by such details first that the lot of the imatos inproved fron 

year to year, and that cany were glad to have been allocated to 
• * 

tho I.G. Svcntually, 
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after the young SS-am had boon replaced by older ones, the innate 
could feel on tho building alto that he was rid of the SS. 

The work which tho inflates wore asked to do ks tho sene as the 
work expected of foreign workers and Gerrans; and they had to 
perforn all work undor tho sane conditions also so that thero can 
bo no talk of inhunan treatment. All work which innatos wore 
asked to do could be (tone without ovorexertion as thoy wore never 
used for work which vould have been detrimental to their health. 

During tho entiro throe and a quertor yocrs *hich I stcyod in 
Auschwitz, I no’/or saw that innatos «ro drlvon to work undor 
coercion, throat or being canhandlod by tho 1 . 0 . aen or tho 
con of the contractors. Ono was always satisfied if tho innatos 
performed 60 to 70 £ of a no real wrkor's work end. oven less 
if thoro was specialised work to do. Onco I had the opportunity 
of caking on observation which was characteristic for tho working 
speed of an lnocto; ono incato had to roaovo rubblo adth 0 hand¬ 
cart and did it at a paco which "juld hotter fit a schoolboy 
than a can, and nobody took offence. In unloading thoro woro fro- 
quent rests and it was done at a confortablo walking paco. 

Thanks to ny switching activities I could watch noaxly all cate¬ 
gories of unloading : 

1 ) Bricks. Tho irxaato 3 forced a lino frola tho froight-car to 
tho storago place, ono nan standing bosido tho other, and 
tho bricks wore passod on 
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froa hand to hand. In spite of that, many bricks fell down 

and w oro broken, but nobody carod. There was no driving or 

* 

at least Urging, and civilian workers had usually to finish 
the unloading in tho evening aftjor tho doparturo of tho con¬ 
centration camp inmates so that demurrage payments to tho 
railway would not run so high. I want to say by that that 

there was sono irritation quite naturally boccuso the inmatoo 

♦ • 

had again accomplished so vory little, but nothing was done to 
then and tlwro wore no reports to tho Si oithor so that they 
woro not punishcx! in tho cacp. 

2) Cecjont: Tho ccccnt was packod in sacks, and 4 to 6 men woro 
standing in-the cars and put tho sacks on tho backs of tho 
othor innate a. !!o sack was hoavior than 50 kilograms and had 
not to bo carriod farthor than 30 motors. Very frequently, tho 
siding passed tho building sito directly, Thoro can bo no talk 
about ovorstrain or about maltreatment. lien of tho firm wore 
nearly always in charge. It is lapossiblo to talk about un¬ 
loading on tha run; On tho contrary I noticod that tho innatos 
did not walk to and ro continually, but rested on their way 
back which was tolerated. 

3) Lumber end iron rods. Thoso natorials woro mostly simply 
thrown from tho cars. For work which could have boon dono by 4 
Germans cr foreign workers, 8 inmates had to bo placed to 
work at least. 

4^ lichinc parts: Inmates were employed only very raroly for this 
kind of work which was done very carefully and slowly. 
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* 

At all these 4 kinds of work, tho incites wro not overworked 
any no re than in any other work. When cables had to So placed 
which I witnessed now and then, I could not soe any difference 
between tho working of the innates are! of civilian workers, it 
was quito a nomal work. I have never witnessed that innate a were 
beaten or eanhandlod by nan of the I.G. or of tho contractors, 
neither have I noticed such things on other occasions, all tho 
more so Sucauso it was coccce knowledge since 1943 that we had 
to treat tho incatcs decontly and that we i*.ro not to boat thorn. 

It ia untrua to any that inoatos fool down doad bocauso of tho 
hard-ships of thoir work end that they had to So (dragged back 
to thoir ccnp. *.'o.'k ones or nen who ware less fit for physical 
work woro troatod with consideration and oaployod in rtorago 
rooms or offices. 

In 1945, a short tioo aftor tho collapso, I saw an innate in 
a cafo who had Soon in Konowits previously, but with whoa I 
had novor had cry contact. At any rnto, I told tho waitress 
that this nan had Scon a concentration crap inmate previously 
who had workod in tho seno plant as I and asked her who lookod 
hotter. Sho replied that tho ixvaato was looking hotter. Al¬ 
ways allowing that much was dono for the incatcs after thu ami- 
* 

stico, it can novortholoss Sc deduced from this reply that tho 

inmates who had Soon coployed by tho I.G. wore not at all only 

skin and bones, otherwise tills ran could not have bocn so sturdy 

• 

so short a time after his liberation. 3von in Auschwitz, I have 
never had the impression that tho average inmate lookod any 
worse than the average Goman of to-day. 
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I remember that tho ireates ware given sleeveless protecting vests- 
and civilian overcoats, narked with a red -bar, in addition to their 
winter unlfom in tho cold winters, and that they woro pemitted 
to ware themselves at tho coko-firoc which >»re to bo found every¬ 
where. Although the SS-canp coseandcr SCHT7ARZ had forbidden us to 
talk to or to givo sooothing to the inmates, *w did it novortholoas, 
and they got soewthing to smoke as well as food. 

If an inmate had an accident, tho onginoor in charge was notified 

and the incato was instantly removed to the infirr.-ry in case of a 

serious accident, or given first aid in ease of minor injurios 

and was ^omitted to sit down and rest. Halp was novor rofusod. 

I havo novor soon that lnnatos were slain, and I have nevor knorm 

that there wore ordors in tho cocp according to which an innate was

permitted to bo ill only for sooo definite tiao, after which ho 
allegedly was removed. Ibroovor I havo novor witnosooc'. any ebusos 
in tho ernp such as terturo or segregation of tho wuak for killing. 

For any abuses which occurred in spito of our ondoavors to rnko 

the lot of tho inmates somewhat easier, I nako tho Kapos rospon-

easy as possiblo and thought only of thecselvos; \to could no 
core do any ham to/as we could to the SS proper, bocause thoy 
were under the '‘protection" of the latter. 

The innates woro generally between 25 and 50 yoars of ago. I 
saw only one boy of approximately 14 years; everybody was really 
nico to hie, ho uas tho orrand-boy and had not to \ior'.<. 

The working hours of the inmates in succor woro tho sane as ours, 
and in winter they worked only free day-break to dusk. No innate 
worked in tho plant at night or whon there 'as fog. 

At air-raids, boforo tho air-raid shelters ncro finishod, tho in- 
natos hurriod into tho open fiolds Just liko anybody olso; oftor tho 
sholtors woro finished, thoy woro pomittod to uso thon also. 

For work which wco abovo tho avorago of on inaato thoy rccoivod 
proniun-coupons which thoy could axchango for additional food 
or tobacco at tho cacp ccntoon. 

In conclusion I want to say that I had novor tho idoa in Auschwitz 
that thore was any intention of grinding tho incatos down in tho 
plant in ordor to !:ill then afterwards, but I boliovo that ovory- 
body considorod theo as hclpors and troatod thon as such. Tb us, 
thoy wor rather human beings than prisoners. 

In addition I want to emphasize that there was no railway 

* 

track loading into tho Jdonowits carp of tho innatos (also callod 
"Buna canp" od "camp IV); the nearest railway trade 
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passed through tho I-Street, and no side-trask lod to tho camp; 
no railway shipments could therefore !>o offoctod, noither to 
nor fro a tho camp.

Ho questioned tfco Cape who ropliod thet baing a prionnor hinoolf 
ho ceuld not driro then cn. Sethia* happened to tho prlsonors, 
thoy raturned tc easy at 12 c'eloek, ns prisr'nors woro not 
supposod to work all day on Sundays, hut only port-tlno; Polish 
civilian workors be. t finish unl'odln; tho truck. I would novor 
havo boaten <-r cthorvlso ulstroatod the prlsonors; that was 
also prohibited by the I.O. canagonont. In Octohor 1943 I 
ovon had t-» '«lcn an undortekirw; oaplicivly prohibiting onco 
coro th- acltroatwnt cf prlsonors. As tbs prls-noro had more 
broad than wo have Way and as thoy always got sufficient ooup 
on tho building site thoy wore dofinltol.v n-*t too vook for un- 
1 ending bogs cf eonont.Gonorally specking I obcorvod on tho 
building oito that r.o scon as you turned yoar back on thon 
prlsonars stepped working.’ If any prlrohor sew mr>orviecr or 
n foreran cr~ in- nlong ho w:uld call • Sehtobung’- 1 (ccrry on) 
and thoy would start working at -nco. Lowovai", dl thr-.t Is 
not surprising: I wouldn't like U work oithor if I woro a 
prisonor.

I vent to describe the conditions under which the in- 
aotos worked in tho '.uschwitz Jorks ot thot poriod. 

I employed from ten to 13 ina-teg on the ovorogo 
t a wiring, proccssinG of nluninum structionol notorial 
or.d othor lockinith'g work. The inmates could be ex¬ 
pected to do ouch work under oil circunst-'.-iccs, ond 
I cn of the opinion thot no inhur.-n tosks were oct to 
the innotco in ony other sector of the building site 
either, ond thot their working conditions did not 
differ ot oil fror. those of the Gcruon workers. Tor 
thic reason there were neither broken-down nor dead 
ia-i-tcs on the building site. The performance of tho 
iru.-tts in our sector -mounted only to opproxinotcly 
8C to G5 £ of o noraol pcrfomoncc. Phis per can to. go 
hod to be entered in the so-c~llcd performance rosters 
every Ilonday, -'nd copies were sent then to the vorious 
offices. But one sccaed to bo sotisfiod with the wortt 
of the ina-’tes everywhere, beeouse there were never 
complaints or disputes, neither the I.G. nor 
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■ py ^thcr firm ever used compulsion to increase the 
outputf on the contrary, it was customory to sivo 
other work, if possible, to such inmates as were not 
• i3 cd to physical work. Tc hod, for example, on inmate 
v^io previously hnd been a physician f wo gave him a 
job im the tool supply rooni I have never seen or 
heard that work hmd to be done running. 

I once witnessed approximately 100 inmates pl'co 
a coble. They formed a single file with always one 
notes distance -nd then jerked the cable from the drum 
xic placed it in tho trench which had been dug. The 
drum-had been put on trestles by about ’5 inmates be- 
foro. Iverything vno done at a slow walking pace one 
I could not pcrocivc any symptoms of over-exertion. 

*. Q the I.G. management had strictly forbidden 
their men, and us too, to treat inm-tes rouchly, wo 
ooold never sec that a civilian manhandled or only mal- 
tre-ted inmates. Help fra never refused to the inmates 
in c-cc of injuries or recidents, and the inmates /ere 
treated just like the Germans; One inmate of my r)u. 
su'*crcd some burns once, he was taken immcdi-tel;- to 
•the infirmary of the plant and received first aid 
there. IbrcBions were .mostly treated with the oontcufco 
of the medical chest of the plan*. /hen an innoto be- 
C--C sick, he was taken to the infirmary, as far as I 
know, aM returned to his work after his recovery. 

Cue of the very few your.m inmates, ~ Hungarian 
of 15 years, was working in my team.

la December 1940 I heard through works reebars that coirpotat 
circles had voiced the idy of reviving the Bresl-u project. 
Shortly after this I was for the first tin* told about the 
Kuschwitz project which tho alternative to thj Breslau projoct 
Tha decisive factors wnich resulted in the decision in favor 
of the Upoor Silosian plan wore sueposed to h-vj baon, according 
to st-cinonts r*de to r.e froa the most varied quarters, tho 
favor-bio location in general with reg-rd to transportation, in 
particular tho proxirity of coal and lino and tho roquiroaontu 
of the oconcaiic and cultural dovolopeant of the 2 s«tcrn aron. 

In August 1941 I was ir. /.uschwitz for tho first tine, on a visit. 
Even vhilo passing throurh quickly the town aado .a rloocy, 
neglected ixioression on cveryono who caro fror ths old Rolch; 
unp-ved streets or streets whoso paveaent had been cocplotoly 
"om out, dilapidated gables, poultry was walking about on tho 
"Ring", wouon and girls wore standing at the woll with buckets 
and pots in order to fetch water since enny houses woro devoid of 
water supply. F^wov r, the L-prossion boc'c .0 grucsoae in son.o 
of the 3ido-streots with carpi'-toly dil'pidatod hou3«s in which, 
furthermore, a revolting stench r*s perceptible as a result of 
tho non-existence cf dr-ir.nge. 

T.i3 picture becaca a little brighter in the Xrakauor Strassc 
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which loads out cf the town and in the Garter.strasse at the 
side of *>ich new single and double fanlly houses had been built. 
In one of these houses the first offices of the IG. were set up; 
the remaining 3 or U houses which had already been finished 
served as living accommodation for a part of the initial staff 
of the plant, tut even these houses, although they had only been 
built shortly before the war and could only have been lived in 
for a relatively short ties, had to be furigated prior to their 
being moved into in order to rid thee of noxious insects. Another 
part of the workers lived in the former Saloaian I'onastery, the 
interior of which I, myself, did not see until its transformation 
into a municipal hospital; but according to the local population 
that bu'lding was also ir.fosted with noxious insects and its 

aanit- ry installations were unfit for human utilization. 

• 

Jcals rore eaten in the "Staedtischo Kasino"; an empty hall- 

liko rcca which had been adapted for this purpose and which did 

not have the least qualities which ever, reminded one of comfort. 

The meals wero qtiantitatively insufficient 83 well as qualitatively 

inforior, and were not varied. The cafe on the market placo 

which nad been chosen by the SS 33 cuartors was used as anothor 

eating place which offered little that was attractive. Put off 

by the lack of cocfort of these nlacea ard by the seldom tasty 

meals I soon began to cater for myself. Ho*ev?r, a now 

difficult arose: Shopping in stores *hich, especially in the 

beginning, were few and therefore always crowded and where, 

although certain shopoing tines wore supposed to have been reserved 

for the German population, one still invariably had to rub 
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shoulders with the native Polish wosen wio had bare feet and 
their neads covered with scarves. The stores theaselves were 
only scantily stocked with goods. 
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During winter one never saw fruit and vegetables; in summer 
one occasionally saw vegetables. A perceptible improvement 
did not take place with regard to the vegetable supplies until 
the opening of the I.G. factory vegetable garden. Even though 
certain people may have exploited their position in order to 
supply themselves in the first place and abundantly with 
vegetables, the general supply was still sufficient. The 
meat was of inferior quality. "KultursUette" was the cinema 
on the Ring; Its interior was that of a primitive suburban 
cinema; its films were months old; its weekly reviews always 
three to four weeks old; on certain days of the week it ms 
released for Germans. (One was warned not to drink unboiled 
water in view of the danger of typhoid fever in this connection). 
On the Krakauer Strasse which led to the sito of the plant, ono 
could see every day the sad columns of concentration camo inmatos 
in their striped suits who were brought to the construction sitos 
which were located at the entranco of the plant and again brought 
back to the camp. 

Those were the conditions *iich I found during nv visits at the 
end of August and at the beginning of October 1911- They were 
certainly not alluring! It was the chance,of stationary, 
interesting work and the-size and difficulty of the task,*hich 
had to be carried out here,which finally made me move to Auschwitz 
at the end of October 1911. 

For about six weeks I had to live in a room which could not be 
heated since better accommodation for me was not possible at 
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the moment in view of the existing conditions. At the beginning 
of Decesber the hostel which was a cade-over, old unused school, 
Wiich had been rented by the I.G, ar.d *\ieh was situated next 
to a new school, was finished sufficiently to percit coving in. 
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Although its capacity of 30 beds only represented a snail fraction 
of the required space, in the midst of this disconsolation it 
nevertheless constituted an absolute oasis. Although it was not 
possible to procure rore accommodation in the same way, simply 
because the necessary conditions, i.e. suitable buildings, did 
not exist, the works ffanagceent still continually took pains 
to meet the constantly increasing need for accomodations by menas 
of continual construction of barracks for its engineers, 
employees and workers of Gorman and foreign nationalities. As 
a first measure for the procurement of living accomodations for 
those ’-ho were already in Auschwitz and for the Ganaan fam il ies 
of the members of the works, which wero continually arriving, 
a few housos were recondltionod in Auschwitz, and above all, 
in so far aa these housos ware accessible by the I.G., in the 
neighboring villago of Babitz which had been entiroly ovacuatod 
by tho SS for a long time pest and which had been partly razod 
to the ground. Construction of the I.G. ».orks settlement was 
coor.anced in spring 1942. 

'iulfaro in the other fiolds of social welfare ran hand in hand 
with the construction of living acccv-nodations. A dispensary 
was osteblished in which eedical examinations wero continually 
carried out by the works doctors on Gerran as well as foreign 
workers; a dental clinic was set up, sales stores were 
established in order to facilitate shopping and shorten the 
distanco one had to go to do ones shopping; tailor and shoe repair 
shops ware sat up; gardens were cultivated at tho houss^ and 
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lawns and sports fields vero cultivated. The wood cm "hall to 
hold a thousand ncn" which was constructed in 1942 served to 
satisfy the cultural requlreaents of the workors. 
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where concerts, vocal performances, variety itova, and similar entertain¬ 
ments in a varied succession took place several times every week. 

^t the end of 1941, the ’^olerabendhaus* ( house for passing tho even¬ 
ings) of the I.G. was opened; it had bera reconstructed fron a cow-shod, 
and tho working staff of tho plant got tholr food here in shifts, 3vai 
though tho one or other found reason for criticism now and than - and 
bo it only that he disapproved of the quantity of food distributed - 
wo havo nevertheless to concode, in ordor to remain within tho truth, 
that tho food was tasty and could certainly compete with tho portions 
sorvod in tho restaurants in and near Au*c}>itr, and was superior by far 
to tho bills of faro of tho other comruaity kltchms. Special kitchens 
woro installed and special oooks cn^gcd in order cator for tho 
particular taste of foroifp workers. Xtaxs I rocollect that a Trench 
kitchen wao mentioned, and tho Italian kltchm I visltod onco cysolf.

They were mostly untenanted or only 
partly tenanted unfinished structures, the remodeling of which and the 
resulting gain of residential space res not only in the interest of the 
I.C. end in the interest of all, but completion of which meant that 
the built-in materiel would be scTed, c feet which ens a pressing 
necessity from the angle of building economy.

Evon -ftcr the most c-'rcful deliberation,I oannot re¬ 
member that I had ever seen or heard that a prisoner 
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had collapsed under the burden of hi 9 work ->r had died 
because of it, There were frequently conplaints be¬ 
cause of the low production of the forci an workers* 

•nnd the prisoners. *s for as 1 remember, the I.G. 
tried to renedy this by pronisin; - rise of the food 
rations and distribution of tab.acco if the production 
would he increased. Fever hove I heard, not Gven in 
for.-, of a raaor, that the I.G. tried to cnforco hi ;hcr 
pro uction by usin': threats of torture or "ossinr;. 

2his woild hove indicated the kaowled-c of the exi¬ 
stence of these contrivances or would **t least h-vc 
resulted in the knowledge of s~ 10 . I,howovcr, heard 
of the existence of such inst-llationo for the first 
ti -.0 -ftcr the surrender and throuah the newspapers. 
2 hat the concentration oanp hod itu own ereaatoriun 
wr.s known to r.o. 1 heard also at time 3 the runor of 
the hi~h death rate, which I considered to be tho 
result of -alnutrition and illnesses. ~ut the fact, 
that the I.G. took the prisoners as apprentices in 
their employ in order to U3C the.-, as potential factory 
workers lator on,speaks a-ainst a premeditated plan 
of extermination of tho I.G. I never cncountcrod 
children who were prisoners. 

reither is it a fact that the prisoners were 
icrcly used for heavy nan uni work and here amain 
:ostly for work in the open, ex.osin- then thereby to 
all kinds of weather. Thoy were employed, accordin'; 
tc their knowledge and abilities in manual work in _ 
closed roons in the sane manner as civilian workoro. 

I refer here to the personnel of the shoemakers shop, 
which consisted for the nost part of prisoners, dpart 
fro:* the clothin- of the prisoners and tho 
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junrdin;; SS--'Ui, 7/ho, represented the restriction of 
their personal liberty, who however, most of the 
tine v/'s sittin- orouni, very bore:'. and nearly half 
asleep, nothin, pointed to the fact, that prisoner a 
v/arc vnrkinp here, rt "resented the usual Picture of 
a work shop. Nothin", hut absolutely nothin-, ,pava 
the ’ inpr c a si o n, that the prisoners wore working under 
tcrritlo compulsion. To the contrary, they looked 
conp-rativcly satisfied. 

Icyond :*.y above described personal observations, 

I onne in contact with so v*ny people in the course of 

ny work, h-ivo heard willin-ly or un'.7illin-ly so many 

opinions, positive and nc-ativo critic!no, approval and 

oo..plaints, that in this respect inci lento, like those 

which arc charged a ainot the I.G. \uochwitz, oour* not 

have remained hidden very lonp. Concernin' :yoclf 

mostly with the problem of procurin'; livin'* -porters 

for employees and workers, I talked with people of all 

clr.socB, officially or inoffioially, fro . workors to 

foremen and commercial e mployees to nano oro and, I 
o.an truly say, with people of all political trends.

Feroign werkors wore always token Into conoid.'ration 
in this ter. In tho plants too cigarottv* woro always given out to 
prlsonors. 

Tho innueerablu c exp ot it lens arv also -art cl' tho , lants c^acur. ■ for 
oaring for thoir staff. They wore written out in aor-ral luiRUgos and 
organisoi in tho forui^nora / can? .g_wqll (including .-.astern workers). 
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First and foroaost aust be n->r.ti .ned, f or ir.stonce, tho living 
quarter* competition in the hut comps aised at inciting those living- 
in the huts to fix up their rcccs oocfortably. as a further axajc.ilo tho 
"cocpatition far tho unknewa Artist’’ aay bo sectioned, which gave the 
in pot us for an organisation cf loisuro time and ln.thiofc likewise inrnnor- 
ablo works,wore picked cut frea circljs of foreign workers. Tho driving 
fsroe behind those orrangeaoets was often >. Du-rrfeid personally wha 
also concerned hi-isolf with thj carrying through of then and hi ns elf 
always took art in Judging and dfctributing tho prices. 

Hunt sport reached q ite ar. exceptionally high standard in the 
•'usehwit* plant, -van in 1943 tho plant management did not allot itsolf 
te V-i deterred froc carrying through the construction of a lor go-so ale 
sports stadium, when Total ./or" was roolaiced. .i sperts home was pro¬ 
vided which booama fer many of the staff a real rworeation centre and 
to s*rco extent oempensated for tho missing hone, Ifany foreigners particul¬ 
arly Belgians, Dutoh, Czechs and French took n lively part in these very 
plant sports and wore supported as tho Gomans in -very respeot. In 
thu oaaFs fsr feroignors in sen- oases there existed sports groups of tho 
different nationaliti .a .t whose disposal the sports stadiw was like¬ 
wise plao-i cr who -cooted their cwn sports grounds. 

The warn interest’th .t >. Duorrfeld took lr. all these things 
proved again ar.d again his oxen lory oaro for his staff and his extromo 
aooial-nindjdn js s. 

The Auschwitz concentration oar? was 9 Km.away from Plant 6. 
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It was entirely out off free the Aside acrid, averts inside did not 
roach the outsido world. Therefore I knew nothin- of these things. 

The so-called Camp was ccrptruotsd on the outskirts of the plant 
when ar. inoraasod number of prisoners was assigned for w~rk. It waa 
ir. particular Dr. Duerrfeld’s endeavour in this way to save the prisoners 
the long walk to the plant and to afford bettor living conditions in 
so far as possible in reoo-niticn of their psrformaice for the plant. 

Gasp IV was supported by hie in everyday possible by -rating material 
and equipment etc, available. So had no influence at all events on the 
treatment of ..risoners in the catp Itself since this adjoining pa-tp was 
a KZ sphere of influence too and was under the SS just like the main 
o«P. 

I tyaelf had nothing to do officially with prisoners, oould observe 
them hosotor • at work on the building sito and In the different 
work ah"pn. I never was able to asoertain that they hod boon dri%*n tc 
inhuman produotien^ r.»thor their production was quite considerably belrvi 
the average of German workers. Kor have l boon able to observe atrocities 
of fooling prisoners. I knew that it was juct Dr. Duerrfeld who was the 
keenest ''ppenent of rough treatment and preferred to hand out oigarottoo 
to induce the people to produce coro. For aots of violence against 
prisoners he threatened punishment in a prohibition. 

Another point in favour of his attitude to these people is oertainly 
that he empley-d released prisoners in the plant. 
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I should like to quota the follcwin.r example as particularly significant 
fer his behaviour: I ramenber & letter in which - it i| ro larger prosent 
to ny nir.d fren when - Dr. Ducrrfeld was icrsonally requested to invsstigate 
the case cf a Polish Jen who .*us allegedly supposed to be in Aueehwitt 
Canp. I witnessed a telephone call abcut this to the oomaandant of the 
cacp ir. which he expressly begged the 1-ttor for information which was 
later premised him, too. 

I learned tc esteem Jr. Duerrfeld very highly ir. personal collaboration 
as superior and as a human being. In addition te his teoh ioal task of 
plant construction- and development he considered it his primary duty in 
his position as a plant manager to retain the working capacity for every 
single empl-yse and keep thee happy in their jobs. It was this attitude 
which seoured for him a tent his eiplayocs a really unusual popularity, one 
night ever, say .ration.

They were supposed to feel thonsclves bound to tho 
jlmt, not through force but through good food, 
good quarters and good treatment, Th^ fact that foreig¬ 
ners so rarely loft their work at this plant, speaks 
for the success of this corns. Horr hr. rXTSRRFEID, 
in particular, took a great coal of cr-ro v.ith the 
dotailo concerning quarters and coals, -he reason for 
thia was noticed: he wanted to find flaws, again and rg' 
so that ho could n-kc improvements.

In spite of this tho 
prisoners received benusos in whioh wo woro guided primarily by thoir 
wilUr.JT.osa to work, net by tholr actual working porfcmor.co, in the 
ouj cf good outputs md on special occasions, for example, air raids or 
tho ooir.pl at ion of a plant, tr. r-uorrfold als* granted tobacco, especially 
cigarettes, to thM prisenors in addition to tho usual bonuses. 

•then in spite rf repeated r.^uosts and complaints to tho 3S rey prisoners 
did not rooolvo any oho^s, which wore urraetly no id ad for thoir work, 
fco*»onr., ospooia'.ly rubbor boots vr.d also some wooden shoos "ore ob¬ 
tained by tho factory and furr.lah-d bo tho prisoners. 

On ono bo&utlful Sunday when 1 »cnt by Cacp IV rn a walk with r-y wifo 
a prisoners’ orohestra of *out 20 non was laying right there in th< camp 
ar.d tho other prisoners -.«or« standing and lying orouid in a oirolo.. 1 
questioned tho prisoners about this «n the following day at thoir olaoe 
of work and was told that the factory had provided them with musical 
instruments and oinoo they had a master cf good cusioians in the camp thy 
had developed a fine orchestra. 
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My prisoners had gr .dually faocooo voturau workors vhr <are oanplotu 
oostnrs of choir lino of work. I h.d those r?»n tho entire tins, aid 
indeed with few exceptions they wore always tho sane onus. I can¬ 
not roeall any cases of sickness; one- wo h..d a rath or xinor accident 
bat tho injured prisoner appeared at work again after a fan days, 

I tour* of cno prisoner, a trusty foreman (Rape', whs hinsolf told -*» 
that Dr. Dujrrfold had iaturosdod for his roloaso and that ho would 
probably soon bo sot .t liberty. as far as I still know, tho prisoner 
was fron toipilg and worked in &o*r.*ndo 8C. I learned nothing during 
ay tinU in Ausohwit* about tho tass oxt-ralnaticrs and gassings of 
prisoners in "usohwits-Birkonau Concertrat ion Cysp whloh hno buccco 
general knowludga today. 

Russians, Fronehaon, Italians, role* and English ;risonors of war alsr 
werfcsd at r.y laoo of work, ^ho foreign workors r&ooivod tho seen food 
rations as oempanbl* r iensan workors although thoir out ..at was general- 
ly lower. ?ho Italians woro tho -torst workors, tho ••'u/isians tho host, 
Iho Ukrainians oft ,-n had a \*.ry enjoyable tiao or. Sundays in thoir 
camp with auoh naule and darning. It was a ploaauro ?• ooo those pooplu 
fueling really happy, . 

I should also like to amt ion tho following about Dr. Duvrrf old's 
ehnractor. In ray many years of working with Dr. Duerrfold at tho noat 
widely different building sites (.tftcr 1938) I gained tho iapraasion 
that nobody could wlah for better plant eunager than Tr. Duerrfeld. 
Ho was a Just can and always took tho sido of hia eon against attacks

AFFIDAA/ IT 

I, Dipl. Ing. Hermann S t r a d a 1 , born on 6 November 
1899 have been duly warned that I make myself liable to 
punishment by making a false affidavit. I declare under 
oath that my affidavit is true and has been made in 
order to be submitted in evidence at the Military Tribunal 
VI at the Palaca of Justice, Nuernberg, Germany. 

I was employed as i nstr*.llation Engineer and Plant Engineer 
at the I.G. Farben Plant at Auschwitz for the Group 
Smouldry (Schweleroi) and moisting Installations (Foer- 
deranlagen). «part from official trips and vacations, I 
was permanently employed at Auschwitz from November 1942 
until January 1945. I am able to sum arize my impressions 
and experiences concerning the manpower commitment of 
concentration camp prisoners at the I.3.Farben Flant at 
Auschwitz in the following manner: 

It is self-evident that the inmates were not 100# up to 
normal working standards ; slave laborers are never up to 
that stendard. Their appearance and physical condition, 
generally gave one the impression that they could easily 
perform any type of work assigned to them; among them were 
oven many who looked much stronger and healthier than the 
convicts who for instance are allocated nowadays for 
clearing chores in industrial plants. Naturally, somehow 
elderly and frail persons were also cmong the laborers, 
but in the main I could at no time find out that too much 
work was asked of the men. The actual work required of the 
inmates was at any rate smaller than that expected of 
the other workers, for example, of Germans or Russians. 

The working conditions were the same as for all other 
workers. The standard of performance was fixed a priori 
by the Labor Allocation Office according to precise 
specifications, at the most 70# of the normal individual 
production, and this percentageswcs, so to speak, the 
maximum standard*_ _ 

This was in no way an indication that the men were subject 

to a special form of exploitation, on the contrary it was 

attempted to find an appropriate standard for the individual 
groups-of workers,according to the prevailing conditions,

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The greatest part of the inmates, that is those who were not 
trained in any trade and who were suitable for construc¬ 
tion work, were com-it;ed as common laborers, that means 
for unskilled work. Therefore, they were utilized for 
transportation work of every kind, for the laying of 
cables and for digging jobs, etc. however, many prisoners 
who were too clumsy for manual work, that is, especially 
former professional workers, were employed in the store, 
rooms and the offices of the main warehouse, ^ater on 
many were assigned to Jobe as assistants in the various 
laboratories. In myyplont, due consideration was poid 
to especially weak inmates insofar as the 2-3 men in 
question were assigned for clearing up chores and general 
cleaning work in the day room of the prisoners, and also 
in the shop and warehouse. Other departments of the plant 
took care of the weaker inmates in the same manner. 

I could observe very often the manner in which the prisoners 
unloaded bricks, because on ty way from the office, which 
was located in the plant, I had to oas3 the barracks of 
the construction warehouse (Street A block 2-3). During 
the years 1943/1944 I observed that several times a week. 

I assume that this work was supervised by I.G.Fcrben 
foremen (not by individual firms), because this work was 
done in the I.G. warehouse. 

£he men stood at arms length in a row across the street 
(they had to step aside if one passed them on a bicycle) 
and handed each other one brick after the other and at 
that at an often ridiculously slow rate. For such hand 
to hand transportation across two standard gauge tracks, 

1 narrow gauge track and the width of the street, alto¬ 
gether over a distance of approximately 35 meters, appro¬ 
ximately 20-25 men were assigned. Just now I recollect 
one occasion where a visitor (the head of an installation 
firm) drew my attention to the difference between the work 
of the prisoners and the same work which was carried out 
next to them by some Russians. The contingent of Russians 
consisted of only 10 men, .ho always "threw" two bricks 
at one time. .

Cement was often unloaded at the same spot mainly from 
a covered box car; the unloading was carried out in such 
a manner that 2 prisoners in the car, put 1 bag on the 
shoulders of a third prisoner who stood outside.

Thereupon theycarried their load on the double into the 
warehouse as people are apt to do when carrying heavy 
loads, there the begs were taken over by two men who 
piled them up.

sounded very coarse and rough, was necessary in order to 
call something to the men from a greeter distanco. 

During 3uch crow work, which is carried out over a greater 
distance, for instance also on sail-boats, the orders are 
called or chanted by several persons in unison in order 
to achieve e certain work rhytm. The actual output of work 
of the prisoners was in general very low, most of the time 
they were loitering around 2 nd if one accidentally passed 
seldom used buildings, one could always scare away some 
slackers who used them as hiding places. The same^mpres- 
sion can be confirmed by every installation worker/sub- 
or contfactor; every visitor refened smilingly to the 
many loitering prisoners who, as soon as tbby were not 
supervised, immediately stopped working, which fact in the 
case of slave workers is wholly understandable cs in line 
with human nature. 

- 3 - 
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-leans of force to increase production were not applied at 
all in Auschwitz, if one does not intend to characterize 
as such the various disciplinary penalties for repeated 
A.70L from work. However, a certain work discipline must 
exist even for workers who do not work for the sake of 
wages. Nobody took much interest in wages o* saleries. 
Therefore, other ways were found to stimulate higher 
production also in the case of prisoners. 


o 
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This was achieved with the various bonus systems- It might 
have happened that workers-prlsoners-were beaten by the 
supervising master craftsmen, on the construction sites 
if so d-t* concerned only exceptional cases. Nothing like 
that was ever reported to me, either from my master crafts¬ 
men or from my supervising engineers. I myself never wit¬ 
nessed such beatings, which is easily understandable be¬ 
cause in my presence no master craftsman would have dared 
to do it; after all, I was a superior official and there 
existed a circular referring to such matters, as well as 
an explicit directive, which prohibited beatings on tho 
construction site .especially the beating of prisoners 
and prisoners of war. This was necessary because the pri¬ 
soners were beaten up by the SS and such abuses ere conta¬ 
gious. Ve were especially instructed in several courses 
how to troat prisoners of war according to the rulos of 
the Genevava Convention. I do not know whether the prisoners 
were threatened with penalties by the Capos. At any rate , 
tho I.G.People certainly did not do so-no means were 
available for us to put any such throats into effect. 

Sevorrl times I 3aw« prisoners beaten by Capos; during 
my entire stay at Auschwitz this happened about 5 to 6 
times. I had no authority to forbid tho Capos doing this but 
by intervening and with a few soothing words. I prevented 
further beatings. However, I could observe more often that 
the prisoners were beating each other up for some reason 
unknown to me without the Capos doing anything about it. 

I know also of t.vo cases where I.G. People violated the 
beating prohibition, because the question of punishing those 
people was dealt with at construction conference- However, 

I do not recollect anymore any details about this Incident 
nor any names etc. I never '.witnessed anything like mmal- 
troatment, beating-or shooting to death or hangings on the 
construction site and I am fully convinced that such things 
did not happen at all on the construction sito-at any rate 
not since the SS guards were removed from there. 

- 4 - 
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Anyhow, I never saw a dead prisoner, either in the plant 
(on the grounds or in the buildings) or outside ox' the 
plant limit8. '.nd I certainly was all over the plant ut all 
times of the day. 

I witnessed once at a neighboring plant that a prisoner 
became sick during working hours. I asked what should 
be done in such a case. His comrades told me that 


O 
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the SS-guard at the plant had been informed and that the 
sick person would be called for. This was told to me 
in e nr nner which indicated that everything was already 
under control. In my own department nothing like that ever 
accurred. f'risoners^, who_ an accident during working 
hours also were given /in my department in mirrfjpr cases just 
like any other worker in spite of the SS regulation 
forbidding this, I know that in cases of severe accidents 
the I.G.-physician also came to the construction site. 
However, it might havo happened that the Capos 
banned this practice in some cases out of fear of the 
SS and thee the men were left whore they dropped until 
the SS it3elf did something about it. The I.G.itself 
certrinly never denied "first rid" to hnyono. In winter 
noarly all prisoners received warm jackets which they 
wore over their coasts. At first I thought that the garb 
of the prisoners was a bit too light, because such striped 
designs were generally used only for light pajama material. 
However, I once touched such prisoner’s garb out of 
curiosity's sake and found out that the material was of 
a much heavier quality then that used for pajamas which 
put my mind at rest. I never saw any prisoners without 
shoos, most of them had shoes with wooden soles, but to 
wear them is a matter of habit. In the meantime for two years 
I have worn wooden shoes on heavy construction Jobs and 
got used to them very soon. 

During winter time many hundreds of coke fires were 
burning on the construction site, in iron baskets so 
that the prisoners had an opportunity to warm themselves and 
because of the fact that the coke stockpile belonged to my 
immediate field of activity, and was, so to speak, under 
my Jurisdiction, I know that prisoners constantly came 
there in order to fetch cflie for their baskets. Likewise 
every work-group hed its own day room in which a stove or 
at least a coke fire gave warmth. 

Concerning the treatment of the prisoners of the Monowitz 
camp I actually know nothing at all. In fact nobody knew 
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anything rbout it. I do not believe that mass killings by 
hanging or shooting took place there because in that 
cr.se something would have become known. Likewise, none of 
us had any knowledge that the SS severely punished the 
prisoners in that camp for possible slight offenses by 
torture or similar abuses. The I.G. - people fcnew nothing 
whatsoever about selection which foct will be confirmed 
by every I.G. - official . 
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It is quite out of the question that I.G, - officials should 
have been present at such selections because it was quite 
contrary to the intentions of the I.G. to interchange the 
laborers again and again, and furthermore it was not at 
all the business of the I.G. to make such selections 
among the men. 

Therefore, it is quite inconceivable that the I.G. itself 
cartled out such selections! If one or the other of the 
I.G. plants interchanged some laborers as unsuitable for 
a certain bind of work, with some other working details via 
the labor Commitment Offico of the I.G., which solely and 
exclusively negotiated with the SS in all natters pertaining 
to prisoners, then this concerned only men which were not 
suitable^sfillcd work. I know from construction conferences 
that also in other departments prisoners who ware used for 
unskilled work wore never surrendered to the SS as unfit, 
oven if they wore not up to standards bocauso this would 
have brought about their re-transfer into the main ccmp and 
consequently worsening of their condition. That was^.a 
gonorr.lly known fact. 3o of the l-wG. did not know anything 
at all about what was going on in Birkonau or Auschwitz; 
may be someone who lived in the town of Auschwitz knew .... 
something by way of rumor. However, if such rumors would 
have become known to the plant management then we as the 
executive offioials would have received a hint, in view of 
the attitude of the plant management which was well known 
to me, to supervise the labor com-itment dispositions of 
the SS in the strictest manner whereever it would have 
been possible to do so.

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I, FRIEDRICH XXLL2T, master electrician of Hambach, 
pfaelzer Weinstrasse 161 , havin 6 been duly warned 
that I make myself liable to punishment if I uase a 
false affidavit deolare under oath that my statement 
is true and was made in order to be introduced in 
evidence before the Military Tribunal at the palace 
of justice, Nuremberg, Germany. 

Due to the lack of experienced specialists, I was 
assigned in 1940 by tho Ludwlgshafen/Rhoin plant 
to the construction of a new plant near Breslau. 

It was implied that I would get a promotion, 

Howover, In July 1940 work on this construction 
came to a halt. In tho beginning of 1941, a new 
plant was feogun, In May 1941, I was transferred to 
Auschwitz. My work was spread out over the entire 
construction site, installation of a not of 
electric lines to supply the construction power. 

As a master I was thus in a position to become 
acquainted with the entire plant area and to 
familiarize nysolf with the whole organization 
of tho construction management since all buildings 
wore connected.to tire power supply net. 

I was novor a party member,but since 1918 I have 
boon a member of tho STO. (Gorman social Democratic 
Perty.) 

When I reported for duty at Auschwitz. I notioed 
at onco that the construction management puld spe¬ 
cial attention to tho sanitary and social conditions 
on the construction 3ite. 

German ond foreign labor rogardloss of their natio- 
ndity rocoivod kitchon and buracks of tho styno 
type end all were provided with s^nitury installa¬ 
tions, such as showers and toilets. In addition, 
work was immediately begun on a dispensary in a 
solid building and ell nocossary appliances 
woro procured from the I.G, Farber. Ludwigshufon- 

Repeatedly, tne entiro staff was vaccinated against 
tho throat of epidemics by the 3 attondunt physi¬ 
cians, among them a woman gynocologist. 
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Apart from thoso general practitioners there were 
also 2 dentists at the plant who were available to 
all employees. 

It is especially wcrth mentioning that all members of 
the steff, regardless whether they bolongod to the 
plant itself, or came from other firms, or were 
foreign workers, were eligible to make use of the 
existing institutions without discrimination. 

I remember a case whon one of my workers, a polo, 
was confined to the disponsury. I visited him 
v_ry often and heard only praise end appreciation 
for tho treatment and food he rooeived. 

A maternity homo for forolgn workers also was 
attachod to tho dispensary. This maternity home, 
too, whioh was painted in an oxomplary manner 
ell in whito, was particularly praisod by tho Russian 
women who govo birth to thoir childron thero. 

Furthermore, spooial barucks woro providod in ordor 
to insuro propor family lifo for mombors of ono 
family. 

Since tho plant was sproud out over a largo aroa, 
a transportation system by bus3os was o3tabllshod 
inside the plant. Thoru was no discrimination as to 
German or foreign workors U3 far as tho30 
bussos wero concorncd, overybody roooivod a permit to 
use thorn and ovorybody was piokod up. It vory often 
happonod to me as a master that I was standing 
togothor with othor '■OruaWin front of a bus which 
was filled up with foroignors so that I could not 
rldo in it. I had to wait for tho noxt bus sinoo, 
as I montionod above, thero v*.s no discrimination. 

Thoro is no nood to uontion tnat all living 
quarters of tho c^jnps woro fixed up alike, sinco 
tho construction manugomont attachod particular im¬ 
portance to this fact. Women woro employed to 
sup^rviso und clean ovory oamp. Evory camp hud a 
control kitchen with rofrigorator, sales storo, tuilor 
shop, shoo repair shop and barbershop. 

Furthermore, ontortainment was offorod at regular 
intervals in all coups; the actors ofton came from 
among the foreign workors thumsolvos. Every 
nationality had its own purtios. 
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It was the supreme principle of tho construction 
management to house and employ all workors under 
equal conditions, regardless of German or foreign 
nationality and to maintain cleanlinos and order. 

This humane uttitudo of the construction nana b o- 
mont and, in particular of Dr. DUERRFELD, was 
particularly evident in their intervention to stop 
harsh treatment of concentration camp inmates 
by SS and Capos, on tho construction 3ito. Those 
poor pooplo in tho beginning had to march muny 
kilometers daily in order to get to thoir job. 

Upon the Intervention of the construction manage¬ 
ment many hardships ceased. Transportation by railroa^ 
was introduced, later on a special camp was ostobiis-T 
hod, This c.xip was built and oquippod tho sumo us 
all othor camps of tho plant since at tho timo 
construction was begun th- cuap was intended for 
froo workors. Only woilo tho construction was 
already in progress was it ordorod that prisoners 
of tho Stanmlagcr «u3chwitz woro to bo housod in 
tho camp. 

Whilo in the beginning tho prisoners woro guardod 
by SS end Capos, tho constriction manugoraont was 
successful in obtaining tho approval of tho SS to 
transfor 3uporvision noro and more to tho masters. 
as result the prisoners rocoivud many advantages, 

3uch as special rution3 of food and tobacco. 

Harsh treatment within tho plant area was no longer 
toloratod, in oth r words ov ry effort was made to 
ease the lot of the prisonjis and above all to main¬ 
tain health and working cupacity. Tho SS guards 
wero posted outsido the plant torritory so that they 
no lon^or ontorod tho plant, with tho exception of 
an insignificant patrol. 

Both Dr. AiSROS and Dr. DUEHHFELD in munagomont 
meetings and at all possiblo occasions requested 
everybody to sot an oxamplo and to troht all wor¬ 
kers in a humono mannor and in particular to holp 
mcke *ife easier for tho camp inmates. 

We all know that every worker and ovury prisoner 
was supposed to bo assigned to such work that would 
correspond to his physical condition and that 
inhuman treatment was outlawed by tho construc¬ 
tion management. 
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In my capacity as master electrician, who was 
charged with the supervision of eloctriciol in¬ 
stallations in cump IV, I hr.d tho opportunity to 
ontcr tho camp sovor&l tinea. 

The barracks wore oquippod like other barracks 
except that they had triple-docker beds. Ev«ry 
bed had u eatress covor, fillod with straw, and 
blankots. I do not know how many blankets thoro 
were. Tho blankots wero however so nice that I 
often thought for .iysolf: such a nico blanket you 
don't evon have yoursolf at homo. 

Cleanliness of tho camp was exemplary. 

Any observations that cruelties wore committod in 
Camp IV Monowitz uro not i.nown to mo. 

I nover geinod insight into tho camp Ausohwitz- 
Blrkoncu. 

With regard to ulr raid protection nousuros it is 
fully ostubli3hod vhat iamociatoly after word of 
tho first raids on tho groat chemical plunts was 
rccoivcd, covor tronchos, OT-undor^round-sholtors, 
salt foncos (Salzgittor) and high bunkers wore 
built on day and night shifts. 

As long as tho bunkers woro not yet complotod tho 
entire staff was transportoa by all availablo vohiolos 
at tho first air raid alarm. M«ny loft tho plunt 
by foot, aaone those also oonoontretion oamp inmutos. 

After tho bunkor was finshod it was avuiluble to 
the entiro steff. as to tho question of ouploymont 
of tho prisonor3, I would lifco to udd tho follo¬ 
wing with rogurd to tho initial period 1941/42: 

When tho first depot for olocurical suppllos was 
ostcbxishod, four prisonors woro assigned to us. 

Th.y woro: Tho dirootor of tho municipal trolloy 
cars of Warsaw by tho name of Synok, further an 
enginocr with tho first noxno of Loo, an artist, 
further details unknown. Tho job includod tho 
issuing of olecarical supplies and ostcblishing 
tho camp. Horr SYHBX was in churgo of tho card file 
und other clerical work. 

Wo ropoatoly approachod tho SS camp commandant's 
office to obtain Horr SYN2K as a free workor. This 
request was turned down categorically, but no 
reason was givon. 
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One day SYNEK v*-s unsigned to clean latrine ditches 
and no longer cumo to our depot. Ky representations 
to the work detail supervisor wore successful and on 
tho following day SYNEK resumed his work with us. 

We novor lcurned tho reeson for his first removal t 
When typhus broke out in the stoaoluger-Birkenau* 
Herr SYNEK end tho other prisoners woro taken 
away from us. Although we woro vory uuch interested 
in Herr SYNEK, wo wero uneble to obtain his rolouso. 
Later on, I loernod that SYNEK was olerk for a 
block in tho Stamlagor;

I would liko to rolato the following three incidents: 

As an onswor to tho ohargo that tho prisoners wore 
kopt under intoloroblo working conditions: 

1. ) Ono of tho prisonors who worked as houso oloc- 
trlcian in tho gas plant told Master XU IAN that 
ho oxpcctod to bo discharged. He nomod a spocifio 
dato end roquostod that tho employment offloo send 
him back to his former job. I took care of tho nooos- 
3ary formalities. Unfortunatoly, tho dato of 
dischcrgo was doluyed for some time. Wo again re¬ 
quested tho omployaont offico to assign to us this 
cxporioncod worker. Apparently, tho employment offiop 
of his homo district withhold its approval.. In any 
cescs, ho hr.d boon discharged and did not como back 
to us* 

2, ) Among tho prisonors of tho eloctrical sootion thoru 
was al30 r.n automobile onginoor who was a half- 

Jow. I ofton talked with him. His mother carriod on 
the businoss which, eccoraing to hi3 statement, was 
a big automobilo salos company. It so happenod that 
anothor job was found for him which was in lino with 
his training. At tho olootrioal vohiolo do>>ot wo wore 
hcddiccppod by shortego of holp. Ho was sont 
thoro and did offico work. Sinco this workod out 
alright. Several assistants from among tho prisoners 
were assigned to him. Ono day ho was piokod up to- 
gothor with Master LSISTNEB by tho SS.LEISTNKR whs 
master of tho vohicle dopot* Ho had contacted tno 
relatives of tho engineer. 
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He was caught doing this, unfortunately, tho plant 
was unablo to free LSISTNSR. 

3.) The group of prisoners who carried out trans¬ 
portation work in the section .requested Mastor 
fQXIXN to put thorn to work CI30 on Sundcys, since 
they wero furing bettor in tho plant. In the comp 
Gt that tino thoro v*»s always goneral housocloaning 
("Grossroineouchon"). As far as wes possible they, 
therefore, wore also given work every Sunday,

1. ) As a member of tho construction office of tho 
Ammonia plent '.'orsoburg G.n.b.H., Louno \.ork/Kreis 
Merseburg, I was entrusted in Spring 1941 with 
engineering, blueprinting and designing of machi¬ 
nery for the Auschwitz plpnt. upon tho completion of 

the princ^olly building work for tho Lcunc-Division, I moved 
to tho constructions sito in tho Fall of 19*.2 to- 
gethor with a group of construction onginoors und 
dreftsmen and was t nkon over by tho plant as of 
1 March 1943* Slnoo 1940 I was e member of tho 
NSDAP, however, I did not belong to any other 
party affiliation. 

2 . ) I saw tho construction sito for tho first 
tino in tho Full of 1942. Ily first impression 
told mo that despite tho priultivo conditions 
special offorts wore boing undo to improve 
and further continously living conditions for 
tho omployoes particularly tho sanitary and 
social buildings of tho plunt (disponsory, 
oontral kitchens, barrucKS for living quartors) 
were pushed chocd dospito tho shortago of materials 
and tho priority of tho productions buildings. 
Subsoquontly, in uddition to the barracks for 
living quarters othor dwellings in tho adjaoont 
area end villages wore built, tho number of 
kitchens increased, a diotisry kitchon wus ln- 
stcllcd, sales ostab.ish.jonts, public buth houses, 

a lcuddry, play end sport grounds, horticultu¬ 
ral grounds, otc. wore crcatod. Tho residential 
sections rocoivod parks; prizos for coafortnblo 
interior decoration woro distributod in ordor 
to induce lmmltatlon. Al30 in tho fiold of cultu¬ 
rn much was accomplished a comprchonsivw library, 
almost wookly artistic performances (concorts, 
vaudeville shows, movies), photooontosts, inter¬ 
ior docorutionreontests eto.) woro orgunizod.

3. ) Tho prisoners froa tho acin Auschwitz camp

te. After the guard troops of tho SS were roaovod 
to tho outsido of thu plant limits, the prisoners 
were cblo to novo cbou$ the plant area freoly. 

4. ) Particularly impressive were tho offorts of tho 
plent onnugcaont with regard to caro in oeso of 
sickness cs well cs its ondoevours to help do- 

spito cho shortage of a. tdiel ~nd pcrsonnol ell 
thoso working on tho construction site in cases of 
health oaergonoios* Also tho orgeniz. tion for tho 
training of workors i nd/or of approntloos w-.s 
ospociclly lcudablo. 

5. ) With regerd to Dr. KJZRHFSLD I can only say: 
cs far cs his w>rk w. s concornod ho was Btrict 
as to tho output, always correct end just in 
ell acesures and his person always served cs an 
oxaaplo for his steff. It was often notland that 
during his inspection through tho plant ho ofton engaged 
in conversation with prisonors, workers, end oven 
prisoners of war in ordor to cdjust hi3 iunodiuto 
moesuros, accordingly, which woro edvanood in tho 
gonere1 yodnosday construction conforonoos, end 

which froquontly rosultod in roprinunds for tho 
soctions concerned. Othorwiso, Dr. DUERRPELD hud 
an opon alnd for all social end human nood3 and 
lont edvioo and rondorod cssistunco whenovor ho 
could. 

6. ) As n octtor of principlo, Dr. DUSRRFSLD 
prohibited any posslblo rought troataont of on- 
ployoos end ropoetodly stressed in tho Wodnosdey 
meetings thet cny physical puni3hnont was outlawod 
and that ospociclly tho firns woro to bo advisod 
accordingly and asked to forestall abusos. 

7. ) Only after tho cossation of hostilities did I 
hoar over tho radio of tho atrocities that woro 
oomaittod in tho concentration oenp Auschwitz. 

On tho spot, I neither observed nor notiood any¬ 
thing of th> t sort. 
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8. ) As fcr as eir raid protection measures aro 
concerned there wero, apart from the plant 
shelters, only entisplintor ditches ana holes. 

In case of eir raid alarm most of the eaployoos 
spread out over the surrounding forost patones, 
while the prisoner work details wore removed 
from the plant. With the increasint, danger from 
air raids in the spring 1944 it was decided to 
build the bunkers. Despite the obstructions b the 
authorities with regard to approvals for con¬ 
struction and materials the work was carried on 
with the greatest urgency. Concrete was laid even 
by the night shift under searchlights. In cer¬ 
tain oases th6 plants tnemsolves explored the 
possibilities for uir raid protection because of 
the urgent situation by utilizin 0 , for instance, 
foundations of machines or concrete tunnels whioh 
they thoosolves covered with grcvol, etc. 
prisoners, too, could take refuge in those air raid 
shelters, which uoro distributed over the plant 
croc, as long as a sufficient number of bunkers wero 
not yot cv.'lloblo. 

9. ) I knew notnii. to of general slave driving with 
regard to prisoners nor of an inhumanly hard wording 
tempo. I rather l’oit that every sonsiblo porson out of 
pity for the prisoners accepted any possiblo output

and with tho 4 0 rman it is ovidont that tlioy folt nt 
oc.se undor tho circutfstahces and this was also 
noticeablo in tho case of individual birthdays whon 
small special favors and other proofs of friendhip 
wore exchanged. 

Prisoners who were employed temporarily on drufting 
Jobs in bur office assured no personally that they 
f6lt content end secure in their work in the 
office. 
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I also reacaber that I frequently gave tliea meal 
coupons so that they wore able to get many a hel¬ 
ping froa the remains of the dinner that was pre- 
pered for us. This matter, howover, was arr-nged, 
for unofficially in ft personal ngrooaont with 
tho aess.

I, Franz B r a u n o r , electrical foreman, Weissenfels, 
Kleistweg i2, have been duly warned that I make myself 
liable to punishment if I make a false affidavit. I 
declare under oath that my statement is true and was made 
in order to be submitted as evidence to the Military 
Tribunal Ho. VI in the Place of Justice, Nuernberg, 

Germany. 

I was in Auschwitz from Juno 1942 until the end of 
21 January 1945 and there took core of the computation 
and sottling of the firm accounts of the electrical works. 
Working hours for Geraans, foroigners and prisoners 
were calculated^ on the basis of piece-work regulations. 
Those rates were such in the case of trained German 
workors that working nor really without cxccssivo hurry 
and strain thjy could oar:i 20-25# over hand abovo the 
hourly wage. As contracted to these rates, prisoners 
and foreign workors received 50# additional rotes on the 
besis of their lack of training. These wore gradually 
lowered to 20# additional rates commensurate with the 
progress of their period of tr- ining as compared with the 
piece rates for skilled Gorman workers. This was also the 
ccse with untrained Gormans. 

The foreign workers were paid their piece-work wages in 
accordance with the computation. The prisoners received 
apprdpriate premium certifiertes (camp money). 

I do not know at. which point in the production these 
premiums were evaluated. This v^s dono in the labor offioo 
under the supervision of the plant cost accountant, 

'.ilhelm ..dler, ^t any r ite, however, the prisoners wore 
well off in this connection as a rule they received more 
then enough premium certificates. 
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I B 

In my office, the prisoners' hours were computed by 5 
cost accomiH&t prisoners. ^7hen conditions were bed, above 
all in winter iitar> wonjc wns done under cold or rainy 
conditions, addition'll r«tes for bad weather were added 
to the piece-work rates. They were absolutely the same 
regulations and rtes as they hp.d always been "nd still 
are today in Leuna. 
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.?hon weather conditions were bad, care was taken that 
appropriate protective clothing was issued. 1 his happened 
in all cases, even in the case of prisoners /nd foreign 
workers, without caking ^.r.y distinction. 

It is impossible to speak of a murderous working 
tempo. By far not qs much was demanded of the prisoners 
as was requirid from the German workers. Ho one was ob¬ 
liged to overwork. 

Now an$ again J saw a prisoner being beaten by a 
C/po, in particular receiving a box on tho ear, but these 
were absolutely exceptional c~scs. I never sew or heard 
anything of beating by German workers. On the contrary 
a striot directive was issued by Dr. DUrrfeld. One time 
I saw an SS-Scharfuehrer giving a prisoner a box on tho 
oar hx C'use he had stolen the breakfast of a foreign 
workor. 

The policy of tho plant was such that even the prisonora 
should work willingly »nd gladly. 

In order to check tho work done by firms in Camp4, 
in which prisonors wore '’Iso ccployed, I was in Camp 4 
several times, and twice in the living quarters. They 
wexo the usual R.J) (Lr bor service) barracks, exactly like 
the German and other c’ aps in the way of construction and 
finish. In c'-np 4 and its bariccks tho perfect cleanliness 
was outstanding. There were triple-docker bods; the beds 
each had a straw mattress, a strew pillow and good bl-nkets, 
exactly as wo had in the Gcrm-n c-np. Each prisoner had his 
own bed. In addition there wore tables and honchos. 

Thor soemed to bo the normal amount of furniture for tho 
space, ther: was no iepression of over-rcrowding. Tho lat^ihe 
and washing barracks with their showers v/oro solid buildiogf. 
also, by tho way, exactly like Crap 1 (the German c rnp) 
and in perfect condition rnd ceticulously clean. They 
•wore well-furnished and equippod with handicraft rooms 
including appropriate machinery. The kitchens and air¬ 
raid proof storehouses were exactly like those in the 
other ermps and’likewise perfectly clean. 
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On one occasion, food was just being cooked, dashed potatoes 
or something similar, and into one pressure cooker 
(probably •'bout 300 liters) an 8 pound block of margarine 
wr.s put, which was more than enough -nd certrinly more 
than we get in our food today. 

There were well-tended gardens and lawns. The pri¬ 
soners told of sport -nd playgrounds, a bordello, a bosing 
ring, and sport matches. Thor- wgs also a band to whose 
music the prisoners wero taken to work and biought nway 
again. 

The health -nd nutritional condition of the prisoners 
wr.s in general good, considerably better than the -vorago 
condition of the German popul-tion here today, including 
the employees of the Louna pi'-nt. A few of thorn, howevor, 
looked rather emaciated. Cnco when I asked lrbor allo¬ 
cation leader Stoltcn the reason for this, ho said there 
wore prisoners who give away their entire daily ration 
for ono cigarette. 

1 learned nothing of inhum'no or cruel treatment in 
C:r:.p 4 during ay tine at Auschwitz, and nothing of gassing 
eirss liquld-tior. or oven only disproportionately great 
mortality rates in the concentration camp ..uschwitz- 
Birken-u, but only that corpses of the concurtration canp 
wero burned in the crematory there; In this there was 
nothing peculiar or cr*esting : 

Otco, probably in 1943> something got around about a 
typhus epidemic in the concentration camp. ..t that time a 
work quarantine was introduced for the prisoners, n 
general quarantine for the inhabitants of the camp from 
4 to 6 weeks, ond besides, qll our employees were innoculc- 
tcd. Then I heard that a large number of prisoners ".nd 
SS men had disd.

I was transferred I August 1942 fron the Bun.- plant 
Schkopau to tho I.G. Farbon pi wit in Aueohwitz as foreman 
(Loeschnoistor) in the firo.fighting brigade. 

nhon I arrived in . m schwitz, the c-nps whore Gcrnans 
end foreigners lived were for tho most part completed. 
Likewise tho main construction of the dlsponsery and the 
hospital was finished, .s tho pl-nt fire-fighting brigade 
besides fighting firos, wo also h-d to see to tho transpor¬ 
ting of sick and r/oundod. In transporting tho sick and 
wounded, there was no excoption between tho troatment of 
Germans and of foreigners. I did not seo anything of this 
sort, that in tho dispenserja differ nee was made in the 
treatment of Germans and foreigners whon we brought a sick 
or wounded person there fron tho scene of the firo or 
the ccoiilertt. Th. v/oundod or sick persons war. brought 
after treatment in the dispensary by means of ambulances 
to Wadowitz or Bielitz to the hospitals. 

The distance fron Auschwitz to r.adowitz or Sielitz was 
rather great about 90 kn there ~nd back; the plant nanajedoa 
of Auschwitz n.-.do every effort, therefore, to finish 
rebuilding the hospital in Auschwitz so that the sick ~nd 
wounded persons could receive medical tre^teent more 
quickly. 
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Ihe central kitchen aril the ness halls sere also given priority in 
construction* 

I can 3tatc the sane with regard to the infants' heme for 
Russian children. 

Since the walking distance frwm the Auschwitz railroad station 
to tha site of the plant was fairly long, e regular bus service 
was set up 5 with these busses all employees were transported without 
differentiation! whether they sere Gomans or foreigners. 

In all the measures of the plant management concerned with wolfare, 

I was net able to ascertain at all that a difference was cade 
between Germans and foreigners. 

T>.e prisoners had a fairly long, strennous walking route from 
concentration camp Auschwitz to the building sitoj this walking 
route was difficult and rough for many prisoners. In order to remevo 
these difficulties, the plant management finished as quickly os 
possible the residence camp IV which »*s situated closer to the 
plant, for the accomodation of the prisoners. Camp IV spread evor a 
large area and was neatly laid out with lawns. Tnere was a special 
building built for the prisoners' band. In Camp IV two lwge ponds 
were dug for fire-extinguishing purposes. Ifcere was a contir.c for the 
prlssnars as woll in Camp IV. 

For the times,tho noon-day meal in Camp IV was good and tasty. Gnco 
a week I myself a to thero of tor I had soon to tho training of tho 
prisoners for the air-raid protection firo-fighting. ftja kitchen 
in the camp was very spacious and cloan. 

Concerning tho treatment of foreigners, I can roport n characteristic 
incidenti 

r r. one of my official rounds in tho plant area fer tho purp^so 
of informr.tion concerning tho finishing of the works and the firo 
extlnguiohing control, I saw a Capo strike o prisoner. In tho same 
instant, Herr Dr. Duorrfold passed by in a cart ho immediately 
stopped ami spoke v^ry sharply to tho Capo because of the mis treat¬ 
ment. I alno remember one of the 
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circular letters issued by the plent management in which every German 
was forbidden to beat prisoners and foreigners under threat of 
punishment. 

3ince 1943 I h»ve been living in Babitz near Auschwitz. In Babitz 
there was also a concentration camp. Neither in this cany nor in 
Cacp IV did I see any cruelty. 

Not until 20 August 19 'Jj did we have the first air-raid on the plant. 
In spite of this, air-raid trenches and OF-shelters had been built 
long before; the surface air-raid shelters ‘ere nearly completed. 

The plant management itself did not have a surface air-raid anelter 
but «5s protected from air-raids in the cellar of the porer plant. 

The surface air-raid shelter was at the disposal of the German and 
foreign employees, »ith the exception of the prisoners. The prisoners 
and that part of the foreign and German employees who could not be 
accomodated in the surface air-raid shelter found rofuge in the 0T- 
shoIters and trenches, as cell an in the cellars ofilhw large 
buildings. The GT-shelters cere covered with a concrete covering 
approximately 1 meter thick, and threo layers of granite rock on 
top of this concrete covering. In addition, beside the dispensary 
and tne hospital there wa a Saizgitter «r tubular-raid shelter 
for the sick and wounded. Into this shelter tho seriously ill and 
wounded were carried by tho firemen whon tho first alarm can 
sounded, with no differentiation being made between Gormans or 
foreigners. In our fire brigade »e had no prisoners, rforever, for 
purpesos of gaining information, I often wont through the plant aroa.< 
and saw nothing of an inhum no or nurdoroua corking tompe oiccng tho 
prisoners. Father, tho faet that thoy performed less work was 
aecaptod »s a cattor of course. 

In the fire brigade ue had 10 *V.ch Gormans, 9-lC ethnic Gormns, 
and clone to 80 Foies and Fussims. Th* food was the saroo for all of 
thorn, aid the wages as ell. even to the tngon cf tho employees of 
tho fire brigado. Germans aid foreigners livod in tho antno barracks 
and on guard duty m.*l3 were taken tegethor in the rest rocm. Social 
ovonlngs wore also colebratod together with Polos and Russians aid at 
those social evenings, no differentiation cas node between Gormans 
end foreigners. 
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Unfortunately I have no further connection with Poles] this is a 
result of tha present-day conditions. I can, however, oito various 
names and addresses of Poles who rare with ne in tbo fire brigadoi

Bockum, Uerdingorstrasso 743, b^ve been duly warned that I 
make myself liable to punishment if I cake a false 
affidavit.

1. ) 11 January 1942 I was assigned to the plrnt for tho 

duration of tho war 'vA until the evacuation 21 
January 1345 I held the post of office'chief in the 
personnel department for employe s, in which I had 
to handle special recruiting and assignment of 
employees. 

I did not belong to tho Party or one of its affi¬ 
liated orianizations and/fcr branches. 

2. ) Tho numbjr of foreign employees may have boon 

approximately 300, of which the groat majority wore 
Dutch and Belgian, besides Russians, Ukr-ini ns and 
a few Poles, Roumanians, Hungarians, Luxcmburgi^ns, 
Swiss, Latvians, at least 1 It'lien ■'lid, if I 'm 
not mistaken, also 1 Frenchman. 7ith these foreigners 
who, 'S for ns I remember, had exactly the same 
st-tus as the G^r-.an employees, free employment 
contracts wore made. On this occasion I would like 
to montion further th’t several foreigners on their 
own initiative requested permission from the 
personnel department to have their relatives (wives) 
cone to them| which was granted insofar as it could 
be incorporated into the system of work. 
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3.) To characterize- Herr 3r. Duorrfeld as c. "tyrant 
without consideration" or feelings would probably 
never occur to any honorably thinking person. On the 
contrary, Herr Dr. Duarrfeld was very popular for 
his outstanding hurr.ne qualities. In any case he was 
always concerned with 
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improving the conditions of the personnel in his 
ce.ro, which a s 2 result of tho local situation condi¬ 
tioned by the particular circumst'-ndes was by no means 
always ideal, and the social and welfare nrrangcments 
cited below were preponderantly due to his initia¬ 
tive. His chief attention v. s 'lwnys devoted to the 
accomodation, feeding and to the care of the personnel 
in general, so th t h_- er.de " great deal of work for 
those responsible for these spheres of duties. In 
spite of all stress, he sho.ed ~n interest in the 
problems of oven the smallest worker, and he was 
rlways retiy to help whenever possible. His Jovial 
attitude and/or his hutr.no -ppoaranco quickly won hi.i 
the confidence of - 11 , 00 th-t everyone could approach 
him unhesitatingly ~nl express his opinion without 
having to fear r. possible falling into disfavor 
through criticism. 

4.) The extent of the v.ork performed in the .uschwitz 
plant c-n only be measured by 1 . person who was 
f'miliar with tho construction from tho beginning 
and could follow its development. J .t any r'tc, every- 
ono who had soon the begins ir.g st-gos and c'co back 
to tho place after 1 to 2 yc^rs was deeply impressed 
by the change of the city as well ‘.s of the building 
grdund. The improvement in the conditions of tho 
roads alone was enormous. Did it not happen in the 
beginning that an employee sank almost to his kne_s 
in typical Polish mud ~nd had to be pulled out again 
while later he could walk or drive on clean, firm 
streets in the worst of weather without receiving the 
coating of mud which was unavoidable in the beginning. 
Particularly the hygienic and social arr-ng,-monts 
were given primary consideration ^bove all other 
questions. Thus, right,-at the begin ing, the dispensary 
was built, which *ns constantly expanded fs the plant 
developed and in which Hermans and foreigners as well 
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were received when they needed trontaent. There was 
an X-ray and dental clinic as wall as a delivery hone 
for Eastern female workers. Particular attention was 
given to fighting verrin in order to prevent 
infections diseases. 
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Innoculntions ware perforaed. Lot us -also r;nenber 
hor j the installation of .a pl~nt for drinking water. 

In spite of "'ll difficulties which orose from the 
war economy, the living-c nps we e constantly being 
expanded in order that housing conditions eight not be 
so crowded. To the- sar.o degreo, food for the employees 
was cared for, by the construction of large kitchens 
and a camp slaughter-house. By the creation of r. 
diet kitchen the requirements of persons with stoaach 
disorders were attended to. *-jt ne mention a propos 
of this that the cjority of the Flomiah people were 
ablo to enjoy the special diet because the bread alle¬ 
gedly did not a^roo -ith thorn. Bathing facilities and 
largo laundries took care of the cleaning, while tailor 
and shoemaker shops took care of repairing clothing 
and shoos. The erplovees could meet their dally 
needs in sales 3torcs: in brief, within a short tine 
th - plant management had a town for 35*OOC people built 
in the wilderness, and in this connection it nust 
be particularly considered that everything, food as 
well as all material, fc^d to be brought in from a 
great distance, since the surrounding territory was 
not in .a position for ~ny such deliveries. 

. In the cultural field, entertannment vas provided for 
by concerts and theatrical performances in'.thc spa¬ 
cious hall with its capacity of 1,000 as veil as 
extensive libraries- . recreation ground rnd sporting 
equipment served sport-lovers for physicalxexerciso. 

5.) Plant welfare was extended not only to Germans but 

to foreigners as well, -and the prisoners, whoso condi¬ 
tion the plant managenent was lvrays trying to allovi - 
te-. •‘-et me refer in this connection only to the creation 
of Camp IV, which saved the long march to work, as 
well as to the limiting of the guard to the outermost 
enclosure around the c~np, hich gave the prisoners 
greater freedom of movement. Moreover, privileges 

were offered in the form of additional food and pro¬ 
duction premiums . 
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6. ) In view of the overwhelming impression which the plant 

made upon me, with its oxccnt, camps mad furnishings, 
which considering the difficulties brought about by 
the war at that tiae deserved particular commendation, 
it is really difficult for r.e to say what is the most 
impressive arren^ement for welfare. I believe, however, 
that first place goes to the air-raid shelters which 
were built in 1944, although the competent offices 
refused to permission and doutttess saved the lives 
of - large part of the plant personnel including 
the foreign workers '.ad prisoners in tho l-tor air-raids 
I personally rc^ardc 1 it as p. setter of course that 
in an air-raid prisoners should t ke refuge in the 
air-raid shelters provided for my barracks. 

7. ) The decree issued by Herr Dr. Duerrfeld prohibiting 

any :sort of corporal punishment or rought treatment 
was wo 11 -known. 

I lonrnod nothing of cruelties or inhumane treatment 
of prisoners in C~np IV. 

Since my place of work was located outside the plant 
enclosure, I hardly had the opportunity of observing 
the prisoners .at work. Insofar, however, as occasionally 
smaller groups of prisoners worked right next door to 
my barracks, I never was aware of any urging or -cts. 
of violence on the part of the guard and/or Capos. 

*-oreovur, in conversations with important men, I was 
able repeatedly to dotor.iino tfc't th„- greatest under¬ 
standing wis evidenced with regard to the relatively 
small prod action of the prison-rs.

1 . ) I an a building contractor and cone from 
an old line of building contractors. My busi¬ 
ness was dormant during the war. On 1 April 
1940 I took up eaploynent with the I.G. Farben, 
Ludwigshafen, as building expert. 

In the fall of 1941 I wc3 sent to build up 
an I.G. Farben plant in the Auschwitz area 
and stayed there until January 1945. 

2. ) As section leader I was conaissioned with 
tho entire excavation work and the procuring 
of grevel. The chief of tho entiro building 
dopartaent wa3 Cnlef Engineer Max FaUST, and I 
was his closest associate. Through the nost 
intimate cooperation I becano acquainted also 
with Dr. /iMBROS und Dr. DUSRRFELD. As to their 
character, I can say nothing but tho host ubout 
tho two gonteleaen both as individuals, and as 
my senior superiors. - Dr. DUERRFELD was always 
a good fothor - if I any use this expression - 
not only towards *tho Geruuns, but also towaras 
tho foreigners, and evon more so towards tho 
indigenous polish population; for tho building 
up of the ontire plant was Incumbent upon him, 
and thi3 wus possible only by means of the 
foreign workers and the indigenous polish popu¬ 
lation supplying the majority of tho vorkors. 

3. ) Whenever an opportunity prosonted itsolf, 
it was pointod out to us associates that wo 
could achieve no rosult3 cxoopt through tho 
most oonsidorate troatnont of tho available 
workors. - Tho workers woro carod for in ovory 
rospeot. E.G. tho first thing to be done 

was tha sotting up of the fully equipped first- 
aid station staffed with first-class physicians 
and nursing personnel. Spacious barracks for 
accomodation woro sot up in almost countloss 
numbers. Sales 
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stores in which all types of oomodities for 
the conp inmates could be bought, croft shops 
such es tailor’s Shops, shoo repair shops, barber 
shops etc. were found. Play and sports-grounds 
had been set up for recreational purposes. 

I had alao3t daily opportunity to take part in 
the inspection of these coups. I could ascer¬ 
tain no discrimination between Gernan and foreig¬ 
ners. conuunity kitchens and ness halls wore 
dean, and were found in sufficient nunbers. 

I often had dinner or suppor in the aforesaid 
canps and uscerteinod to sutiflfaotion' of the 
canp innatos. 

4. ) The prisoners detailed for our plant fron 
the /.uschwitz concentration canp, who wore 
transported to our plant by train, were in 
the beginning badly off. The oUput was very 
low on account of the food and other influen¬ 
ces unknown to ne. Purthor, the transport 

to and frou work botwoen tho Auschwitz concen¬ 
tration canp and the plant, during whioh tho 
prisoners suffored uuoh, took nuch tine. All th^s 
wcs roclized early by the plant management. Thoro 
woo considorcblo improvement whon tho prisoners’ 
canp for an estimated capucity of 3000 in 
Konowitz at tho plant periphery was sot up in 
tho beginning of 1943, and tho prlsonors woro 
accoonodetod thoro. They woro thon givon noro 
food, accoanodction and troatnont iuprovod oon- 
sldorubly. Ill-troatnent by the Capos or tho 
SS was no longor tolerated, proninius and oxtra 
rations woro awarded by tho plant nanegeuont 
for good oonduct and efficiency. Howovor, any 
largo output vos nanrachievod, tihlch was due to 
tho particular situation of tho prisonous. 
Slavo-driving of tho workers, inhuman working 
conditions, and exorbitant working hours woro 
never introduced. - On tho contrary, tho fow 
Gormans working in tho plant had to produoo at 
least lOO# more work than foreigners, polos, 
prlsonors, otc. 

5. ) Tho English prisoners of war working in the 
plant wero in tho best position. Ti.oy woro 
doing almost nothing but pioce-work. and 

by a uodorata speod of work they we.e cbio ul- 
nost without exception to got along with 5 
or at most 6 daily working hours. Thoy woro 
subject 
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to the authority of the Uehruacht, 

6. ) In consequence of the building of tho plant, 
e reorganization of a large p^rt of the village 
Monowitz became indispensable. The majority 

of these inhabitants wore placed in tho village 
Dwory in which udcitionol housing space was 
cade available. New clay houses wore built, 
furhter prefabricated houses (Rcihonhaeuser) 
for at least 80 families ware under construction, 
and at the tine of our departure (January 
1945) almost half of then wore ready for 
occupancy. Gardening plots wero allotted to all 
theso now houses, so that even small uninals 
could be kept, and thus healthy and adequate 
housing facilities had been procured by the 
plant ocnege-iont. 

7. ) Not only in iwory but also in tho closer 
vicinity had new housing units with all sanitary 
install tions boon procured. - I would like to 
refer to tho two-storey wooden buildings in ? 
losinltz for ut loust 60 families, which wore 
also for tr.c l-rg^r p rt occupied, yor privato 
ropairs and extensions builaing material w»s aado 
available to tho polos. 

£.) Transportation to <-nd l ro.u work for the 
aaployos of tho plant was provided by neun3 of 
spools! bus connections. Ir. .Juki o Roiohsbahn 
stop was in uso. All thoso measures wore carried 
out ir. erder to have a contonted staff of 
workers, wnich, C3 we well know, had at a 
later deto to consist of at least 60-70# 
of the polish population. Welfare moesuros out¬ 
lined in tho foregoing were duo to tho efforts 
of tho plant management, in particular to 
Lr. DU2RRFXD and his staff of assistants. 

9. ) A prolonged interruption of the building of 
the plant tccurrcd when tho llppor Silesian 
qreu wqn exposed to air-raids. The building 
operations wero almost completely suspended, 
end in tho builaing of air-raid sheltors such 
lz trenches, underground tunnels, which wore 
really lurge-scuio,tnere was no discrimination 
between Germans, foreign.rs, und pri3cnors. 

The care of tho workers wuo hua to bo pxase*vod, 
took preference, and t.,em ctuu tno building of 
the plant. 

10. ) in .:y Hold of work I n« c almost daily con¬ 
tacts with Dr. DD-JHICTJJji I enjoyed ny work with 
hid, and I learned to appreciate him us an 
honest and ju3t can. 
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He had understanding and was grateful for 
every work ccconpli3hed. Indlfforenoe and 
injustice he never condoned. Inhuman treat¬ 
ment of foreigners and prisoners he never 
tolerated, but always set a shining example , 
doccnoy.I an convinced thc-t the entire stuff 
of workers, regardless of whether Gernans, 
polos, foreigners or prisoners, could wish 
for no better plant manager. 

He, like all of us, did nothing auring tho 
war but tho duty that was forced upon us.

1. ) I do not know Diroktor Dr. DOERRFELD per¬ 
sonally, but only by nuuo as tho ohiof of tho 
Auschwitz plant. Thoroforo, I cun mcku no st.te- 
mont us to his personality und character. 

2. ) My chiefs woro Dr. EO. LRT and soctien chiof 
Magistur NIL35RG und Dr. UaCHaNDSR. I was 
working us locksmith in tho op„rctions control 
(BctriebsKontrollo) in tho period from 28 i;uy 
1943 till 15 January 1945, and after having 
bocn usBignod for lubor sorvico in Lcunu 

by tho employment offico in Chemnitz, I wus 
detailed from thoro to Auschwitz. I was not 
o member of tho Pi.rty. 

3. ) I lived in Camp No. 5 and then in Camp 

No. 1. Thoro wus no diffcronco botwoon my pleco 
of work und th-t of tno foreigners. Pay dopon- 
ded upon whoth r or* hud boon trained or not, 
apart from thi3 it wus tho seuo. Tho foreigners 
llv^d in their oumps, which woro built oxuotly 
es Camp fio. 1. as to accommodations, thoro 
wus a diffcronco only batwoun workers and 
employes. Among tho omployos, tnero woro many 
foreigners mainly Dutcnuon und Belgians. 
Foreigners' Curnp !fo.2 wus fenced in us all 
other camps, und a guard wus posted at tho oump 
cxit 3 tnd ontrunoc3, to whom ono had to show 
identifioation papers when pussing. Othorwiso, 
the rcsldonts of tho cunp wore complotoly froo 
during their off-duty hours. Hbsontoaism 
wus ponuiizod by l’inos doduoted from wu^us. 

How much tills wus I don't know. 
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4. ) The prisoners who wore placed at my 
disposal as workers often confirmed to mo 
that they were glad to work with mo, since 
through personal intervention with my superiors, 

I obtained extra dinners for them from tho 
plant. The premium certificated handed over 

to mo by the plant management Tor disposition 
I distributed in a fair way according to thoir 
vocational skill, so tnat I w s abio to ascertain 
tn t ev.rybody nado an effort to prove his 
efficiency. X often tried to oxort an influonce 
for tho benefit of my prisoners assigned to 
work with me through calling up tho work louder 
of the prisoners' camp, so that I was moro than 
onco threatened with tho "pyjume 1 *, I owo it 
only to the effort of Dr. EGGERT, who is woll 
informed about my own and tno achievements 
of my prisoners, tn«.t I escaped tho prisoner'3 
fute. I w-., always guided by tnu principle: 

Tnlnk, fool, and act in u huiaano wuy, but I 
was also obliged to find that this wus not tho 
cuso or all Gormans, although tno nocossity 
of n decont troatment of foreigners, prisoners 
of war, -nd concentration camp prisoners was 
pointed out by tho plant management. 

5. ) I 60t alon D very woll also with tno En 0 lish 
prisoners of war who worked \Jtth me in various 
groups, sinco it was possible for mo to ouko 
myself understood in their motner tongue duo 

to my provious stay in England as a fitter. 

Evory English prisoner had on additional day 
off each wock. Thoy were pieced in a PW camp 
(Cenp No. 8) as far as I can romonbor, and 
woro subject to tho authority of tho Vi'ohrmaoht, 
whereas tho otn-r prisoners oamo u^Jer tho SS. 

6. ) In the plant thoro was an accident prevention 
service, and ofton during working hours instruc¬ 
tion was given concerning tnu rugul. tions 
accident prevention regulations by safety on- 
ginoors, safety musters, who oullod attention to 
tho occupation-1 dungors. The pay onvolopos ofton 
oontidrsi tllfs ti all languages concerning tho regu¬ 
lation prohibiting consumption of methyl ulco- 
hol etc. Thcro was clso an uir-raid protection 
service end 1-tor 
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bunkers which everybody was allowed to use. 

I remainded for thq most part in the factory 
or ran out into the open, as the bunkers 
did not seea safe onough to me.

We, Ludwig BRA2U, senior vocational school tea¬ 
cher, and Maria BRAEU, both residing at Hof/Suale, 
Maxpletz 7, have been duly;-werned that we 
shall mako ouselves liable'to punishment if we 
give a false affidavit. We deolcro under oath 
that our statement is true and was made to bo 
submitted os evidence before the Military Tribus- 
ncl, Pulaco of justice, Nurnborg, Germany. 

I was omployed as senior vocational school teuoher 
and my wife as teachor of German end mathematics 
at the vocational training center. Unfortunately, 
our activity covered only a brief poriod of time. 

I startod work on 1 April 1944, my wife °n *9 
August 1944/>nd. our work cuao to on end on 21 
and 27 January 1945 rospootlvoly causing us a 
sov«.re loss ( we lost position and means of sub¬ 
sistence, tho family's linen and clothing, and, 
whet was particularly distressing, tho entire 
tochnioul litorature, typowritor, Comoro, oto.) 

We cro willing, to such oxtont as our statomonts 
can in any way bo usoful to tho case of Diroktor 
Dr. DUERRFELD, to tostify on his behalf. 

Howcvor, our observations are not very comprohon- 
sivo nor nuaorous. Conoontr-lion oump prisoners 
worked in tho glass store adjoining tho rooms 
of tho vocation 1 training oontor. Wo uro ablo 
to confirm thot thoy woro occupiod under docont 
working conditions, did tholr work very muoh 
at thoir leisuro, ovory dey in tho morning had 
os on oxtro noul tho sumo lunoh with rospoct to 
quality and quantity ( thick soup, peu3 or bouns) 
os was givon to our epprontioos, and which wo 
ourselvos cte most willingly and with oxoollont 
appotito. 

Whon air-raid warnings voro eoundod, the priso¬ 
ners like oursolvo3 woro allowod to go into tho 
surface bunker. When thoy woro with us, thoy 
wore not guurdod and could talk to us liko free 
persons. V/o. saw them frequently murohing singing 
from and to thoir placo or work, drawn up in ranks 
under tho command of the Capos. In the shoo re¬ 
pair shop we- wore served by concentrations oump 
prisoners in un obliging wuy und noithor did 
wo had 
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the impression hero that living conditions were 
particularly difficult. We saw how the prisoners, 
lost they should have a top long marching way, 
were tansportod ontrucks oven at the time of the 
gasoline shortege. By no means is it known to 
us that an announcement was issued by Direktor 
Dr. DUERRFELD concerning a speoial conduct to¬ 
wards tho prisoners. On the contrary, when we 
■are emplcjedwe *hb told that concentration camp prisoners wore 
working in the plant, and that vory efficient 
skilled workers for various trados wore found 
among them, end that Dr. DUERRFELD did every¬ 
thing to facilitate their work in tho plant, as 
fer as wo know, Dr. DUERRFELD also tried so- 
vcral times to have capable people roleased 
from the concentration cump, e.g. in the oaso 
of Bieneok3iiscen who was still quite young was 
then mede supervisor of the psychotechnical 
quaquellfication tost for the apprentices, und 
of tho technical designing offico of the voca¬ 
tional training center. In tho supervision of 
this dopartmont ho was completely indopondent, 
and I did not leurn until long oftorwdras that ho 
was a former concentration camp inmato, which 
fact by no moans prejudiced his position with 
anybody having anything to do wifih him. 

We havo no knowledge of any ill-treatmont. The 
SS-guards wo.o f ound cnlj in a fbw places end romai- 
nod ulweys passivo. Yet, onco I had to watoh 
how a capo (being himsolf a prioonor) hit 
anothor prisonor over tho book with a heavy iron 
bar. Tho clothes of tho prisonors wore vory 
cloon. In January 19L5, in Biolitz, sovoral con- 
oontrctlon camp prisonors come to a Wohruncht 
post caking to bo sont back again to Auschwitz. 

When wc were srtployod? no questions wore usked 
about nomborship of tho”T7sDAP, contrary to tho 
usage of othor firms, still loss was such mem¬ 
bership mado conditional for tho employment. 

My wife as well as I myself wera employed as 
teachers purely by virtuo of our professional 
qualifications, although neithor of us was 
s party mombor. 

Wc cro at any time proparod to supply further 
information, or to answor edditioncl questions 
to tho bost of our ubility.

The oaplcycos of tho plont roooivod repootod 
directions by the plont non geuont which striotly 
prohibited cny niabendling of the prisoners, end it 
Vos aeon to it thrt those r guloticns woro vory 

strictly cdhorod to, which proves that overtoiling pos¬ 
sible wus dono fren the port of tho plont-oonugcuont 
to cro»to dooont conditions on tho building sito. I 
knew fren personal observation thet, when ticking his 
inspection rounds, on tho building sito, Dr. DUERRFBLD 
ropoetody ’ont up tc i geng of priaonors end onqulred 
whet woro thoir conditions of work ond tho fecd-

In 
gonorol, tho vverk output cf tho prisoners thoro voribd 
very auoh, cn cn ovorogc, hewovor, it hardly jaountod 
tc 50 per cont of th:t cf « free Geraon werkor. as 
eften *.s I c.uld observe, tho werk cutput wus hc.w- 
evor entered with 60 to 75 per cont in tho fern to bo 
filled in fer tho So by the a stor.

Moreover, tho prisoners woro helped by being given pre¬ 
sents. /Ithough it hed b-on striotly forbidden by the SS, 
the I.G. Forbon pocple frequently grvo their breokfest, 
othor feed end cig rettes to the prisonors which thoy did 
out cf purely hunno feollngs tewerd tho prisoners. 

I estimate tho ego cf the prisoners whom I sow et 
Auschwitz tc h vo boon botwoon 20 end 55 yeors. Once I 
suw c ycungor prisenor. ne wr.s onployoe in tho teohniool 
storo-roem, ves used there to do sooll Jobs end go on 
enonds und was always trooted kindly. 

Up to port cf tho summor cf 1943 tho fonco eround tho pro¬ 
mises hod net yot boon conplotod end tho prisonors woro 
pornitted to novo cbout only in cort in spccos tho 
bcundcrloB of v;hioh woro known to thorn prooisoly. If a 
prisenor loft this spcco tho boundorios of which woro 
indicetod by narks end objects which woro o- sily rooog- 
nizod, tho SS shot at hln without warning. In ordor to 
ronody this obuso, I.G. Forbon ostablishod tho plant on- 
closuro ond tho SS guirds woro thon withdrawn bohlnd this 
plant fenco ond thoro for .od o lino of guards. Thus tho 
prisonors hod full freedon tc novo obeut the ontiro building 

site. In addition to the above nontionod t sk, it wus 
incunbont on tho Cape to koop togethor tho irisonors 
cs3lgnod to hin in tLe nerning in order to dolivor thon 
ogoin »-1 tho oenp at night. *s f r os I ronoubor, two SS 
non woro cssignod to every work dot 11 s c p» trcl who 
modo tho rounds between the incividuol places whoro tho 
prisonors wero onploycd.

I never sow or hoard anything of ill-troctaont of pri¬ 
soners by the personnel of I.G. Forbon or outside firus, in 
1944 I hud to sign circular in w.ich under throat of 
punishuont I.G. Farbuu strictly prohibited in ony way 
violence against tho prisoners. Hcithor I.G. Fcrben nor 
thoir personnel woro rospcnslblo for tho oxcosses of 
tho Copos which I occ sicmlly noticod but sololy tho 
SS and tho Copos.

In sunnor tho prisoners woro stripod suits and uony of 
thon hud shoos with wooden solos and feet rrgs. a sixill 
nunbor was equipped with leather shoes.

By vny of supplononting ny r.ffidovit cf 25 Ootobor 
19i*7 I wish now to a ko the following stntonent 
concerning tho tro- tnent cf concentration oonp 
inrai>to8 in tho /.uschwitz plant of I.G. Furben: 

In uy pi'co cf work in building 965 on i.n i.vorego 
10 prisoners wore subordinated to no. Tho output 
of thoso prisoners, .s cf prisonors in general, 
voriod vory auch. On nn • vorrge It w s by 30 to 
UO per cont below thot of v froo civilian workor; 
in this connection I nonticn cs on oxcoption o 
Follsh prisenor who ws subordintod to no i3 gos 
torch woldor r.nd whoso output vrs up to st».nd/»rd; 
this arn liked his work end ho did his host. 

Prisoners whoso output w».s to souo oxtent good 
were glv^n preniun cortifiortos which they could 
oxch'-ngo in the conp egulnst refition. 1 i 
foodstuffs and oigarottes. Moreover, 
thoy wore rowerded by uddition 1 food, which on 
tho whelo wr's givon to the prisonors cn ovory 
coocsion. although it w..s strictly forbidden by the 
SS to givo rnything to tho prisonors, they tine 
■nd again roccived food :.nd cig rottos fron tho 
personnel cf I.G. Furben nd outside finis. 
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Naturv .ly it avoided that the SS should notioe 

it. Therefore, the prisoners did. not lock bod, ebout 
the sono i • the Goranns tcdcy. On on overage the pri¬ 
soners wtye between 20 ond 55 yeorB of ego, older and 
Jt Unger prisoners wero usod for ecBy Jobs or unskilled 
werk. 

w hon I oooe to ..uschvltz, the plant fence hed just been 
ooupleted end tho SS hod o lino cf guards standing 
olcn; the plcnt fence who guarded tho prisoners who 
wlttlu tho area hod full frooden to uevo ebout, Tho 
0 pcs were rosponsiblo for their work detail which fre- 
quvntly vws divided reeng euverul plont. Only oo- 
OOBlonnlly m SS petrol possed by end ohockod to soe 
whether tho prisonors were working. 

In Humor tho prisonors had ob long working hours us 
th© Geruans. In vdntor thoy wore shertor, sinco tho 
prisoners wero porcittod to stay on tho building site 
in brood doylight only. Thoreforo, in tho ooso of 
dor^eo fogs thoy did not show up for work or loft 
wirjon such fogs was foruing. Noruolly no prisonor wo8 
o'h tho building - sito by night, n rcro oxooption woro 
.'prisonors who h-d hidden end who hrd not boon found in 
tho evening bufero thoy wore nnrohod off.by tho S3 and 
who int.ndoc to osonpo during the night. I knew that 
-risonors only in oxcopticnnl oosos nnd to a linitod 
extent woro ssigned to labor on Sundays and holidays. 

Tho Birokticn cf tho ..uschvitz I.G. ? rbr.n olcnt and tho 
SS hud prehibitod the ontir- oivili n porsonnel on tho 
building sito free u 1 -treotlng prisoners. I nevor sow 
any noabor cf I.G. Fr.rbcn or tn cutsido fira in soco way 
cr other trocting o prisoner b» dly nuch loss assaulting 
hir;. Once I s.w o C:po beating a prisenor boocuso ho 
h-d stolen something. I anew that tho Capo of uy work 
detail boat prisoners cnly if thoy had boon up to sone- 
thing.- 

In sufu.cr the prisonors' clot.iin 0 ‘consisted-of tho 
zebra cclorod unifOiU, underwear, tho shoos, 
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which pertly consisted of leather, pertly cf wooden 
solos with 1'ether or ennv ss uppers, end of foot rags 
or seeks. On t-jjir hoods they wore flot oops. In winter 
tho prisoners were supplied coot end in the winter of 
1944 with especially nerkod winter coots. P.rtly, they 
received gloves, ear nuffs rnd phdo6d vests froa I.G. 
Fr.rbon. It is self-evident th t tno prisoners who worked 
with r.o, clso possessed tho nocess^ry protective 
dovicos required for ges torch welding. 

Prisoners who were sick, injured or had cot with cn 
cccidont woro helped in erectly tho Sbno wey cs cny 
othor Gcrnon. 

During ny eighteen ccnths’ cctivity at Auschwitz I 
novor lo rn..d anything about selections which oro said 
to hrve tokon pl< co. Thoro woro oocasiom 1 runoro about 
cron. tiens at Birkoneu wnoroby I nlwi.ys thought of 
cronrticns of corpses. Hcwcvor, all these runors woro so 
veguo th t I.G. Forbon c nnot hsvo hr.d anything to do 
with it end pocplo who did not diroctly corn in touch 
with prisenors had Crpos could not loom cnything of it 
becouso the SS kopt this natter striotly soorot. 

Tho plcnt cunugeucnt of the I.G. Forbcnindustrio ct 
usoh'-itz sporod no troublo in icprovlng tho prisoners' 
living conditions and ospocially Dr. DUBRR?-;LD os on 
upright and fair non olwoys took o vory-ectivo intorost 
in the lot of tho prisonors os woll »s cf tho foroign 
v'crkcra.

1. ) I wos employed in the Misohwitz plant from 15 June 

191*3 until its evoouation in Jonu, ry 191*5^ Ky field 
of work comprised the installation of the glass store¬ 
room, the store-room for chenicols and the room for 
solutions. 

2. ) In the /.uschwitz plant the definition "selection" wos 

altogether unknown to me. Proa the prisoners working 
with me (about 3i» men) I never heard anything about 
the classificetion of unfit for work or able to work. 

It was not known to mo that prisoners unfit for work 
were sent to the concontrotion camp .usohwitz or 
Blrkenuu to bo killed. I also n«vor hoard of such e dopor- 
totion from ot ora during my uotivity in the Auschwitz 
plant, as our rosorve 3tore-rooms for glass and ohe- 
mlcals were distributed oil over the . roa of the 
plant I would necessarily have hotrd of suoh "se¬ 
lections" hod thoy occurrrod. From nono'of the pri¬ 
soners working with me did I nocr of "selections" 
which are supposed tohavo occurred in the Monowitz 
comp. 

3. ) It wo8 aftor tho oopituli tion . nd Qt Horsoburg that 

I heard of m.ss oxocutions of prisoners for tho 
first time on the radio. It is still incon^rehonsiblo 
to mo that I novor hoard of any such thing in tho 
Auschwitz plant, *s long ts I worked in the Auschwitz 
plant I never sow thLt prisoners wore overworked, I 
would hi ve noticed this because of my continually 
driving around in the plant oreu. I Iso nevor saw 

u prisoner who died of ovorwork. Tho Capo stationed 
with us never h d to threaten the jrisoners under hi9 
commend to do their work. Ana nevor did I hear him 
threaten them th. t 
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those who did not work sufficiently would be sent 
to the Auschwitz concentration cunp to bo gossed. 

4.) For weeks I wc.s able to observe o prisoner work 
detoil occupied with currying cement os o gloss 
store-room was situotod in the proximity of thoir 

ploce of work. I saw none of those prisoners brook 
down under their hoevy work. I ..Iso never s. w thut 
the cement was carriod on the double, which pro- 
fa. bly would not h vo even been possiblo in wooden 

shoes. No prisonor w s beuten bj Capos or foromon 
to moke him work livolier. I could observe, more¬ 
over, thtt especially these superiors ollowod thoir 
prisonous sufficient time for rests. Thut Copos end 
foremen permitted this probubly hoppened bocouso 
o suffioiont numbor of workers wus ovoiloble for 
tnio job. It hoppened quito ofton thut irisonors 
working witt no bocomo slightly ill, but clso 
seriously. Everyone who fell ill immodi. toly received 
oid oocordl'ig to the seriousnoss of tho ocso. They 
woro o'i once permitted to 3 top working end to lie 
down. Thoir horlthy comrades cored for thou excel¬ 
lently. According to tho statements of the prisoners 
tho euro wo8 continued in oump IV. *ftor thoir 
recovery oil prisoners returned to tho vrcrk dotoil. 

Ono prisoner ftcr ho fell soriously ill oven returned 
efter throe months.

On i» i.pril 1921 I entered the Bedische j.r.ilin-und Sodo- 
fobrik Ludwigshnfon/Rhine i.s o fitter and in tho summer 
of 19U2 wu8 transferred from this I.G. Fcrben plant to 
tho I.G. Fnrbonindustrie «.G. Auschwitz os o techniool 
employee. During the first half o year I organized tho 
plont supervisory system. At that tlao only foreigners 
woro eaployod thoro. Lttor whon the plont wus onlurgod 
scvortl othor mastor cruftsnon Joinod tho plont super¬ 
visory boord ct ..uschwitz end I took chcrgo of tho 
receipt end dolivory of goods. Not always tho samo num¬ 
ber of prisoners was assigned to mo during tho expansion 
of the plont, I lvreya hud to requisition tho necessary 
number of prisoners. «n costly transportation end un¬ 
loading work 'vos concerned, 6 to 8 non gonorclly woro 
sufficient. I-'itor clouring up end plant work woro oddod 
to my fioid of duties, wnoroby prisoners .woro omployed 
as ossistont flttor. Two to threo prisonors woro also 
umployod in th- nt--roora of my offico where they did 
cloricel werk for tho construction q nagoment, otc. 

Evory week the m.stur craftsman who wos responsible 
for tho prisonors of the plant h d to fill out u slip 
of p<per *nd_note tho work done by tho difforont 
work dott Os - v/ho by tho wuy nover h d to do heavy or 
unloading work on tho double. On tho evorego, tho 
amount of work done by ny prisoners ycs 70 td 80# 
of tho nora.1 amount of work done. If o jrisonor did 
less work he n s never roported or barton. 
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We only verbally sot up the work dono by his comrades to 
him us on oxcmplo ond then it would bo clright for somo 
tine. Those who worked wo 11 or up to our stor.durds 
received certificates worth K-! 0.50 to Rli 1.— which I 
distributed eqully. In the coop they wero cblo to ex¬ 
change these certificetes for chocso, pot .'to-solo d end 
other things. The ego of the prisoners varied fron 19 
to 55 yours. 

In sumner tho prisonors rrived ot tho construction site 
at 7.30 u.c. - nd stcyod until L,U 5 P.a. with » puuso of 
on hour ';t nocn. During tho winter thoy arrived ot dny- 
broak end worked only long enough so that thoy could bo 
beck in coup cigein beforo dusk. On foggy doys thoy did 
not urrivo until tho wouthor hud cloorod up, which wes 
ofton us It to cs 10 or 11 o'dock.

If o plant roquirud prlsonor3 it gonorolly hod to re¬ 
quisition thorn in writing applying to tho lobor assign¬ 
ment office sot up by tho plant monegomont; tho comp 
commandants offico than lopointod o Copo for. u certain 
number of prison-rs. Furthermore it hed to bo noted in 
the ropart whefciior locksmiths, neohrnics, other crofte- 
aen or n> v^ios end cr unskillod laborers woro roquirod. 
Tho Capon h:.d tho following tosres: clvvys ct tho begin¬ 
ning cf work thoy h..d to report tho numbor of prisonors 
to thoir superior n str.r cruftsnon and boforo looving 
the construction sito they hod to roport on the work 
done during tho d y. lurthermore, they h i to gu-rd the 
prisoners during werk so that they could not cHoupe. 

Only the Ccpo wore authorized to approach tho prisoners 
personally end to give them direct ordors; ho wr.e tho 
intcrmodl ry botwoon the Germ- n master craftsmen ond tho 
prisoners. Ithoug he received orders with respoct to 
the distribution of work from the master cr ft-suun, ho 
independently assigned the prisoners-to tho different 
deportments. Mcny iiister craftsmen of I.G. Forben did 
not always comply with this regulation and approached 
the prisoners directly; 
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however, this could only happen if the copo die not 
fulfil his duty towards the 31 very erectly in this re¬ 
spect. hare - aust mention tiu.t I Iso know of tho fol¬ 
lowing regal tion: in Irrce plants wiioro n-*ny prisoners 
wore employed, besides ouster croftscou, the plant elso 
hud essist no a. rtcr cr; ft.soon rd foroaon, in such coses 
it wi s inpossible for one Copo to sorve then ull. Thoro- 
fore, the work detoil hid to he split up end those units 
were put under the coanund of jr isoners who hud been 
uppointed by tho C^po. Noturolly his work detail con- 
prisod fell kinds of nationalities cad those ware elso 
distributed to tho units without separation in order to 
huve ut le.' st sono who spoko Gerncn in ovory unit. But 
often not ov©n tho Cr.pos or unit loedors wore oblo to 
spook Geraon so thc.t In such ocscs aisundcrstundlngs 
oesily occurred, for there wurc prisoners who in ull tho 
life hod never done or seen cort. in kinds of work. If 
tho unit loador h. p onod to bo quick-tonporod it did 
happen th-*t ho lost control of hinsolf ond slcppod u 
prisoner who did cot understood hin.

Of ccir-so at no tine woro thoro-eny 
f,-tol bootings. However, ono exception is known to no, 
whoro o prisoner was suffccctod by his comradus in tho 
oonp. ' o hod r no. chnios work shop where lo to 12 Jows 

of difforont notionolitv woro onployod ns watohnokors. 

Ono Dutdhncn rr ?•». gior. who vs c very officiont crafts- 
non in our work shop and who w s o decont non, ono doy 
did not coao to work. None of his conrodos enworod ny 
various questions. Aftv.r throo days ny uanagor phoned 
tho o: up but without getting ony infornotion thoro. 

An investigation in writing was likowlso unsuooessful. 
Indiroctly wo hoard frou tho Cnpo thi t during tho night 
tho prisoner had boon suffocatct with two blonkcts by his 
oonredos und killed - only because they did not like hin. 

It vjos inpo8i»iblo to intervono in this oase os tho dood 
was dono in the oanp 
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i.o. within thu 3phoro of responsibility of tho SS. 
another fccidont eh rocteristic of the So .-nd not con¬ 
nected with the ono related obovu wes tho following:

The prisoners were guerdod at their work by a lino of 
SS sentries along the plant fonce, pcstod ot intervals 
of 200 to 300 cotors. But within the plant tho prisoners

It wos strictly prohibited for no to treat tho prisenors 
bcdly or to noltroot then. Only cn one ooocsion did I ^b- 
3crvo th t e Capo boxod tho en. s cf o prisonor when tho 
latter had relieved hinsolf in a switch boerd rocn.Thut 

pri conors wore nrltro tod by porscnnol cf tho I.G.FOrbon 
or of othor fims I novor witnossod, ncr did I hoar 
nythlng tc this offoct during tho ontiro poried in 
i.uschwitz. I doflnitoly ondorse the viow that prisonors 
woro cnly beaten - and only by C r pc8 cr SS non - if thoy 
had ccnnitted seno effonso or had diseboyod orders.

sene tine, I orn undorstend that the prisenors, in parti¬ 
cular in winter, proforred wooden shoos booause they 
woro worner, but I consider it inpcssiblo thet anybody 
can have fallen ill booouse of the wooden shoos. General¬ 
ly the prisenors woro foot rugs or socks. 

The prisoners' feed consisted of doily rations cf broad, 
sausage, butter, end jee, and at noon of a soup, cf which 
thoy reoeivod an oxtro ration for good work perfcrnanco. 

I would estinrto that their food rations anounted to 
opprexinotely 85 * cf the Goman feed rations ot that 
tine. 

Fcrolgn workors worked under the sane conditions as the 
Gortvns. Tho "nstorn.workers, who often rrrivod in a 
vory d- stituto stoto, were ouppliod with clcthos by tho 
I.G. Forben, so th t very scon they lookod nuch bottor. 
/.ftor n cortain poriod of tino the British prisoners 
were given ono dry off.

Thcro, I hod to toke core cf sene 
cutsido fires, whose ferouon worked occcrding tc ay 
instructions. Tho forouen hid st their disposal 8-10 
concontrcticn conp prisoners os auxiliary workers 
for tho carrying out cf tho insulation work. This 
wrs netnl shoot insulcticn with rock wool. Tho 
unfinished notrl sheets woro delivered to tho workshop 

and procossod thoro, i.o. bont in the propor way, 
etc. by sono prisoners under tho supervision cf s 
skillod werkor. Thon tho notal shoot plates and tho 
reck wool woro token to the piece of fitting - evor 
short distances on a handcart, over groa.ter distances 
by neons cf o herso-drawn currioge - rcccnpcniod by 
tho prisoners nnd unloaded thore. it third group of 
prisoners, two cr throo rt o ti/ao, thon hoistod tho 
notnl shoots end tho reck wool one aotcl shoot plot© 
woighed roughly botweon 5 end 10 kilogrons by noons 
cf trcklos cn tc tho evorhotd pipo lino, whoro ether 
prisoners trek it eff rnd fitted it under tho super¬ 
vision of n specialist worker and peckod in tho rook 
wocl.

Vihenevor wo Gomans vwntod to cross 
such n border, wo had either to show our identification 
or to take off our oap. During this period I novor wlt- 
nosaod any caso cf prisonors crossing tho bordors of 
tholr squorce end then being shot. Concurrently with tho 
onlargcnont cf tho plant erci wo suococdod - thenks to 
tho constant insisting by tho building at nogonont - in 
gutting tho SS gu rds out cf tho footcry, so that thoy 
ronoinod only os sontrios pcstod along tho plant funoo. 
From th»t day on tho prisoners could uevo frooly within 
tho building area. They wore still under tho diroot 
supervision cf thoir Ccpo. Ho «bs rosponsiblo for his 
pooplo to tho SS cdninistr ticn. Hew nnd thon I sow work 
loadors coning through tho workshops rnd across tho 
bonding sitos, who on cno hand nny h'vo ccno to chock 
ono thing or cncthor, but cn tho cthor Irnd efton oano 
to nsk sono personal favers.

I, Wonzel J o n a a c h, of the adress of Merseburg, Oberburg- 
atrasae 1 , c/o butcher Wiehe, having b-cn duly warned that I take 
myself liable to punlshcrnt if I sake a fdae affidavit herewith 
dcclaro under oath that ray statooent ia true and was cade in order 
to bo submitted as evidence before the Military IVibunal No. IV in 
the Palace of Justice, Nurnfcorg, Germany. 

1) From 18 January 1944 to 18 August 19U I was the foreman 

of a party of fitters in the ovorhirod pipe-lino installation of 
tho I.G. Farben plant Auschwitz. 

2) At that tico tho meaning of tho torn selection was unknown to no. 

But I also never observed a scleotion being .-.ado between prisonora 
fit for work and those unfit for rork. Ifer did I over 000 or hoar 
from anybody of transports of such orisoners unfit for rork going 
off to Auachrltz or Birkcnau to bo gassed thero. I vould havo had 

to hoar about it os I verted with prisoners, but nono of thon said 
anything about it.

3) It wss unknown to me as wo 11 as to ay follow workers that 
•selection* rod 'Birkcnau* meant nothing aoro or loss *han 
annihilation. I novor heard nor was I ovor told by any of thq 
prisoners who worked with mo that prisonora in tho Concentration 
Camp Auschwitz wero systcsstlcolly liquidated. 

4) I novor saw prisonora in tbo building yard dying fran ovorstroin 
nor havo I ever hoard of such cssos. 

5) I do not know anything about prisonora having boon threatonod with 
/ gassing in caso thoy did not work hard onough or did not do onough 

work. I, and tho Capos loading ny detail. Dr. Hollor, Vienna and Julo 
Kuhlnann, Berlin , (former * Land tagsobgcordno tor* (taobor of tho Gorman 
Parliaraont) always troated too prisonors fairly. Pnoro woro novor any 
incidonts,, 
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nor was any prisoner over asked to mko a superhuman effort. 

Dr. Heller oa well as Kuhlrean always told no that Dr. Duorrfeld 
always treated the prisoners humanely. I told Dr. Heller about en 
interview I had with Dr. Duerrfold in which he seriously requested me 
always to treat the prisoners well. He also confirmed in my proscnco 
that the prisoners had much to be grateful for to Dr. Duorrfeld. 

Dr. Heller presented me with a pair of suspozldors which I still 
praise highly in recognition of my fair treatment of him. Nothing 
is known to me about prisoners having had to carry sacks of cements 
on the double and breaking down frea exhaustion doing so, or of 
prisoners being kicked and beaten up by t.ve Capos and t£e feronon 
of the I.G. Farben.

I, rieinrich Lindonana, bora cn 31 January 1894, residing at 
Ludwigshnfen on the Rhein, Erankenthalcrstraase 126, hiving boon duly 
warned that I cake myself liable to punishment if I cake a falao 
affidvit, declaro under cath that ray statement ia true a:d waa nado 
in order to be introduced as evidence before t.10 Wlitary Tribunal at the 
Plalace of Justice, Nuenrb*.rg, Germany. 

Bofore I start my statement I would like to mention that I 
novor was a comber of the ISSDAP or ouy party affiliations. 

I make this statement to supplement my affidavit of 11 October 
1947. On 20 December 1923 I obtained a Job ns a fittor at the 
Badischo Aailin- and Scdafabrik and I stayod there until April 
1943* That month, I was transferred as a castor fitter to the 
Auschwitz plant of the I.G. farben, and during cy stay thoro, 

I was alaaya enplpycd in the Buna production. 

Prisoners who in tho beginning did only transportation ,’ork, v.ero 
at onco assigned to co. Later or. tho prisonors vroro organized into 
details of 20 to JO oach v.-ith a Capo at thoir head, lljoy woro 
separated into flttors, assistant fitters, and transportation 
workers. Every week I had to onter tho output of tho prisonors, 
which acountod to 60 X to 80 % on a sorkshoot tho original 
of which was turnod ovor to tho Capo ,-ho surrondorod it to 
tho SS. Ono copy ---eat to tho labor allocation offico and ono 
copy raaainod with me. It is natural that mong tho prisonors 
thoro wero also soco who did not want to work, but uhce. I noithor 
roportod for punishment nor beat up. I triod again and again 
by moans of friendly admonitions to got thorn to work and if tho30 
woro of no avail also by harsh rord. bith tho oxccption of tho 
prisoners working as fitters, to whoa I issued work diroctly, I g.avo 
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lnstructions for work either to the Capo or to the foreman of the 
prisoners who then carried ttec out with Ills son. She fitters, as 
a rulo, worked together with a Gcrran or a feroign worker. 

Prisoners who performed en acceptable output received from no, 
os I nentioned In ny affidavit of 11 Octobor 1947, proniun 
certificates the amount of which was graduntod in acccrdanco with 
the output of the prisoner. The cortifiotes woro issued in 
denominations froc R.: O.5O to FV. 3.--. In ny plant tho prisoners 
during summertime reported for work in tho rooming a quarter hour 
later than we, worked their 8 hours and then returned to tholr 
ennp whllo wo worked 9 hours. During wintertiao and in foggy 
weather tho prisoners cam only thon the vision was unimpaired snd 
in fulldaylight, in other words in winter tinj tbeyl left their 
cacp only during daylight and had to he back boforo nightfall. 

If occasionally on Sundays railroad cars had to be unloaded, this 
work I would like to mention was never doco on tho doublo and novor 
over a distance of core tuan 100 motors, tho prisoners gladly cam 
to do this work since thoy thus could bo with us and woro away fresn 
undor tho eyes of tho S3. It also happenod that during tho wcok tho 
willingness to work of tho transportation dot'.il slockoned toward noon. 
Thon I would toll tho prisoners that thoy would bo poredttod to 
return to camp as soon as tho Job uas completedj thio raoont a 
rollef for thor. sinoo tho SS hardly bothered thon end ainco thoy 
had nothing to do uhon only a fow of the.; woro in tho camp. As 
soon as I cade the prcclso thoy apoodod up tho unloading; whon thoy 
hid finished I called for an SS-can uho took thoc back to carsp. ;ho 
nnin task of tho Capo on the Job was to uatch out that nono of tho 
prisoncro oscapod, but I troatod ny prisonoro so poll that thoy 
novor oado an attempt. Tho Capo had to roport to cc in the morning 
tho atrongth of his dotoil and in tho ovoning ho had to count it 
again. 

During eyentiro stay it Auschwitz, I novor saw that any 
prisonoro woro boa tor. by civilians, suoh as porsonnol tC tho 
I.G, Farbor, or of the other fires, or that thoy sore non treated in 
any othor way. 
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Ig the beginning, however I did see that prisoners wcro beaten 
by Capos ; • to ay knovlodgo the plant aanagcuxnt intervened, 
apparently with auccoss, since subsequently I no longer 3ar any mis¬ 
treatments. if a fren the I.G. Farben had actually been prohibited 
during the meetings of the masters by tfco Chief engineer to nal- 
troat prisoners. In cy plant, oven in tho beginning no prisoner was 
beaten by Capos; I claic that all me treatments wore always arbitrary 
acts on the part of the individuals concerned and vcroiin no way 
toloratod by tho plant management. I novor saw any prisoners who had 
collspsod due to exhaustion. If a prisonor got hurt ho ws givon 
first aid in tho plant; if it was a raoro serious case or oven an 
accidont ho was taken to tho first aid station which had been 
established for tho prisoners in tho pirnt. Sick prisoners wore 
admitted to the dispensary within tho coop and the Capo reported thorn 
as sick. After thoy had rccororod thoy rcturnod to their jobs. Onco 
a prisonor in my section foil down two flights, vo at onco took him by 
car to the disponsary and a half a year lator he roturnod fully 
recovered. In summer tine tho prisoners woro their striped suits,' 
undorwoar, socks or rags around th.ir foot, clogs ond in my section 
usually leather shoes. For dirty Jobs wo always gave thco ologs so 
that they could savo thoir loathor shoos. In »intor tlmo and nhon 
it rained the prisoners also had their coots. In l%h serse winter 
coats, which wore recognizable as prisoncrjcoats by a broed rod 
strip*on tho bock, wore issued from civilian stocks, o from tho 
I.G. Farbon in ndditior. gave thon glovos and thickly paddod 
•Auschwitz' Jackots which looked like these of tho Russian 
kopt thorn nicely warm. Special aprons oni protectivo gnrr»nts woro 
issued for welding or dirty Jobs. 

Iho coals coro supposed to be providod by tho camp, tho soup 
for lunch also was brought over by tho SS; it wns good soup. 

»hon in tho middlo of 1 %6 the air raids began the prisoners woro 
also pomittod 
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to take refuge in the shelters and bunkers. During this critical perial 
*o then also gave up several bucketsful of our lunch soup. In the camp 
the prisoners received bread, butter, aausase or choose. Iheir 
appearance reflected of course their food ani since it too not 
better than ours of today the prisoners at any rate looked no 
worse than no do today. 

In cur plant ue also had a prisoner oho in civilian lifo was 
a watchmaker, another one who was a tailor and a third ono i:ho was 
a lyric tenor from Paris. The watchmaker and tho tailor each had thoir 
corner whero they carried on their trade. Ihe tenor soaotiraos sang 
for us wonderfully and since ho was not very strong physically, wo 
took care of him and assigned him inly light work. 

In ny opinion, the prisoners f rco konowi lx farod substantially 
better than those from the StfVMlager Birkonau sinco tho plant 
ranngfiajnsttook caro of them ani triod to fix then up in evory 
respect in order to place them on the saro standard of living, or 
at loaat approximately with their follow workers.

U,) I did net soe cny prisoners curing ay visits. ..t 
this opportunity I a* y aenticn that eccording 
to ay experiences, ecplcyers do not like to engage 
prisoners, bo or use they oro proctionlly loft, with¬ 
out ony uthority concerning their supervision. 

The SS did not 'How ray lnterforonco of the 
enplcyers, end the individual onplcyer w s far too 
weak with rogerd to this institution to unke his 
views prevail. Mcroover, the oaorltnont of pri¬ 
soners for work w-s fl»r too expensive rnd wos 
therefore, oconocio lly speaking, unprefitublo. 

If however cn onployor refuso to accept prisoners 
oocu-ited for work then ether workors woro tssignod 
to hin by the eaploynont officos.

The work detail Nc.ll6 wos porr.ancntly ccnuittod at 
the Linde installation fron the niddlo cf Sopteubor 
1943. i.t first it w's ccmcndod by o Gornrn C„pc. 

Even at that tino, Korl SLLIG1..JIN (r Jew fren Bas¬ 
ic nd) wrs foreunn. *.t tho beginning cf 19V*# tho 
Copo had in opportunity to tx-ccuc a blcck-clork. 

Ho csked for ny pornissicn tc be, written cn slip 
without o letterhoed, end I ngro-d to it. Instood

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tc the general satisfaction cf all. ’.'o assigned tc the 
work detail a stack cn the oeet side cf building iio. 

712 for use os o dayrccu, which they equipped with u 
steve end cthor furnishings. In ay opinion, none of the 
prisoners cf work detoil No.116 hed over been over¬ 
worked. according tc aptitude, the prisenors wore as¬ 
signed tc assist the fitters with instcll'ticn work 
or they worked independently (weldors) or worked in 
closed units on transportation jobs. In 1944, we in¬ 
troduced e bonus sy3ten for those prisoners who workod 
in clcsod units. For the calculation of tl?e standard 
production the porfcraonce cf u prisenor was fixed 
ot 70?. of th t of c nornul wcr»cor. The whole procedure 
was based cn cn ostiarte cf working hours and wts hand¬ 
led in such r oenner that the st. ndord production could 
be rchioved by tho prisoners without my special exor- 

tion. Of tho throe w-rk details ossigpod tc group "low 
prossuro" cno work dotf il nltornctely wrs ontitled every 
doy tc uso up tho soup which hid not been distributed 
to the cthor werkors. I was /.wire of tho fact that 
oerporool punishnent w. s "ppliod rs o pcnclty for 
disciplinery offonsos in the oicp. I novor hoard any¬ 
thing cf suicidos by running into tho wiro foncos 
of the coop or cf nass deaths in c^np IV. According 
tc ny knewlodgo, tho SS wrs tho highest rospcnsiblo 
ccnp authority. Howover, there oxistod also a rathor 
extonsivo solf-gcvorning of tho prisoners. Tho senior 
cenp innate (prisoner) oooo often tc tho pi. nt. no v*is 
distinguished by c special kind of unifera. I heard 
tho first tiao of ocs9 killings through the publications 
after the end cf tho wrr in 1945. I know th* t o 
creaotory exlstod in .uschwitz, but this seened to no 
nothing extraordinary, in view of tho largo size cf tho 

ooap. 

c) British personnel. 

The British prisoners cf wor worked in tho Linde in¬ 
stallation uncior the saao conditions cs c 11 other 
workers. For the nest port they were ossified to the 
Linde-fitters, under Master crnftsn n Fritz 0EF3HER, 
for the installation 
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of the first end second Linda apparatus. They were 
escorted free the crap to the shop by uniformed 
soldiers cf the army. ^’he march from the shop to the 
Linde instellction res supervised by one of cur fit¬ 
ters e foimer soldier, who wore es a distinguishing 
mark u yellow crnbnnd with the inscription ''Gernun 
v ehraacht". For the British, only tho •7ohrnroht was 
competent end ct no tine the Si:. Tno prisoners of war 
ma.de by for tho best oppe rcnce cf oil workers, in¬ 
cluding the Gernrns, concerning both dress cs well 
os stnto of heclth. Their • ssigneont cs unskilled 
workers cn instellction jobs undo then ineligible for 
ovortino pieco verk, I net i.woro th't tho number 
of sick prisenors of wor was over limited tc 3£» 

During 1944 tho British wore gr dunlly removed from the 
plant. 

d) Genorel Vv.ifero. 

In order to provont Occidents tho I.G. introducod 
nousuros tc c larger extant thon is possible today, 

Tho nature of 11 occidont provonticn moosuros io- 
plies that thoy cro applicable to oil workors ollko, 
i.ocording tc ny knowledge also the differentiation 
in the food rations fer hoevy end very ho vy workers 
wore applied to ell werkors. Beocuso cf tho fact that 
tho uinde installation belonged to group "lew pres¬ 
sure'' end thorowith to tho gas-installations, tho 
wholo st ff (exclusive of the fitter's 3hcp) con¬ 
sisting cf approximately 40 Polos end 6 Gorin ns, ro- 
coived a drily r ticn cf milk. In y 1944, oil con¬ 
struction Jobs wore stepped in f ver of cir raid 
protection ocnstructicn. <.t tho tine of tho first 
benbing attack on 20/21 . ugust 1944, tho first bunker 
in the Lep.rtncnt Synthetics cn stroot 4/5, was oca* 
ploted end iscl'tod. T..c bunker had rc;n for ell Ger¬ 
mans end rise for tho foreign skilled leberers. The 

unskilled werkers woro acccncduted under tho washers 
of the gas f-ctory nd under the r; chino foundations 
cf building z 712, tho prisoners were placed in 
buildings 730 and 760. In order tc secure an orderly 
utilization cf tho airraid preteotien shelters, so 
called bunker tickets wore is ued for 11 ...embers of 
tho plent staff (Gornons end Foreigners) 
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The regulation issued by the plant uen>:genont, 
prohibiting nny rets cf viclmoo ogoinst onyonc wns 
known to rll supervisors ,'S well os to oil subordinotos 
and wrs observed. 

Dr. DUERRFELD -lwys rated the responsibility for the 
non undor his supervision higher than tho pl-nt it- 
solf. This attitude cm be proved by the following cx- 
porionce which I witnessed cysclf. 
v;hon -<fter tho second bonbing ittock on 13 Soptc.-bor 
1944 the department chiofs end ongine rs net at 1300 
hours ct the airraid protection connnnd post in the 
power plant, in order to report the doaego inflicted, 

Dr. DUERFFEU/ uoclinod to enter into any disoussions of 
artoricl dunngc-3, os long ns not oil neosuros concerning 
tho ricdici l c; re of tho injured, tho rcnccoacd"tion cf 
bonbod out persons, tho provisioning of the oonp with 
food.end wjtor and tho finding out nd isolation of 
duds, woro corriod out. Not until afterwords, roworts 
concerning the dr.acgcs inflicted on the production 
facilities could bo reported to hin, and thon ho 
docidod upon tho priority of tho repair noosuros.

1 ) From 1 Fobruary 1942 to 21 January 1945 1 «3 employed in the 
I.C. Farbenindustrie plant Auschwitz as chief of the Auditing 
Department in the commercial division. In this position I 
worked together with foreigners to a great extent, part of 
whco aero my colleagues, others my subordinates, who as 
foreigners enjoyed the same employee relationship wlth 

the 1.8. Farbenindustrie as £ mysolf. 

2 ) Ky observations did not disclose any differentiation in tho 
treatment of the foreigners. It was always ay exporionce that 

I — in all evonts on employee in a high position - was 

placod in a position of oquslity with those foreign workors 
and employees, with no preferential rights which everyone took 
for granted, in casoa of nodical cere, dental work, in tho 
barben shop, in tho airraid shelter, plant transportation 
facilities, sport and 'Strength through Joy’ ovents. As n 
cotter of fact foreigners ofton recoivod proferonco, partly 
through personal initiative, partly through tho aid of other 
foreignora who wero employed in all factory departments. In 
any eTont the plant management never undertosk any action 
likely to result in discriminatory treatment against 
foreigners in proforence to Roich or ethnic Germans. Never 
wero coses reportod to mo whero foreigners wero deprivod of 
something or that thoy were refused admittance to things that 
wero open to tho Germans. 

Foreign workoro and employees participated in tho social 
facilities Just as did the Germn3. 
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3) I sever »de any distinction in the work of the foreigners, nor 
sere any such cases known to oe. This feet is proved by the 
lot ter 3 which I received free former foreign colleagues of the 
plant. Since these foreigners were at liberty to and did main¬ 
tain contact with the foreign -orkers, either during business 
hours or socially, their judgment of the treatment of tho 
foreign workers is therein inoluded. The camps where the 
foreign workers were accomodated and which I saw on the 
occasion of official visits and conferences wero absolutely 
identical to these of the Germans. Ihe production quota demanded 
of the foreign workers in no way exceeded thet demanded of the 
Gerrans. The checking of the payrolls, which I performed in tho 
Auditing Department, of tho foreign Italian, French and Belgian 
workers of about eight different foreign firms rather loft me 
with the impression that the output of the foreign orkers 
during the workir* day as well as tho relative output on tho 
average lagged behind that of the Gormans. No one'sooned 
to worry about thie foot, nor was I ever asked to aubnit a 
report of aurvoy of this condition. A a a a.atter of fact a certain 
feeling erf discontentment prevailed among the Goman workors 
and employees because tho foreigners, who did less work, wore 
not ns often called up for oir raid protection duties, ifi other 
words for unpaid work which after all was also to thoir intorosts. 
Voreover, the payrolls showod that tho foreign workers, nho for 
the most part sere assigned together with German workors, 
participated fully and oquitably in the bonusos. 

4) Forolgn employees workod unter the same conditions ns tho 
German onploycos and lived with thorn together in the sane 
camp and ate the same meals. In thoso cases of workers who 
wero linguistically inclinod it was ofton difficult to ascertain 
in tho business routine or In tho cesshall rhothcr tho person 
concerned was a foreigner or not. 
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As chief of the Auditing Da par treat I got around quite a bit in 
the plant, and not only cade these observations in individual 
eases but in general as sell. As a nattor of fact it often 
occurred that the foreigners were better treated by their superiors, 
following the principle of treatment with kid-gloves. In other 
words he did not want to needle the nan rho was doing his work 
because it was quite easy for tfto-foreigners, and usually with 
success, to apply for some other type of work. Even if their 
production — if only for the reason of language difficuly —- 
• vos not up to that of the D e rr*»n workers, the foreign aorkors 
wore vory well liked since they were not exposed to the danger of 
being draftod into the ><abnncbt, in other rords a workers who was 
broken in could be retained. 

5) To my recollection and according to the work contracts, the 
foreign workers with aheo I had to deal, that ia the Eronch, 

Belgian, and Italian workers, aoro recruited on a voluntary 
basis fer work in Auschwitz by fimo in thoir homelands, in 
otucr words non-Oorrnn firms. Besides they wore subordinate there 
to foroign firms ahether those had a cost-plus construction 
comission or lont out thoir workers to and/ or through tlio 
I.O. Farben to the construction and installation firns against 
a specific additional p)?n>ont to tho regular wages, t novor had 
the ieprossion that the foroign rorkero folt themolvos to bo 
slnvos, quito to the contrary. t*oroovor, if they did not fool 
satisfied, thoy simply took off, *bicuod around*, without 
gonornlly boing approhor.dod for this, or olao thoy wont A.W.O.L. 

Cn tho othor hand, there uoro soao oxcollcnt people, who whon 
thoy viont on their vacations, brought back still othor workers 
to Auschwitz. »he camps whore tho foroign workers lived wore in no 
nay different fra-, taoso of tho Gorman workers. *hoy could ontor and 
leavo tho cor$s as they ploasod. *he plant guars, who simply 
had to do nith tho plant supervision, roro os little concornod 
about these camps 
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as they were about those of the Germans. As for es punishment is 
concerned, I know only tiat which aas contained in the plant 
regulations. ■ Inhumane punishment* could not have existed simply 
for the reason that I would have heard about it. 

I never had anything to do officially with prisoners, but as far as 
their working efforts were concerned, I had the Impression that they 
were not'knocking themselves out.* Frco all appearances the tempo 
of work was slow, very slow, and one often asked himself the question, 
how is anything accomplished at this rate of speed. I know that 
prisoners who were caployod in the office - in the salary depart¬ 
ment and auditing section - froely received rstions, in addition 

to their normal prisoner food ration, which were left ovor in tho 
employees kitchen with the result that this additional ration was 
of ton higher than that given to the Genaan and foreign employees. 

For this very roason and in order to enjoy the pleasure of sharing 
in tho evening moal, the prisoners asked to do overtime at night as 
voll as on Sunday. During ny trips to the plant I nevor noticed that 
prisoners were miatroatod or that they collapsed at their work. 


Notwithstanding my throe years' presence in the I.G.plant 
Auschwitz and ny collaboration with many offices in tho plant 

and with many foreigners- owners of firms and omployoos 

thoaaolvcs — I novor learned an/thing of cruel treatment 
and moss killings or killings of any kind In the Concentration Camp 
at Auschwitz until after tho occupation of Oborstaufon, whon I 
lournod or theso facts through tho redid. In ny opinion tho 
I.G. plant management had no influonco of any kind on tho 
concentration comp. 


Tho English prisoners-of-war were accosodatod in tho saoo prisoner- 
of-war camp and wore guardod by tho rfohrmacht. Ihoy gavo tho 
impression of being sell-fod and, accord!^ to my observations, 
novor overexerted themselves eithor at their work. 
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9) Accident prevention end air raid protection »ero the same for 
everyone, and in cy opinion were exemplary li 

10) I did hear of the regulation forbidding corporeal punishment 
against subordinate workers regardless of their nationality. 
Since I hud nothing to do with the workers directly, this 
regulation itself did not become known to me through official 
channels. 


11) It is difficult for me to attest to tho fact that as decent a 

can as Dr. Duerrfeld is 0 decent nan since that is considered by 
everyone in goneral os self-evident. I never heard any words of 
disapproval about Dr. Duerrfeld, on the contrary ho was generally 
very roll liked. Ho was never considered responsible for tho 
unpopulsr measures (domar.d for highest fulfillnent of obligations 
and output, in particular dosnndod of us Germans) or for occasional 
injustices in provisioning, but always the prevailing conditions. 

I must truthfully soy I never considered hie to be a domir.ooriig 
can, noither on I aware that ho nss considered such by other 
quarters. I nover hoard statements that he was unjust.

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It has never become known to a- that I.G. Farben has 
employed any means ff coercion to wraac the pro¬ 
duction of the prisoners.

I never w.aa a number #f tho KSDAh, and * think that ay tr an a for was a 
oor.aoquonoo of ay anti-national eooialist attltud-. 

*hon • cone to •‘uachultt, I foind i-vudiately that tho organis .tion of 
the whole building site was irrcprcaohablo. I was employed with the 
olootric plant of tho duna processing br .noh (polymerisation) ;nd right 
froo tho first day I had to supervise tho work of .about 30-40 
prisoners, 16 -English prisoners of war and 3 ali»o fires. * part of 
tho avail-.bio prisoners had boon assigned directly tp the alien firirji. 
Frequently tho prisoners asserted to bo train-d eleotrioian* in ord-r to 
bo allcMed to perform easy -srk within our workshop, protooted against 
wind and weather. Sinco, hooover, in nary oas.s this did not oorrespond 
to tho truth, the prisoners aohiev-d in our pi .nt only a small perosnt- 
ago cf the work of a regular worker. I n-v-r reported prisoners ehote 
output was inferior to the av-rago output of prisoners, nor have 1 ever 
received on order to do so. I did not beat then oithor, which besides 
was prohibited, I could only admonish th-m. In th- worst case they wore 
transferred within the detacinent for soae other work which was more, 
in lo-opinr, with their ability. 
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A bonus system had been introduced by -ho I ? j n ordor to »t in some 
dogr-o as ai incentive for tho prisoners and tp hplp them at tho same 
tlnw. At tf\o h'JSinr^ng 1 distributed thy bonus slips in such a way that 
ov-ryono received 1-3 slips, according to his output, later sn I dis¬ 
tributed thon in a im if era way to all prisoners. a s 1 was told by tho 
prisoners, tho slips could bo rodo,n.d against additional! food and 
tobacos. 

In ganoral I did not onploy prisoners above 55 sr under 16 years. Onoe 
I had a lad of about 14 or 15 years among ny prisoners, Upon request of 
his father 1 kept hie in tho dotaohaont and I was allowed to do so, Tho 

boy holpod his father in tho work. - _ 

At tho building site tho prisoners could novo freely. Th- guard duty was 
exclusively done by the S6 aj n „ho were posted along tho fence of tho 
plant at a distanoo of about 300 a. ?roa tits to tiap SS patrols also 
wont through the plant area in order to look after the prisoners. At the 
working place t»w prisoners woro und-r the disciplinary supervision of 
the K apos "ho also supervised the work. My jrlsoners worked in suawr, 
is 40 Germans did, from 6 hours in the aorning until 18 hours in the 
evening and they had one hour lunoh time and an afternoon break. In 
winter tho working tine of the prisoners was considerably stertjr duo to 
the faot that they did not leave the o.uap before daylight and had already 
to be baok there it nightfall, Ir. oasu of foggy woathor they only oome 
to work wbon it had olear-d up. -.v-ry fortnight thoy had thuir Sunday 
o!*» ar.d only if on thit day the £jrnan workers wore in because of urgent 
work, a small group or prisoners had to appear for werk. However, this 
did not happen very frequontly. The prisoners frequently used tho 
Sunday working hours to work for themselves and thus to have barter 
objects. The w*rk instructions 
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wore given to thg prisoner* directly by me as well as by tfco ferooon 
of the alien ftpms whp wgro aijbordiqato to a-i, i.o, without inturferenco 
of a Kapo, 

Fort«wn of tha 1 . 6 , and those of tha alion firms wore prohibitod to 
ill-treat prisoners in any fora or ovQB'to accord thoa bad treatment, 
in this oonn-otion I can EPntion a case in which a German fallow worker 
who wont so f ar -s to boat a prisoner was strictly ropricaned and evon 
threatened to ho coreittod to the ocncantration camp in oaso af rupotition, 
Sinoo the iCapos also n»v.r ill-traatod tha prisoners in ay presoncv, I 
suppose that, if at all, thoy only did it when thoyworo alone, as they 
knew oxaotly, as wo did, that it was prohibited and that wo disapproved 
of it. At tho building sito l noYer saw prisoners who had oollapsed. 

I - f a prisoner net with an accident ho was brought to the infirmary of 
tho comp, is l am able to confirm free cun experience. Prisoners with 
injuries wore permitted to rest in ao=w roon and in the evening thoy 
were takon baok to tho oaap by their oemrades. 

In summjr the prisoners wore a linen- suit and in winter a suit with 
a long Jacket, similar to a ooat , of woolly oloth. In winter 1944 
tho prisoners woro moreover given marked oivilian Jnokots and winter 
ooats. I oould find out that the linen of thyfrriser.ora was washed 
ov^ry w,ok, Or. the whole, the olething was, in my opinion, sufftoior.t, 
Boaldeo a part who woro leather shoes, the greater nicker of prisoners 
had clogs of the same type as used still today in the ohenioal industry, 
and which are by no moans dvtrLootcl to health. 

At noon tho priaonors received a soup consisting of vegetables, 
potatoes and sometimes also of turnips. A prisoner told me that thoy woro 
giwn Ln the camp bread, snuwog-, bucv«- or I i* «C the opinion 

that the fouJ of tho prlcon<ira corresponded 
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in general to that cf the Germans, as was else confirmed t» =e by a 
Polish journalist who was also in jior.owitt a« a risocar. 

If a prisonJf Coll 1}1 he ^s'u}d »f course report to tho infirmary, and 
aftor hia recovery ho always returned to his former job or to a now one 
at tho building alto. 

During tho whole poriod I stayed ir. A. sehwita I never loaraed that 
prisoner* who woro no long.-r able to ds their job because of weakness 
woro aolootod and marched off, is has be.n alleged, 
rfhun tho air raids sn tho Auschwit t plant area b-gan, tho prisoners 
woro of oourso admitted to tho sholtors. 

Acoording to tho statements of tho prison.rs thoy livod in UnnAtiti 

in better conditions than in thv main oacp, and thoy s-enwd to fool 

happier thoro. Soon froa tho rsad, tho -ionivitt oaap made an excellent 

impression; it oould i-modlately bo aoon that order and clearness wore 

prevailing thoro. As a oivillas I was, cf oourso, not allowed to ontor, 

1 am of tho opinion that tho pi it management did everything in ord«.r 

to alleviate tho fata of tho prisoners. In this ocnr.ootien I should 

lilco te mention th .t Or. D\»rrfold always stressed in the factory mootings 

that every super Lor was obliged to sot an example to hia subordinates,

to treat them deoer.tly and to onaply with their wishes as far as possible,/ 
whothor they woro prisoners, foreign, rs or Germans.

In October 1943 i-recoived r detril of KZ-pri- 
soners under tho supervision of r Crpo. These people 
rearinod with mo until the ev-curtlor. of tho plrnt 
in Jmurry 1945 without rny one of them hrving dis-, 
rp-porred, They looked well rnd by no nerns underfed / 
rnd I -Iso know thrt these prisoners rte better 
thrn I cm do # to-dry. Once r week they reoeivod^ 
in r.ddition to the nomrj. rrtion of the c.Tnp rnd • 
their stew (§intopfgericht) on the job, double 
food-rrtion. 

I employed these prisoners for blrck-out jobs in 
the frctory-buildings, decor-tions rnd upholstery 
jobs.

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As frr rs I know no prisoner produced 100& In go- 
nerrl not too ouch work wra expected of prisoners; 
no nork wr8 expected of then which Gorarn workers 
or foreigners did not porforn do , rnd never were 
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given different, worse working conditions. Prrti- 
culrrly in my first yerr I got rround r groat fieri 
the construction job rnfi erw everywhere how pri¬ 
soners were lorfing. I never noticed tVt they 
were berten or otherwise punished for thrt. Rrther 
wrs it tolerrted trcitly until this lorfing exceed¬ 
ed the r.e-sure of tolerability; then of course the 
nupeiv-oor concerned "told the prisoner off", thr t 
is )y words (rnd nothing else) he wrs exhorted to 
go on working. If r prisoner rosted occrsionrlly 
rr.d this did not become r hrbit with him, then 
nobody arid rnything rgrinst it. Surely some SS- 
prtroling units were ~n cxoeption to this; so ono 
dry rn S3- rn ornc to me rnd told me th.'t one of 
ny men wrs lorfing. I thrt the nrn v;ro doing 

his duty towrrds ne / -nd /l wra srttfied. Thereupon 
the SS-tarn kept his mouth shut for tho future -nd 
I hrd been rblo to protect the nrn. It wrs often 
difficult for us I.G. people to stick up for tho 
prisoners rgrinst the S3-nen rnd Cpos,wh‘ being 
mostly former criminrl convicts were quito unpler- 
scr.t, but my ocllerguos rctefi just like 1 did rs 
often ra we could, since we knew thrt the workc- 
nr.nrgement rnd rlso -11 civilirns regrrfied the 
prisoner rs c hunr.n being rnd not ra r prisoner. 
Therefore it wrs not permitted to be indecent tn- 
wrrds prisoners or much less to nistrert then. I 
rlso never noticed rny such excesses rgrinst pri¬ 
soners or rny other wo rice* Also no coercion or 
thrects were used to increrse productivity of pri¬ 
soners. Consider.-tion to worker prisoners r.nd those 
th-t were unused to acnucl work wrs given inrsnuoh 
-s they were used in offices, foremen aheoka rnd 
wrrehouaes for oloricrl *ork -r the issurnce of tools. 
In order to describe sene of the work done by priso¬ 
ners , I strte the following observrtions truthfully: 
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1. ) Unlording work: Here it wrs costly r. mrtter of 
unlording of cement rnd stones. Alwrys enough pri¬ 
soners were assigned to these jobs. For the former, 

4-5 r.en went cn the truck rnd lorded the brgs- hund¬ 
redweight prper-brgs - on the shoulders of the others 
who crrried then for 30 - 40 mete® rt the most -

Then otoneo were 
to be unlorded the prisoners formed r dense row 
from the wrrehouse to the truck rnd p.-3oed the stones 
from h.-nd to hrndj rloo here working speed rnd 
resting periods were Just rs nornrl ro if rny other 
workers would hrvo done the Job. If the prisoners 
h-d finished before quitting time, then they could 
rest up until tho n-rching off, if they did not 
finish until then, tho civilians - in croe of stones 
rloo often "Schmoltpoler." ( polish Jews from tho 
Government Generrl) - finished the job. Tho priso¬ 
ner were neither reported nor be ten for th-t. A 
spocirl unlording Job w-s the unlo-din.;; of sower- 
pipes, for which r specirl prisoner dotril wru 
employed. Ifcree nen hmded the pipes down from the 
truck -nd the others rolled the.-, to the -.-rehouse. 

Three prisoners were resigned for rolling r pipe 
to the wrrehouse. If something broke during unlord¬ 
ing nobody wrs punished.

I liavo belonged nolthor to tho KSDAP nor to ono of ito 
nffiliatod organisations. 


Tho prisoners working in tho plant woro onployod uodor nonsal, lxunano 


conditions ns unskillod laborers. As far as I could Judge, thoir 
outjiUt conparod at tho host to about 30 to 4(# of that of a roller 
norkor, although thoir oxtornal nppoaraeco on tho uholo w.nc 
hardly norso than tha of the other workers. Only individual dotAils 
of skillod workors nchiorod an nccoptrblo outsat. For good worh 


bonuses woro paid, and Sn this nannor tho works nanago-jont nttonptod to 

croato a willingness to'work, which would also bonofit tlio >rlcolors. 
Sor "rUonoro woro enploycd for cleaning up in storehouses and 


work shops, 8 o that thoy could take it a littlo oasy. Tho 


prisoners wore supervised by thoir own Kapos, to whon tho nor!: was 
designated. I oow occasional-; nets of ’•iolonco comittod towards 
tho prisoners only by tho Eapos. Tho occurrences usually woro of a 

personal nature, with the work - not to nontion tho nlr.nt wuvfnont - the 

acts had nothing to do at all. Tho enploycos of tho i,Gj t.io

workers of foroign flras were infomod of reflations issued by tho 
plant nanagenont, according to which acts-of violence towards 


the prisoners and foreigners won- prohibited. 
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In our sector prisoners were Also enployod for unloading 
conent nnd stones Aid for the layin#, of CAblos. Inthis co'nnoction tho 
sacks of cenent core wheeled in n borrow fron the froi&nt cr.r to tho 
noorby warehouse at a nornal rato of speed, and tho sacks woro 
unloadod and stacked by two prisoners each. Bricks woro pasood 
olonc fron hand to hand. Ihilo laying cables the prisoners uoro 
onployed in close ranks, and tho cablo wno jwlled along ih jorks at tho

conaand of the lapos, I,G, personnol supervised only tho propor handling 
and placing of the cablo. In tho courso of these Jobs I novor noticod that 
prisoners collapsod, or that thoy woro worked to death. 

Ho sorloue accidont over occurrol in our soctor, Abrasions or slight 
injuries wore treated by the 1 , 0 , personnel without distinction. 

If a prlsonor was taken soriously ill ho remained In tho 

canp and frequently rotumod to work only nftor sir. or noro wooks. 

Kovor dHd I boo a prisonor nfco had bcon boaton to doath in tho plant, 
but I did soe dead enployooa and prisoners nftor tho air raids on tho 
plant during. August and Soptoabor 1944. Until tho ond of tho war I 
novor hoard anything about shijnent to Auschwitz in croos of long 
illaeso. about any kind of ■Soloctions" for tho uurposo of oatornination, 
about torturing at Wonowitz or at the I.G., or about nans 
executions at Auschwitz. 

Judgod by its snail tho food of the prisoners nns tasty, it mo 
vnrit»ted, and not cuch less than we received as far ns tho onployod 
prisoners woro concerned, for as far as I know thoy too rocoivod 
heavy workers rations. I an here reforring to tho food issued to tho 
prisoners on tho building site. Aside fcon this thoy also cocoivod 
rations froa tho SS. 
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I frequently had the opportunity to observo arriving and dojiarting work 
details, and on thoso occasions I did not sea a priaonor of loon than 
20 yoara. If thoro woro auch, they nnooared only to a Tory li iit..d 
oxtont and they did not distinguish thenBolvoa by 
performing heavy or oxcessive work. 

If during the wintor the prisoners did not work in onclonod 

spaces, they woro padded voata, as did the anployeea of tho plant, 

• 

and they woro able to wam t.ouselves at >wr>oroue wood at*, cokr 
fires. During ooa-wr tho working hours were the sane as thoao 
of the plant; during ninterttby w^hortonod for the prisoners bocnuao 
it bocane light lator and dark onrllor; they did not nork during a 
fog. Until 19-.3 tho prisonors nero suporvisod by SS guards nonignod 
to tho individual details; lator tho ontlro plant was surrounftod 
by a chain of SS guards and #inrd housoe, as is tho caso with a 
prison canp. This was pleasant for the prisonors, in as rsxch 
as this non solution gavo than liborty of novonont witl4n >ho 
aron of tho plant, and as thoy wore non only chocked by .v.oir 
Kapos nod occasional SS-patrols. 

Prisoners only worked for ne raroly. Only whon freight cars with pipoo 
n rd rvriaturos had to be unloadod did I request prisoners fror*. tho 
soctor nanagonent, and I thon turned the unloading ovor to tho 
Xapo. 1 can assert that also in connection with this work — no 
noli as nlth all other work - tho prisoners wore noithor ovcrtrxod nor 
could thoy tako ham of any kind thonsolvos. In conclusion it can bo 
said that the prisoners liked to work at the plant, that thoy 
droadod having to return to tho naiu cr.np Auschnits fron tho 
nork canp Hononit*, that thoy enjoyed thoir work, that thoy folt 
noro free and were treated better.

2. ) Our construction cite was situated outside the 
actual project terrain on the Vistula River. 

3. ) A prisoner detail of approximately 30 nen was 
onployod on the construction project under ny su¬ 
pervision for the coot part of the tine of construction. 
Th030 prisoners were used prinarily fur subsidiary 
labor, as it oocurred when the dredge was oxervatin • 

4. ) Pipe ditches wore dug by prisoners nanually. 

5. ) The prisoners working n those details wore ira a. 
physical state fron which one could expect that so rt of 
labor , because no work was expected fron then which 
was beyond that which -ne night h'vo expected of 
Germans or foreign workers. I estimated the labor 
efficiency of these forces to be about 60 percent if 
the nornrl laborer.

The dctrilod working out of the projoct rnd tho top 
direction of its oxocution was in the hands of tho 
Borlin Buroru, whoso chief I was. In this erpreity 

I vioitod tho Auschwitz Work rt intervals of r.pproxi- 
nr.toly r r.onth for sovcrrl days from 1941 to the bo- 
ginnin of Jrnurry 1945. I never was r Prrty nonber 
rnd I rn in possession of the non-Prrty nonborship 
cortificrto purcurnt to Ordinrnce no. 79 of the Jji— 
litrry Government. 

2. ) Our construction site was situated outside of 
the coturl IG Plrnt on tho Vietulr River. Alrcrdy in 
the initirl stages of tho construction work there nro 
r greet Irek of labor . The nunber of lrborors sent by 
the individurl firms rnd those resigns*, by the Labor 
Office were insufficient. Thereupon prisoners were 
assigned fer the work to the firms. Tho etrte of 

the prisoners corresponded rpproxinrtcly to thrt of 
the workers then working on the construction 3itc. 

3. ) For the work assigned to us for the construction 
of the river water works machines were ur.e'd primarily. 

A dredge rnd rn electric elevator were installed for 
the earth work to be done,which amounted to about 
15.000 cubic meters. Lorries with cranes wore used 
to take the earth away. For the subfiidirry work which

Special consideration was gfon according to tho soriousnoco of tho 
injury. 

Socially skilled and worker prisonors wore not put on tho usual 
loading construction or clearing dotal?*, but woro used for spodinl 

tasks. Several were used ns workshop clerks, one as a barber and tho 
plant pay office used only prisonors with the oxsontion of tho 

Go man shiof. In the pay offioe the prisoners also had tho clonnost 
possible clothes, upon which tho I f G. had insisted, as troll r.o a cloan plnco 
to work. 

I have watched nany unloading details at work at the building; olio and 
observed in each caso that tho work was done in slow notion. I”, 
unloading ctfaont, for instance, 2 or 3 noro in the true': ‘ the others 

carried the c-ck one after the oth. r to the storngo place "hid: ra6 
about 2 C cwters away. 
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Tkoy wore not deivon In the least and tho prisoners could t.uko rost 
porlods at will without attracting notfcco. So far as I.could. 
boo, no work was perforaod in double tino in Auschwltzy In unloading 
tho stonoa for the walls the prisoners stood In a closoly knit lino and 
passe- the stones fron hand to hand. Laying cable was dono 
si Slady , in that the 4nua was first Jacked up and thou nulled by 
a row of prisoners spaced 1 ootor apart. This nas dono when tho 
Kano gave thd cona*nd "Rau-ruck*. Aftor oach pull a littlo pause nas 
nndo, ornctly as nith tho Gomans. All theso dotails woro oloo 
porfonwd by Gomans and differed only in the slower tonpo that nan 
toloratod fron the prisonors. 

Since I was at tho buildin, site ovory day-1 had a good picture and I 
have never soon that a prisoner was oror bouton or evon 
nistroatod. Furthomoro, this was forbidden by tho plant nnnegoaont. 


I never learned anything bad about tho conditions in th earn. Sinco 
ixy secretary was a friend of tho C r np Comandor Schoattl, I was invited to 
Mb place ono tine and san on that occasion how be wont about hio 
Official work. I got tho inproesion that this Can p Connando r was not ao 
strict towards tho prisonors as ho was towards his own SS ooroonnol in 
rogard to discipline. For this reason it is out of tho quoatiou that 
any kind of inhunan circunstancos (torture, killing or ooloction of tho 
woak ones, in ordor to kill4ban) could have provailod in tho cr-up. 


In rogrrd to cronations in Auschwitz there was a nnor anon, - ; uo that 
dead prisonors nho had diod through sickness or accidont, wore 
cremated. I only learned of the other version aftor the capitulation. 
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Tho youngest prisoners were 17 -* 18 years old and wore used aa helpers 
and apprentices, tho oldest no re about 50 years old. 

In the winter the prisoners had rarn suits, thick gloves and linod 
protectlva vests, They wore' allowed to warn t .aaselvcs by tho fires 
that nare everywhere and they could also ware thonsolvos in cloaod roons. 

In general the prisoners were gird to bo in Konowitz and with tho I.G, 
rather than in n different concentration ennp, slnca thoir relations 
with us noro on a friondly basis and they were treated with c 
cortnin nnouaft of dignity ns conorkors and assist***. IVrthernoro, 
tho groat difference botwoon canp life undor the SS, tilth its insonsiblo 
discipline, and tho working life with ltrporsonal froodon was 
attractive to then, This fooliigof satisfaction was oxprocsod by tho 
nine workers by a good disposition. 

h conclusion I nould like to onphasize that I received tho oh-io 
Inprossloo in tho entire Aischwitz plant that I did tn the reining works, 
Ludwlgshafon, an Rhino, 28 February 1943

To bogln with I would liko to sake it cloar that tho condition of tho 
concentration caap prisoners positively peraittod thoir uso for tho work 
thoy woro ossignod t0 in ny aroa. This was evon more bruo boenuoo thoy 
wore novor given worso working conditions or more difficult tasks than 
woro the Germans workors. Since noithor tho J.G. nor oany 
firm ovor usod compulsory mothods to increrso tho production, thoro 
could not havo boon any casos nhoro tho prlsonors collapsod from 
woaknoss or strain; at any rato I never oitoossod this, naturally, 
duo to the difforont constitutions of the different prlsonors 
it hr.pnowJdthat there norc somo rmong thjm »ho nor.i loss suitod for manual 
labor than others - mainly because there wore prlsonors who had 
vTorloid with their minds in professions and were not used to manual 
labor.

And I want to mention that on my Job consideration was glvon ouch 
prisoners and they were assigned to lighter work. 

I knew that in Auschwitz It was forbidden to use any violence 
against the prisoners ntd for this reason I also never sen 
civilians mistreat prisoners or be unjustly strict with then. 

I nnttfhod the unloading details on Building 938 (Buna) 

several times and remember still how 30 to 35 prisoners carriod tho 

building material - it was sacks of cement - at a normal pneo to a storago 

pl/'Co about 25 to 30 meters away. I never saw anything of a B ttild 

driving" or of "work" done in doublo time". I also saw tho 

prisoners lay cable.Tho prisonore did not work tnintorruptodly by any 

moans, on the contrary I personally saw thorn take repeatod breaks. 

On ay Job tho prisoners were novor rofusod first aid in cr.co of 
accidonts at tho building alto. I only saw dead persons tin tho 
I.G. property - prisoners, foreigners and Germans - aftor tho 
first air raid, Aftor this air raid, shelters wore built for all 
of the workers as quickly as possiblo, 

I novor loarnod anything dotrlnontnl about tho conditiono in tho 
prisonore oaapt, such as for instance, inhuman treatment, torture 
or screening out prisonore unfit for work in the so-callod "ooloctionS”. 

I alco novor sow prlEocors younger than 14 years of ago at tho 
building site and also novor notlcod that youthful prisonore - 14 to 17 
years old - wore worked too hard or too long. On ay Job I also did 
not notlco that any of tea older prisoners were worn down by the work. 
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3y order of the I.G, the prisoners nko worked on ny Job wuro 
hoavy vests In addition to their unlfors In winter. Furthemorcj 
they were able to warn theaselves repeatedly at the coal stoves that 
were eot up in ample nuabers at our working location, 3uildiuc 938. 




The prisoners worked froa 7 until 1600 hrs. soae of then until 

1700 hours In tho suaaor, including a li&h period. It the 

boginning of the day they were enrobed into the plant ns n body end then 

wore spilt up Into dotails for tho Individual sections. In tho 

winter tino this schedule was shortened to 8 to 1600 hours 

and in caso of fog the prisoners only caao if it was lifiht onough to sou 

e 

sufficiently. 

Tho prisoners wore guarded dlrootly only by their Kapos. A row of 
guards wore placed around the area of thS plant, but by this nonnn tho

prisoners wore not uador tho direct supervision of tho SS at lonnt 
wlille they wore at work, nhich suroly was pleasant for thon oinco thus 
they had more froodos of aovoaont than in camp. 

On my Job the prisoners were only used as helpers for nv installation 
non within tho building or on lovol ground. Horoln they woro noithor 
pushed nor aver ovorstrnined. 

I boliove that I can say, basod on the abo**e, th„t tho nrlconovs 

at the Auschwitz plant were not abused, at least not in ay

Barbers, tailors, shoonnkors oto. did good work, Spooial ooro was token 
of dontnl troatnont by an jxoollont dental clinic. There wore provisions 
for sports and ontertoimont. Football and hand ball enjoyed spooial 
popularity. Special offorts woro aado to provide varied ontertairaont. 
Theator and vaudevillo performance woro given by outstanding artists. 
Llovios also woro plentiful and good, 

3) I do not knt» that foreigners woro prehibitod foa participating 
in the nooial institutions. To the oontrary, I

4. ) T.'ith rogr.rd t. tho onploycont of prisoners, I 
hrvo to ;rko tho f.-11; wing gonorrl stator.onts: The 
physic.' 1 cmditiona of tho prisoners varied. Of-couroc, 
t!:oro v/crc oor.c r-thor work ones ^r.ongst then. But 
tho prisoners were rbsolutoly fit for employment. This 
is the -ire cortr.ir, if our present physicri condition 
is used for conprrison, which, being what it is sure- 
’y doos not prevent us froc working. 

5. ) I heve n - knowledge of rny work hrvring been de¬ 
manded froc the prisoners which would not rlso hrve 
boon performed by the other people. At least, no order 
by the plrnt cmrgenent to such cn effect is known to 
ne. It ary well hrvo happened n bw rnd then , when 
tho foremen or other 
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people ir. corr-nd were holding views ver; cuoh opposed 
to those of the prisoners. But the plant nr.nr.~er.ont sul¬ 
ly ornnot be bl-cod for this, the less so if the da.soo 
in quosti r. were such rs did not cone to their 
knowledge. 

Tho working conditions were ostensibly worse only 
in ra frr rs they wore, of-coursc, deprivod of their 
froedon. 

6. ) The output of tho prisoners was loner thrn that of 
tho othor workers. This is quito nrturrl , nrny of 
then having certainly never done my nrnurl work rnd 
bo no physicrlly rr.thor work. Beyond that, othor fac¬ 
tors contributed to their lonor porfor:mco. Obviously, 
tho intoroot in tho work was lacking in rmy caoos, and 
partly it r.ay also have boon oonc concealed lack of 
willingnoso. I rononbor, in this connection, one spe¬ 
cific caso. There were, in tho E-road, o:.:o prisoners 
busy with rooling off a jackod-up cable - -'.run . L tash 
which appeared to no rather heavy. In fact , a nurbor 
of prisoners uoro pulling at that c-blo, without 

any progress boin;: : 'Co. /.t this n-nont, n SS car 
onto rod tho road. An Untcrsch-rfuohrcr, cooing that, 
junpod fron tho c r and yelled out a feu wordsj now, 
tho roelirr;- off of the cable pro.-rcosod r-thor briskly. 
In any cr so, fron th-t nonont no great exertion could 
any Ion or be observed. 

7. ) Tlie allegation that up to 100 prisonoro had 
collapsed drily, is incorrect. I can, >n tho contrary, 
only say th~t in tho course of ny official journeys 

I often got nixed up with the otrean of prisonoro 
narching out, and tut once I saw a dead nan lying on 
a stretcher , but I '.id not know whether the de~th 
had been caused by an accident or by illness. On other 
occasions I did not see any dead people on the building 
site,> 

8. ) Tho forcible neasures taken by tho I.O* for achicv- 
in; an increase ir. the output of w,rk did not cone to 
cy knowledge. On the other hand, I did hear 
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r disrdvrntrge 

of prisoners being placed r.t/ for such r rcrson (rad f'; 
personal rersons too on nrny occasions) by the C-p s, v 
the niddcy soup wra issued; they night oven have been 
deprived of it entirely;. Things like tha.t wore arid 
to hrvo been done by sone 8 ubordi nr to rgoncies, but 
cortrinly without tho plcnt canrgencnt knowing it, 

I once arn c Crpo in the shoc-rcprir shop slapping r 
prisoner'a free in the presence of the SS-gur.rd8, be¬ 
cause ho hrd bungled sonething. 

PuShoraore, I witnessed the following incidnnt: In 
tho 0 -rc~d a group of prisoners wore w.rkin r on tho 
roprir of tho prvor.cnt. Tho Crpo r.nd tho uaurl SS- 
Curr'.8 8uporvi8od thocj I horrd tho Crpo hrrrrssing 
r wrotohod prioonor in tho following emner:" Whrt 
rro you hero for ~t rll, y-u wont to oat, whrt is tho 
sood of yiur living: r.t rll, you rro no good for any¬ 
thing. " 

9. ) In riy own field of work no priooncro were onployod. 
/.nong tho Poles onployod with no I hrd r y.uns tuber¬ 
culous nrn of r vory good f~nlly md correo; ^ndingly 
good education, This nrn I er.ployod with very light 

orrends, gr-nting hin ao nuch tino off thrt sono 
dry ho n~s occupied for not no re thru hrlf rn hour or 
three qurrter*8 of rn hour. It is truo thrt I friled 
in getting hin wrrn clothing which I wrntod to pro- 
curo hin, rs well rs wrtcr-proof rubber boots. This 
wao frustrated by tho deputy of the Ortsgruppenleitor, 
who then hrd the biggoat ary. The nmo of the young 
Polo wra: Johrnn Krsinir STREZYNSKI, dodcilod r*t 
TTrdowice, rt thrt tino Horst Wossolstrrsso 52. Thio 
Polos onployod with no rt thrt tino, T.'HGOSZ md 
FLIZEK, were given wrrn felt wrist-coats. 

10. ) I once observed cocont sacks being unlorded irt 
tho i road. Th~t work wra, no doubt, rrthor Heavy f^r 
the prisoners. But I wra unrblc to find rny riding 
(Schikcnen) of the prisoners or things like thrt on 
this occc.8ion. 
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11.) H.thing has cone to ny knowledge of the alleged 
arbitrary restriction of tj'-e nunber of sick personc 
in Crnp IV. 

As ar rs the plant and the building site is concern¬ 
ed , all I can say is that I did not see any acts of 
inhumanity. On the contrary, one could see baskets fillt; 
with coke pl-ced a.t many places in winter, whore tho 
prisoners could G<>t s:no wamth during work. 

That prisoners were externinated in tho Ausch¬ 

witz plant or were to bo nado ready for oxtorminrtion , 
is a preposterous idea, ff that had boon so, tho I.G. 
would not h'-vc trained prisoners to an increasing do- 
Groc, nor would it have onployod then in tho profession 
thoy had loarnod or in a sinilar profession, or used 
then within the buildings for sinple tasks, by which 
tho purpose of extermination could suroly hot be 
achievod. On the contr-ry, tho plant management triod 
to preserve any labour which night possibly bo of any U3^ 
for tho plant,and to take advantage >f it, oven if it 
did not cor.o up to the standard.

I was oraployod by I.G, Fhrbeninduatrio “ktiengosellsohaft in iudwigs- 
hafen/Shino on 1 January 1943. I was a sooretary and ay work was with 
tho construction and installation management of tho now .<ork "usohwit*. 
On 16 September 1943 I cysolf novod to nusohwit* and workod there also 
in tho oonstruoticn and labor ennagonunt vr.til tho ovaouation of the 
ploht.In H«iroh 1946 I was oaployod as sooretary of tho toohnioal manager 
of Work Gtmdorf of tho .ciorgnna O.n.b.H.. When tho shop oounoil was 
ostablishod I was tho only wcaan ^looted to it. In »*aroh 1946 I laft 
Anorgana O.n.b.H, and booano sootion ohiaf with tho firn of Wiilorsinn 
and Waltor, Ludwin»hafon/foh. 

Ky work in Ausohwlts nocossitotod oontaot with numerous sootiono and 
bureaus and enabled m to g ain a good insist in tho situation of tho 
1,0, construction projoot. This was partioul&rly easy booauso 1 my- 
soIf am of Upper Silosion origin and oculd talk to tho indigenous 
population there in thoir own dialoot. 

I want to stato that it is ny oonviction that tho I.G. Farben nanogonont 
did everything to nako the billotting and food situation of tho entire 
crew as favorable as possible. Upper Silosion Industrialists confirmed 
during several conversations I had with thon that several of tho 
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progressive installations and ceaauros of I.G f were oonplotoly neM 
for the Oppor Silosian region. 

According to ay opinion the I.G, did everything particularly in ordor 
to alloviato thofate of tho prisoners oaployed on tho 1 , 0 , oonstruotion 
projoot, The I.G, sanagoaent again and again and froquontly suocuss- 
fully attonptod to help thyfcrisoner* by supplsnontary alloteent* of 
rations, olothing and shoos. In particular, it was soon to it that the 
iupplom<mtary ration of I.G. whioh oonsistod of a good soup ( whioh nay 
not have oontalnod too such fat due to war conditions, was g5von to 


tho prisoners on tho construction projoot in order to assuro its uqual 
distribution noong tho prisoners. Also, tho issuo of pronium ooupons 
to tho prisoners emanated fros a suggestion of tho I.G.-aanagonont, 

The prisoners told so that they pneohasod boor, cigorottw and othor 
things in tho oa=p exohango, for thjso premium ooupons, I frequently 
talVud to prisoners but I had to bo caroful that tho SS did not hear 
of it bocauso such conversations wore striotly prohibited. Tho 
prisonors told so that a detail to tho Konowitx oasp as norlcur 
on tho 1.0. construction projeot was a "lifo insuronoo" and that tho 
ilonowitt oorap was such bettor than oth-r oaops. I saw with ay 
own oyos that prisonors a* soon as thoy had worked for a while in tho 
I.G, shops *oro ablo to * ; -roouro for thonaolvos particularly desirable 
and rare food stuffs from the native Poles by trading then for obj-ots 


thoy thonsolvos had made. I froquontly saw prisonors proparin • oggi, 
bacon and potatoes and I was glad that thoy 
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Hero ablo to afford it, Onc« the jrieonora oven* anted to invito mo 

to auch a meal, I kna» that o \sr ongineera alaowBro aware of theao 

facta and that they ailently poasod over thorn, I have navor notiood 

anything of bad treatment or maltreatment of prieonera by I.G, poraonnel.

The priaoners th-caelvos did not ccnploin to mo oithor oonoorning I.G. 
eaploy*oa but thoy did ao concerning tho oonatantly bad tro..taont by 
the SS. On tho other hand thoy f raiuontly praieed I.G, omplcyeoa 
for whom they liked to work particularly, I have hoard from tho 
priaonora thunaolvoa that thoy conaidJrod it vary plooaant not to bo

I wo* employed by 1.0. »erk Schktp\u on 11 Hay 1939. Together with my 
ohief Dr. Pawwit* I voluntoorod for l.G, Work Ausohwits whero I hoped 
to bo ablo to improve ay position. 1 worked there from 1 February 
1944 to 27 January 1945. 1 was sado laboratory foroman in tho poly- 
aarisation sootion. - 1 wish to osphasito that the social institutions 
wore simply wondorful notwithstanding tho war. Tho Work had available 
on unobjectionable dis fer.sory^ whioh oared for any porson ill at any 
tl»>, regardless of nationality, Yes, rndor oath I testify that foroign^rc, 
particularly Pol-s, ofton wore tr^atod hotter than Roioh Gormans, iiy \rifu 
for lnstanco was in tho hospital dus to an acoidor.t at work and thus 
oould s io with her own oyos the dlfforonce in tho treatment, - iTHon 
this area also became »*■ osod to tlw dang-r of air raids oemunt bunkors 
woru oenstruoted, open to all, - Before our apartment was finished 1 
lived in tho camp (7 months) j 1 can only say th .t there was no essential 
difforenoo in the install!tiens of tho camps regardless of nation¬ 
alities^ eoauso jv-jrywhoro ono found li^it, airy billots provided with 
showers. Hygionio installations also wore unobjootienable. I oan 
only express ny appreciation to tho plant management for the installation 
of large-soalo kitohens, salos store* ard cultural entertainmonts. ?.od 
was good and possibly considerably hotter than in the Hoioh. I have

I wish to Baltic i tho folic*ing inoidont: I was on a diet duo to st'oanoh 
tr-ubla, I particularly notiood that very mny foreigners ato in tho 
dining room of tho diot Idtchon in addition to tho Ho ioh G or nan* . *»y 
table companion for initonoo «ai » Fronchnan, 

•»hon being aa jign-d in -ark Auaohwitx our sootion chief Dr. a agon 
issued oertaia rules of oenduot oonoorning priaonora. I assume that 
thOBO woro not arbitrary ruloo put up by the auotion ohiof but that 
thoy emanated from tho plant sar.agonjnt. t/o -oro atrictly pro¬ 
hibited from bjating or bothering prisoners. I cont-etify that ny 
oo-viorkora never p emit tod thonaolvog to manhandle onyono. 6 priaonora 
-oro onployjd in ny laboratory. *hoy all -ora gratoful to no for tho 
■upplonontory coupona for hot o^ala which - ore available to ub. Our 
auporiora -ore Kiaro of the fact that -e procured supplementary ration 
ooupona for the priaonora.

Rath or I was astonished at the look of offioicnoy whioh was simply aocopt- 
od by the foreman. - As stated abovo I had 6 prisonors in ay laboratory. 
Sinoe wo wore installing the laboratory and not, as yot caking analynea 
and carrying on other chemical work, the work was easy aftd pleasant. •<o 
reported weekly at the aanagooent bureau, rocoived supplenJnta rv rations 
or perhaps ware clothing, owrooata or wooden shoes for th- prisemors. 

The fornor prisoner Dr. Piaoh is able to oonfira this, >o are correspond¬ 
ing with hin today and he is still gratoful today for tho hvnuuotroatnont 
aocorded to hin.

Consequently 
I ,-c in tho position of judging on the brsis of ny own 
oxporionco how tho Biglish P*B in tho Work Auschwitz 
woro trorted* Tho Englishmen wore onployod recording 
to thoir expcrionce,for instance rs pipe workers. Wo 
hr C. so no -uto nech.~r.ics who reprirod the :iotor-cyclco 
of tho engineers rnd who were gird if they « oulcl r.rko 
tost runs on then within the plmt. 

I nu3t sry I wrs very s.-tisfied with tho efficiency 
of the Englishron in every respect. On their prrt, the. 
Englishmen hr.d no rorson to conplrin concerning thoir 
work, trortr.ent, billets or rr.tions in Auschwitz. 
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Bocruoe thoy were eo efficient I rlnoat rlwrya r.ssicn- 
od the English Prisoners zf * r.r -s dotril leaders so 
thrt they hrd under then civilirrerr.d prisoners, in- 
cludiug-those of Gcrrrn nrtionrlity. The Engrishnen 
rlwry bohrved decently towrrd those people. 

Though the Englishr.on were rlnost rlwrys Into for work 
rnd left crrly we forgrvo thor this boc-'uno wo were 
srtiafied with thon otherwise. Thoy rlso extended thoir 
lunch hour becruao thoy required mich tine to nrke 
thoir tor rnd torot. These rost poriodo thoy opont 
in r. spocirl roar, provided for thor. which nrs hortod 
during tho winter. They rlso rto thoir noon dry 
norl thero. As frr ro I know tho Engliahnon provided 
thoir own r-tiono -lwrys. Ihoy did not ~ccopt tho 
soup distributed by tho Work becruao thoy thonoelvoo 
hrd nuch bottcr food. Their clothing too wre ox- 
collent. 

Spocirl rgrocrcnts hrd boon nrdo with the English 
P\7*c concerning tiuo off. Thoy nornrlly workod 9 hour 
dryc rnd in return thoy were off erch ninth dry. On 
thet dry thoy could rccr.in in thoir crop. Thoy ro- 
coivod r spocirl furlough slip fror. uo for this 
purpooo. Thio rcgulrtion wrs quite in record.-nco with 
vihrt tho Englisheen wrntod rnd thoy woro vory o-'tis- 
fiod with it.

As far as regrettable abusos In the treatment of KZ prisoners

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It any rate an inprovenent visiblo to ovary obsorvor occurred in tho 

troatoont of KZ priaonora, Characteristic of tho living conditions undor 

hich the priaonora worked at tho I.G. plant AuaclyTit z io tho 

following incidont that took place at tho on! of 1944: 

Ufcon tho control heating plant wna destroyed by an air attach, KZ 

priaonora aat up a tonporary a*ovo for no in ny shos-salos-shop 

of; thoir own froo will and procured, fuol . Thia would not have 
boon poaaiblo if the KZ priaonora would not havo boon cblo to 
novo around relatively froo. At that occasion they ovoo offorod no 

aono of thoir food and cigarsttoa. Sinco I oaa aurpriaod about it 
they declared that thoy wore not in la.ck of anything, thoy had 
^ovoryihln^"^ in addition to aufficiont food, batter, echos,.

As I mentioned nlrer.dy, C rqp 4-Monowitz - wrs for the 
first tine occupied by prisoners r.t the end of -942; 
before thrt it hrd been intended for Gemrn civilirn 
workers. Therefore it is impossible . thrt r typhoid 
epidemic could hrve occurred rt the c~np I'onouitz; Herr 
STERN surely is mistrking this with the typhus opidenlc 
in the nrin ernp, which w~s one of the rorsons why 
the I.G. opened Crnp 4 for the prisoners, since bo 
thoy were protected from the epidemic, rnd bocruso of 
the smell number of prisoners the fight rgrinst diserso 
wrs freilitrved.

7/hr.t I consider entirely erroneous is the contention 
of STERN thrt he once srw Sen. Engineer FAUST for rn un¬ 
known rerson slrpping r prisoner's free. I hrve known 
FAUST since 1925. 
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Alv.rys I hrve rdnired his extrcordinr.ry crlnness 
rnd goodness towrrds his co-^orkers rnd inferiors. 

In this point STERN nust resolutely hrve nrdo rn 
error. Sen. Engineer FAUST hrs rlwrys conferred 

onl y with his Engineers, hut never with prisoners. 
Also STERN discussed everything with ne, rr rlror.dy 
r.ientioned / rnd rt cny rrte would hrve reported this 
occurrence to cej if it rerlly hrd hrppened. 

Any reports which Gcrrrns rre supposed to hrve 
urue in regrrd to prisoners did not cone into ny 
deprrtuontj rlso I do not know for sure thr.t collengv 
should hrve dono such things. Such reports in 
ny opinion hrve teen nrdo rt best by controlling 
SS- prtrols or Crpos, which poasibly were instrlled 
by the SS - nevor upon recuost of tho I.G. - . VThen 
such chicrnerio8 by the SS or Crpos occurred. 1 
got in touch in w rting or by talophono with lrbor 
service lerdor STOLTEN rnd rcconpliohcd tfcrt those 
chicrnorios c-usod by snrll nettero woro discon¬ 
tinued rnd tho prisonor rerrinod free of punishnont.

•Then rir rttr.cl zs strrted in Upper Silesir the 
construction of rur^ce bunkers wrs begi*n. in the be¬ 
ginning it wrs nrturrlly not possible to 
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provide cover in the bunkers for all 30.000 people / 
rnd therefore it is logical thct r pert of the workers 
(civilirn8 rnd prisoners) sought shelter in the previ¬ 
ously constructed fragmentation proof ditches or rrn 
into the open fields outside of the factory. After 
completion of various surirc bunkers I gr.ve orders to 
cy prisoners, always to go into the upper.stories, 
which were just cs safe as the ones below. 


It is regrettable that it hr.ppened once that tv^o 
civilians of fires 3 ui>g_arbitrarily rofused/prisoners 
to enter the bunker. One of these civilians I could 
locate rnd I grve hin the sternest wrrning beocuso 
of this impropriety, whereupon he, probably feeling 
guilty, denied his action. 


A letter of Sen.Eng.FAUST in regard to the prohibition 
of bunkers to prisoners did not oxist rt rll to ny 
knowledge. I also consider it completely out of question 
that Herr PAUST could ever have iasuod such an ordor. 

In regard to Sundry work by prisoners the regulations 
of the Camp were basically otrndaTd. Thereby it al¬ 
ways was so that prisoners who workod on <rc Sunday 
certainly wero given off the following Sunday, 

Besides in connection with the bonus-system a priso¬ 
ner could be granted free time for Good work, which 
ho could spend at the Camp* I know that the works- 
nanagemont insisted vis dvis the SS that the prisoners 
be actually given this free tine at the Camp. 

Therefore I think it wrong to claim that the 1.6. has 
issued bonuses for nhich nothing was to be had in 
the Camp. 
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At the conclusion of ny cffidovit, with which I hope 
to hrve refuted the errors of Herr Jen STERN end 
therewith pcved the wny to truth , I should yet like 
to strte enpheticrlly thrt in crse there should

Pro?: March 1942 on I v*s or^ployed as receiving- and travelling 
engineer for the I.G. plant in Auschwitz and as such I was procont in 
tho Auschwitz plant froa ono to threo days in intervals of two to 
threo weeks, for tho purposo of nrking reports and for receiving now 
and especially important orders. I we* not a no-'iber of the Party. 

Dr. Vnltor Duorrfeld fron Sanrbruockon io personally known to no 
sinco ho ontorod the sorvicos of tho Annoniakwork Korsoburg in 1937. 

Ho soon bocrco ono of ny closoct colloaguos whon I liked very ouch 
bccauoo of hlo opon nnd straight character, his thorough oxport knowl¬ 
edge, his groat industriousnoss and his dovotion to tho tanks assigned 
to hill. Ho requirod, eno ng othor things, great nor its concerning tho 
utilization of waste water containing phenol nnd contributed vory :.tuch 
to tho findings concerning tho at first unknown process in utilisation 
of these weste waters, by eroating a very thoroughly planned testing 
apparatus; this natter caused serious difficulties in tho boginning as 
wo 11 no rest unpleasant disturbances in tho plant. Dr. IXaorrfold con¬ 
cerned hlcsolf particularly with tho ir^provenent of regulations for tho 
prevention of accidents to which ho contributed rest valuable directions. 
In his relationship with superiors, colloaguos and subordinates ho 
showod quiot deter ni nation, rad was well respected and well liked. 
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After Dr. Duerrfcld hed erected a certain position for hinsclf in 
the pleat ho rontod an apartment in Oierronterg for hi* widowod mother 
who lived in SrarhruccSccn end ::ado her novo to I>uerronbcrg. Ho did 
that, bccrusc he wanted to ho togothcr with her r* much as possible 
in his free tl..o, which otherwise, bocaueo of the distanco, Smrbruok- 
ker.-Lounn rad Ms officlri datios, would have boon almost impossible, 
and in ordor to improve her declining days. The very little freo tine 
which he had because of his dovotion to tho plant and to his dutios, 
ho spent -.dth his -Othor, until Sho died which cpuso hin much griof. 

After r.y rosign-tion fron Leuna in 1932 Dr. Duerrfeld boceno uy 
successor cad he took over at first the aanagouent of tho co-prosoor 
pleat and the roorgnnlration of this plant wMch was c-visod by the 
conditions prevailing at tho tine. In addition hcroto, tho sol ution 
of numorouo othor problem* was ontrastod to hin end in 1935 bo bocMo 
Sonlor Zngiaoor of tho high prossuro dopertuont. 

Darin,; th-.t tino wo woro In stondy contact in connection with tho 
dovolopnont of new high prossuro a-chinory for a number of hydro plants 
and wo not at difforont construction sltos whoro 1 wes in charge of tho 
supervision of tho installation of high prossuro nrchinory. In addi¬ 
tion to tho sol'.ution of sonorol quostions ho turnod his attention to 
tho problem of preventing accidents and ho expressed gront Joy when 
such an oxtonsivo construction, billding of a hydro plrnt, wr.s conclud¬ 
ed without rny accident worth mentioning. 

Alrordy boforo I resumed ay work for the I.G. pl?nt in Auschwitz 
Dr. ZXicrrfcld hrd talked to mo about his troubles concerning tho diffi¬ 
cult! os in securing the high pressure machinery and apparatus, ns well 
as the olcctricdl powor plants. In :iaxch 19-!2, when I began ay work 
as rocoiving- and travelling engineer for Auschwitz, it w»s obvious 
that tho electric power plant which wr.s supposod to deliver tho stoaa 
for boating tho plant, could under no circumstances start operating 


or provido stoen at the tino as planned. 
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Other heating uethods had to he provided therefore, which, however, as 
no an while had been found out, was noat difficult. Dr. Duerrfold roquest- 
od ne therefore, to support at once rnd with all energy tho boating do- 
partnont and to assist in the securing of boilers at any prico, because 
the people (forking at the construction site would h*vo to got a cbanco 
to warn op and to find sholter in heated roono, since tho coho- and 
woodfiro stoves which wore placed all over could bo considered an un¬ 
satisfactory onorgoncy .uoasuro only. Ho urged no again and again to 
provide and install those boilers and ho was obviously glad and reliovod 
of a worry when I could tell hiu that we hrd succeeded in buying or 
ronting enough boilers, that until the winter 1943/43 sufficient warning 
halls could bo oqulppod. ns ordorod. 


Troa 1942 until Decoabcr 1944, whon I was in Auschwitz for tho 
lnot tiao, I could find repeatedly thnt Dr. Duorrfold, in addition to 
his onornous work lood, always found tino to insist upon tho otrlctost 
r-dhoronco to tho dlroctivos for tho prevention of nccidonto. In 1944, 
whon I cano to Auschwitz nftor on air raid. Dr. Ducrrfeld was nt tho 
hospital in ordor to visit tho pooolo who wero portly sovorly woundod 
during this attack and in ordoi' to inquiro about possibilities to holp 
thooo pcoplo rs far as at all possible*. «hon ho roturnod. ho was, coiv- 
trnry to his usual way of solf-control, very depreosod anlho told no 
about his sympathy with tho wounded ond tho next of kin pad Ms oxcito¬ 
ne nt about tho fact that it was so difficult to find p successful pro¬ 
tection against these attacks and th-t everything would have to bo tried 

* 

that procised to bo a solution of tho problcu of the protection of tho li- 
yos ondravjcrod. Ac I later hoard, IS*. IXicrrfcld, in a uo®ting called 
nftor tho attack, ordorod tho quickest construction of r11 protoctivo 
installations, in addition to those which existed already. 
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like trenches for splinter protection, shelters and thinkers, and he 
do sign,-, ted this work as the cost urgent task. 

Tho well being of the workers was always close to his heart end 

ho dear-nded their fair and just treatoent and did not tolerate any nr- 

. < 

gunents or oven assaults. He had shown a. very social attitudo alroady 
in Leuna because he porsonnlly had learned sufficiently about tho worrlos 
and noods.tho troatnont of workors in Aachen, where he, during tho 
inflation, hrd worked his way through collogo ns work-studont. 


Dr. Duorrfold sonotinos conductod very difficult negotiations 
with utnost cidfl and objoctivlty and did unterstand to quioton hot 
hondod porsono by a tamoroua renark and I do not know of any caso 
whoro any, ovon tho slightest, argunont had occurred. 

Of killings and gassings In Auschwit* I havo only hoard in 1945 
through tho nowspaporo: I boliovo it to bo co.ylotcly i'-^osoiblo 
that Dr. Duorrfcld could havo known anything about thoso facts without 
having done souothlng against it with all tho corns at hit disposal. 


Knowing tho outstanding character and tho huc&n qualities of Dr. 
Duorrfold it is,thoroforo, icpossiblo for uo to livtglno thrt ho know 
about thoso lncidonts in Auschwitz without having rojoctod thoso tilings 
cost ocphaticrlly. A con, ns socially inclinod as Dr. IXxorrfold, who 
In tho true sonso of tho word saw a follow hun*n boing in n workor, 
and who folt with then would havo nover givon his -ssiBtanco to acts 
of violonco or cruelties, lot alono killings and would h»vo nover to- 
loratod or oven givon his tacit approval for things like that.

When I we* working at Koosbiorbaun ho 
emo to ooo no froa Auschwitz while ho was on a Journoy which lod hiu 
via Vionnn. 1 do not reaoaber tho exact dnto any tore. I do ronoabor, 
however, tho following quito cloarly. 

Contrary to hie norunl, liroly aannor, Er. IXiorrfold aoonod to 
bo vory doproaaod. In n confidential conroraation ho told no that ho 
had to or^loy concentration cr-pjrisoncrs at tho construction aito. 
Priaonora who croaaod tho guarded lino or who in any way triod to os- 
capo wore allot at innodlatoly by too SS-guards. Ho aufforod vory nuch 
undor tho fact that incidonta liko that occurrod at hit conatruction 
oito. Ho and tho I.G. construction nrnagocont wore trying with all .• 
nonno at thair dispoaal to renedy this sltu-.tion and ho topod to bo 
successful ooon. 

(3) Hiring this or another aooting ES-. Duorrfeld gp.vo no u a rorv- 
oon for his Journoy, that ho wontod to visit tho Zollstoffwerko Lonzing 
in Upper Ann trio. Ho had learned that thero 
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albunlnous ycr.st for hunan consumption was being produced by fomen¬ 
tation, which wo* not subject of econonic control; ho intondod to no- 
gotiato about continuous deliveries to his plant. Ho intondod to use 
it in tho crop kitchens and wanted particularly to give it to tho pri¬ 
soners as additionrl food stuff. Ho vas uost intorestod to itprovo 
tho nutrition of tho prisoners who othorwiso hpd no opportunities 
to socuro any additional food. In spito of his work load ho had undor- 
taken this inconvonient trip in ordor to negotiate personally about 
natters of such Luportanco. 

(d) As far as tho social r4d hunan thinking and acting of Dr. 

Duovrfcld is concornod, I doclaro: 

I hnvo not Dr. Duerrfold in 1928 when ho was a young onglnoor in 
Louna. I noticed hin particularly whon ho, opproxlaatoly in 1930, in 
tho "Association of Sployod Choaists and Engineers" usod all his i>- 
fluonco in tho noot un oolfish way with tho plant nanngonont in favor 
of hin collcoguos, who, bocauso of lack of work, wero suppocod to bo 
discharged. Whon ho later bocaco tho superior of nunorouo persons ho 
provod to bo a porson of an unusually social and hu:>no attitudo. As 
plant loedor of Auschwitz ho onjoyod in industrial circlon tho reputa¬ 
tion of a porson particularly concornod with soeinl wclf«*ro. Froquont- 
ly I hr.vo heard ploasar.t remarks about hin, conflrnin? uy abovo utnto- 
nonto by porsor-s who h?d worked undor hin in Auschwitz and who did not 
know no nor know that I was an acquaintance of Dr. Duerrfold. Personal¬ 
ly, knowing Dr. Duorrfcld for so nany yoars, I bcliovo It absolutely 
iupoasiblo that ho. at rny tin©, could hrve violated, oven in tho lonst, 
tho laws of ’amenity.

GVISCH2 was an officiont and qualified adainistratlvo 
official, always displaying a correct and understanding attitudo 
toward the local population, oxtrocoly nodorato in nattoro 
portnlnin.r to Party politics, an avowed opponont of tho 
adjoining concentration canp and conaoqucntly oxtronoly 
unpopular with its loading officials.

BUTZ was poraonn 

grata with tho Party and the Gorornncnt, a ran of boundless 

anbition, without tho cental caliber roquirod for hia offico, 

who would adjust his views and tho ncaauros to bo taken to tho

instructions issued by tho Party for its local officials, 
as beha.vior was pIso accord ingl y: 
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dovoid of understanding and stupid to vpxd tho local Polish 

population and lnconsidorato and tricky toward tho Goman olonont, 

unloss thoy agreod with his views lOOjf. Tho only 

thing ho had in connon with his prodoccssor was his opposition 

to the concentration camp which ho also considered 

ah ohstaclo to tho healthy growth of tho town.

Whorcas, ovon as lato as 12 January 46 - tho da}- tho Russian offen- 
olvo was ntartod - tho Gau leader, in a "nass dononstration to which tho 
ontiro Industry of Upper Silosia was ordorod to sond its roprosontatlvos, 
had nado p particularly loud-nouthod r.nnounceacnt of pn in?ending Goman 
offonoivo which, cxcollontly proparod, would result In tho final victory 
(sic), tho first Russlen air raids upon tho works took placo In briof 
intorvals in tho wook fron 15 to 21 January 19-15 and on 21 January 45 
tho works was fired upon for tho first tine by Russian hoavy artlllory.

In tho couraa of noror-l vialta to Farben'a conatruotion aitc in Auachwits 
I h\vo Boon priaonora at work. Thoy dlffbrod froa tho othor workors only 
by thoir clothitK*.. It struck ro that they uorkod very a lowly and produood 
very llttlo, ir/iood ovon loss than tho foreign workora. Tho priaonora 
novod freoly on tho oonatruotlon sito,.rnd I did not notico that thoy woro 
particularly ruahod by tho supervising poraonnol. L obaorvod that aorao 
inrr.toa did not ovon turn - finger for quito aoao tino, or at lor*t ton 
ainutoa, r.rd nobody did anythin: nbout it. Tho SS f.uarda woro ooroly 
stationed at the **rka’ gc.toa, «hilo tho in=r.toa at tho construction alto 
woro auporviaod by ttoir Krpoa only. At tho occasion of ny visits and 
inquires fron wrkors I hr.vo novor soon 
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or hoard that prisoners had collapsod on account of too scroro work, 
and still loss that they had diod at thoir plaoo of work. 1 did not boo 
bodios of inr.-tos oithor at the construction site nor on the roads, usod 
to mrch thoro. As far os I could soo, the prisonors at tho construction 
sito woro not tree tod differently then other workors. In particular,

S- -pics of food which 
wo tested in tho kitchens showed that it wtb prcpr.rod in r pclttablo and 
atisfr.otory rrnner 'rd that, cons i do ring what we wero told concerning 
quantitioo, tho rations should hr.vo boon sufficient ovon for prisoners 
doing physic* 1 work.

I think it la^oiiiblo th't tho Farbon annngcosnt tod in 
any *.my anything to do with tto hillings of humn boirvrs in tto Auschwitz 
concentration ernp, or that it cron hr.d any knowledge thcroof, or that it 
in any t/r.y w-s oonnoctod, or th-t it should hero cooperated, with tho 
33 ooncurnlrr thoso mttora. I would lihe to rention r. Iso that at tho oooaslon 
of one of the two visits we wero told by tho errp adjutant th"t tto donth 
inoidonco was Tory srrll in rolation t the strength. Tho SS erry 
mnagoront rpperontly wore rr.stcrs in ‘‘ccoivin- and confusing outsidors 
about conditions in tho c-cp. 
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I.G. Farbcnindustrio A.G. Auachwitt, just rs rii other oorprnios turning 
out w.r-ir->ortrnt work, constantly requisitioned civilian labor fron ny 
offico, tho Re-ion-1 i-hployrent 2xchr.ngo, -nd it r lwr.ys onphnsizod tho 
irport-nco of hiring civili-n norhorc. Any rl loer -n of such workcra to 
the ox'jont desired was rcvor even r.pproxirrtcly possiblo oonaidoriQG the 
situation of tho labor narkot r.t that tire.

Since 1%2 I have been efficiency expert assigned to tho construction 
commissioner of tho .uiich . inistry Spoor for the district of Silesia. 

I was in charge of e:.r«_ining the construction plans and controling the 
construction sites for economical way of building and economical use of 
building materials. I vus also reponsible for tho issuance of permits 
for tho rationed buildinj ^ itcrials (f.i, iren-stvaps and wood-pomits). 

Tho construction sitos of tho I.G. r.irbenindustrio no*.r Kcydobrock 
(Borgosfeld) and .vuach.rf.tz (Osviocia) which I visited regularly in inter¬ 
vals of U to 6 weeks, belongod to the largost construction sltoo in tho 
district. I also participated in all neotinga of tho authorities in 
which plana wore sub-dttuJ and discussed. During these meetings the 
reboots and suggestions of tho authorities concerning the socurity 
measures and tho proloction of tho laborers were discussed and fulfilled 
in a generous way by tho construction management of tho l.G. Fnrbcn. 

No discrimination w-.s .-'.do there between Germans ai>d foreigners, free 
workers arvd prisoners, especially in view of the fact that it was not 
kri*c. at that time yet, •.here ind how the individual -orkors -tould be 
employed. «y revests -3 efficiency expert were at that time contrary 
to the wishes of tho authorities and tho construction i.annre:aont. 
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Different types of laborers worked -t the construction sites.Germans 
and foreigners, free workers, convicts and prisoners of war as well as 
concentration camp inmates, they worked together and next to each other, 
without any special separation. I have never seen that an excessive 
working speed was demanded, in the contrary, I have cuite frequently 
directed the construction »nn..geaents attention to the fact that the 
workers efficiency was too low. Just as the representatives of other 
authorities I was of the opinion that the work would have to bo pro¬ 
duced with a smaller number of workers and we pointed out repeatedly 
that the requests of the construction management concerning the building 
of barracks was fir too high, '.hen the barrack-camps ••■oro mado up, no 
difference was aado botroon barracks for Germans or thoso for foreigners: 
on the contrary, tho caup managements of tho prisor.or of irar canps and 
concentration cajps dc*_andcd highest perf«ction,particu.Vrly porfoct 
production and they rofusoc to assign workers boforo thoir demands had 
been entirely complied • ith. I have never soon or hoard that va>rk had 
to bo perforuiod in Joablo ti*^i or that the *©rkors noro drivon into 
performing more work by boatings, corporal punishments or other tor¬ 
tures. It is known to •-a, hovuvor, that tho construction - management, 
especially i)r. Juorrfold, quite frequently had serious arguments with* 
tho S3 because they wanted to withdraw experienced workers and to 
replace them by ethers, but the construction aanageaont did not want 
to agree because of tho decline of efficiency. 

A3 far as food w is concerned, the workers received approximately the 
saji.o as our German .orkers, normal food plus additional rations for 
heavy workers or workors doing overtime, while tho Guram office workers, 
including those of us lio ure, like I, Deckers cf -n official authority, 
had to. get along on our noroal food ration cards, without \ny additional 
food rations.

I, Dr. Hein* Savclsborg, Koeln-inrienburg, r.rienburgstrasse 8, 
hove been informed that I ac liable for punishaent if I submit a false 
affidavit. I declare under or.th that ay statcoont is true and was 
given for the purpose of being sufccitted as evidence to tho military 
Tribunal -at the Palace of Justice in Nuomborg, Germany. 

Tho procurement of toxtilos, such as professional and work-clothing, 
fibrins etc. for tho plants was the task of "Buying, gonoral" and 
therefore of the economic departnwnt. as a consoquonco of tho extended 
duration of the war it proved to be necessary to turn increased attent¬ 
ion to the question of clothing for the construction- and assenbling 
personnel, especially for tho foreign workers. The lasturn workers, 
Croates and others, *. oro sent to work with clothing of such a condition 
that was absolutely insufficient for physical work at tho construction 
site, especially when the voathor was cold. 

The uxocution of tho procurenont actions was, since textiles wero con¬ 
cerned, also assignod to tho department "Buying,gcnorol". This dopart- 
mont succeeded at first in procuring largor quantitios, by negotiations 
with tho economic offices and spending considerable amounts of money. 
Furthermore, numerous pieces of clothing wero distributed to tho 
workors, doriving froa clothing collections which were arranged. 

Finally, purchases fro- . 0 reign countries via tho G3XH2 IE, espo- 
cially from Italy, at oxussivo costs wore approved and carried out. 

The plant did not spare trouble or expense in order to satisfy this 
urgent demand. .hen finally, because of the extended duration of tho 
war, the Wells one aftci another went dry, they <-orc looking for other 
ntetins in order to ease this critical situation. 

f 
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This was the reason that us^d piecos of clothing ware taken over frsm 
the stocks of the concentration casp Auschwitz; this action, however, 
was neither initiated nor carried out ty the buying iopartnent but by 
the personnel department. It developed, as far as I can still ronenher 
today, as follows: 

I personally heard of usou pieces of clothing for prisoners for the first 
time by a clerk of tho buying department which was subordinated to mo; 
he drew my attention to tho fact that clothing was being issued in tho 
plant which had not b_en procured by the buying department. Through a 
conference with i)r. Kocsbach and Dr. Duerrfeld I could establish tho 
fact that a special action w.s concerned which had boon initiated and 
carried out by Ur. Rossbach. Tho clothing was stored in a shut down 
factoiv which was located near C'so II and wis issued thorc at tho be¬ 
ginning, lator \ clothing storage w-is opened in Andrlchau. Tho first 
pieces of clothing should have been takon ovor in 1942 or 1943. Until 

tho ond of 1944 tho situation remained unchanged, i.o. Dr. Rossbach con- 

• 

corned hiraaolf with tho procurement of this typo of clothing. Only aftor 
several burglaries had occurod, and whon - for reasons of a central 
distribution - tho storage and issue of all textile products at one 
responsible central point of tho plant was considered to bo appropriate, 
my suggestion to entrust the department Economic Administration with 
the idjninistr .tion and issuo of all clothing was approved. Jr.Kossbach 
remained, js before, an charge of procurvrx'nt. Tho Economic Administrat¬ 
ion thereupon organizes \ distribution office in their building and saw 
t> it that the clothing v .s properly cleaned and repaired before being 
issued. The first distribution took placo approximately in October 1944; 
was however not cocplotoly carried out until tho plant wr .3 evacuated in 
January 1945, as far as I know. 
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The individual pieces were divided into three classes, according to 
their quality, and were also priced differently. 4*.ile in the be¬ 
ginning fereign workers almost exclusively enjoyed the benefit of this 
clothing issue, later also German workers who had suffered damage from 
bomb attacks were allottet part of it. The reason was that the Germans 
had their clothing ration cards and were better equipped than the for¬ 
eigner s. The procedure was approximately as follows: 

The worker addressed his application to the GA which investigated tho 
necessity, based upon a special file system, and, in case of approval, 
issued a certificate in duplo or triplicate, .iith this certificate the 
person concerned could subs© .ucntly purchas© the item in tho distribut¬ 
ion office of the iSconocic Administration. The issuo was mr.de against 
payment, a copy of tho pored t was sont to the bookkooping department 
while the other copy \tza rotumod to tho G.% so that the file card could 
be aarkod. as f vr as I know, for the procurement of tho clothing items 
an amount up to 25 .Wichsr-ark was paid in some casos. Tho sales pricos 
were kopt so low that the plant not only did not aako any profit but 
that the oxpenses were by far not covered. Theso expenses were quite 
considerable sinco almost all clothing items wero in need of repair and 
had to be cleaned and remodeled. If one adds to these expenses the 
money paid for salaries, wagos otc. of the personnel employed with the 
issue, ns well 3s the expenses of the distributing and accounting agency, 
it becomes quite clear that the sales prices - oven if in a few cases 
of the highest quality :p to 40 Reichsmark was charged for one pioco - 

o 

the plant had to contribute uite a considerable aamunt. 

At my first inquiry concerning the concentration camp clothing, Dr. 
Rossbach told or. 
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that the plant had to deliver wine and liquor to the S3 in exchan go 
for the dsthing items, since the SS had insisted upon that. I was 
not pleased with this agreement since first of all those negotiations 
had been carried on vdthout cy knowledge and secondly the supply of 
alcoholic beverages was lij&ited. Because of the urgent need of 
clothing for the norkers, hor^ver, there was no other choice but to 
cor.ply, at loast partially, vith the requests of the SS. I succeeded 
in reducing considerably the oxchange delivery of alcohol and to dolivor 
merchandise for the r e m a ining part, in form of tobacco and other field 
rations, .such as toothpaste, razor blades etc. - As fjr as I can still 
reoeiaber today, about 500 to 750 bottles of wine otc. valued at about 
Rb 1200.— to Rli 1500.—, tobacco goods for about 3000.— to 50CO.— 
Reichsmark and field rations goods in the amount 'of approximately 
20,000.— Reichsmark wore delivered. Altogether, tho vdu# of tho ex¬ 
change deliveries in kind amounted to ipprox. 20,000.— to 25,000.— 
Reichsmark. Tho value of the dolivored clothing for ’.rhich several bills 
woro made »ut, most coit inly was much highor than this ."urount, I do not 
recall any oxact figures anymore. However, several deliveries with 
many thousands of itcus of clothing, f.i. suits, overcoats, undorwuar, 
drossos otc. have boon rocoivod. 

As fir as I reucabor, nc received invoices for ill deliveries which wore 
paid to tho SS- 2 conouic and administration loin Office, Borlin. The 
veluo of goods delivery*. in exchange, such as tho about 20 , 000 .— to 
25.000.— Reichsmark mentioned above wore deducted fraa tho invoice 
amounts. As i)r. .losobcc.. told lm, and :s it was confirood later by 
SS-Fuehror Burger, tr.cso .oods rcr* dustined for the SS trooped That 
Burger personally was supposed to get sooo of the 90 goods 
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ia not known to -e, and I have never heard anything about that either. 
The clearing with Berlin of the goods received oust have been settled 
by Burger. 

Dr. Duerrfeld also talked to SS-Fuohrer Pohl concerning the clothing 
for the equipment of the workers. Except for the supply with civilian 
clothing the plant uuva-eoent tried especially to procure working 
clothes, prctoctive clothing, f.i. rubber boots, gloves, acid proof 
clothing, protective vests etc. - The buying dep irtraont, in spite of 
the terrific difficulties, did everything in its power to satisfy this 
demand. The plants issuod to all workers, regardless ’/bother Comans, 
foreigners or prisoners, all available items, especially protective 
vests against the cold, of which we had procured ouch noro than 
30,000 piecos.

It is of courso obvious that tho woaring of woodon shoos is no plensuro 
as coenparod with tho woaring of loathor shoos. Tho wooden shoos, howovor, 
are 3till being worn today in tho entire choaioal industry. During 
my 2$ years of service with tho 1.0. Far ben Industrie I myself havo 
worn woodon shoos daily for at least 20 years in tho practico of my 
profession. Tho ease is dono by ay colleagues and 1 also know from my 
own oxporionce that in many plants of tho I.G. Ludwigshafcn, work without 
woodon shoos would be impossible because loathor shoos would bo destroyed 
in a short time becauso of tho particular ccnditicns of tho work.

damagos. I was sitting in tho Casino with Dr. Duorrfold, 
Assossor Schnoidor and sosao othor gontlomon unknwen to mu, 
in order to rogistor tho daaa&os in detail. For a ronsan unknown to 
do, an SS-Officor in tho equivalent rank of first lioutonont camo to 
our table. Dr. Duorrfold and tho other gcntloaon immediately assailed 
him and complained that thoro wr.s not enough hunt in the wor.'< coop 
Mcnowitz of tho caicontration carm. In tho courso of this discussion 
it was also pointed out that tho ccrc ;ntr .tion camp inaatos wore not 
sufficiently provided with wintor clothing. I 3till roraombor cxaotly 
that the gentlemen of tho I.G. insisted most cnergetically^hat thu 
prisoners should receive sufficient clothing and should bo treated 
humanely, 
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if they were expected to work. I did not hear what the SS-Officjr answer®. 

30 I was told later, the point was concerned that the leng distance 
heating installation of tho I.G., which served the SS-billcts as well 
as the barracks of the prisoners, was adjustod by tho SS in such a 
way that the SS-barracks were overheated and the prisoner barracks 
did not get enough heat.

From Octobor 19*il until the collapse in 19u5 I was cn enployoe of tho 
Ausclnritz Upper Silesia plant of the I.G. FarbenIndustrie A.G. - I was 
section chief thore. At first l .anag-d tho department "Labor Relations", 
lotor also tho legal dupartoont. I was subordinate to tho chief of the 
social dopartoont, Dr. "artin Rossbach. 

1.) Since activity did not really start on tho construction site of tho 
I.G. Auschwitz until tho fall of 19lil, it was quito natural that tho 
^instruction site sufforod free tho very first day to tho last undor 
a pormanont lack of skilled workers, ospocially supervising porsen- 
nol, because of a general shortage of skilled workers causod by tho 
war. Dr. Duorrfeld diroctod oil his offorts and concom toward tho 
task of relieving this shortage. In ordor to attain the !joal of 
regular working conditions two paths had to bo followod, one being 
tho elimination of wrc*i” dis ositiens concerning tho assi^uont of 
workors and avoiding the assign-sent of skilled workors to fiolds 
othor than their own,tho ot.wr boing tho fight against lazy workers, 
who ondangorod tho coralo -t t .0 ccnstructicn site, as urgently 
prescribed by tho authoritiesCh_ of the measures to equalizo, as far 

as possible, the shortage :f s’.: lied workers and suporvi3ory personnel. 
Dr. Duerrfold in October 19u2 hirod the foreman Fritz Fischer to 
whom a number of especially selected, qualified skilled workors wore 
gradually assigned, it was Fischor's task, with this staff called 
"Workers advisory council" 
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to constantly walk about the construction site end to relieve shortcomings 
in tho technical work through direct discussions with tte competent engineer, 
fore nan or assistant forsnan if possible, or - if they could not come to 
an understanding with the competent supervisor - to report to the plant 
management about their findings. In addition Fischer was charged with 
finding skilled workers whose skill was not being utilised and to assign 
work to then which was in acoordanco with their skill. It «cs also 
foreman Fischer's task to oxamine newly arrived workers for thoir 
professional skill; in doubtful casc3 Fischer ordored an examination 
of tho workor by the vocational training institution. 

2.) Tho work ora advisory council was later additionally employed in tha 
fight against loafing at work, nil reports about loafing and reports 
about violations of work discipline w^re at that time sent to tho Labor 
Office in Biolitz. Such a report caused, undor certain circuastancoa, 
a tr nsfor to the workors education ccmp ’•'adowitz, normally for 6-8 wooks. 
Tho roport to tho labor offico by tho I.G., howovor, was sont out only 
if internal uwasuros, such as writ ton reprimand, finas, makeup of tho 
lost working tirw, Sunday work, charge of tho lost working timo against 
vacation time oarnod, etc., w«-ro oxhaustod. Tho procoduro was not always 
uniform and difforent at various times. For ins tan co, at times tho re¬ 
ports from the firms w u rc eont directly to the labor offico, at others, 
howovor, thoy wore sont via thi I.G. to th- Ibor offico. 

Later, oil matters concerning foroijnors wc.ro taken over more and more 
by tho Gustapo end tho labor offico was gradually cxcludod. At that timo 
an ordor from tho Gestapo to tho counter intelligence a,ont of tho I.G. 
Auschwitz was i33ued which seated that eases concerning laborers who had

Sho forco conoistod of 
approx. 160 non. Toward tho ond of 1944 tho non still fit for nili- 
tnry service woro cellod up for sorvico ir. tho Vohraocht and 40 girls 
woro hired for auxiliary polico work, acotly conpulsory labor girls 
fron the Poich. 80 -1 of tho watchnon woro racial Gomans and Polos, 
soae of then 60 yoaro old ond over. Tho ovorago ago was about 50 yearn. 
Tho dutios of tho works polico woro ns follows: Policing tho works, 
checking idontity papora, chocking in- and outgoing ouppllos. patrol¬ 
ling tho works ond tho croa surrounding tho works, guarding nagazinoa 
and warehouses, guarding and patrolling tho ca=p to provont thiovorioo.

The weapons wore stored 
in tho ordinrncc aa^azine. Carbines were issued only on special occa¬ 
sions. She works polico nevor fired a shot except on the range. Around 
tho works, SS-ocntrios wero pootod ICO aetres apart. Zach gate rms 
guerdod by an SS-man bosides a works pollcoa-n. He was responsible 
for guarding tho inaates. The plants end tho cross excorcised con¬ 
trol over the inaates. The works polico was not allowed to uoddlo 
with the operation #f the works. 

To Guard egainot any evontualltios in consideration ef tho oxtont 
of tho v/orko uroa an auxiliary works police was organized to protoct 
tho '.forks and the coups against tho infiltration of Hussion doaoli- 
tion pa. tics. It was trained by tho Vohrarcht. Tho auxiliary \/or):n 
polico wan equlppod with carbines. They wero stored in tho ordlnanco 
nagazino. Tho auxiliary works polico nover saw actual sorrico. 

I do not know who la rooponaiblo for tho ir.vontlon of tho A-cnoo. 

I only know that thoro was on agrooaont betw on tho works and tho anti¬ 
aircraft unit. Any ascortions frea whatover sourco to the effect that 
tho works police had boon usod against ca;:p IV do not corroepond with 
actual f cts. Only on one occasion was the works oolico soon drilling 
in tho day-tiao and only in a group of about X! sen. Tho drills took 
plnro in tho area botv^on crap IV and VI. Shoy narchcd in a northern 
diroction. I haro also hoard ef tho caso ?orosba which, howovor, 
nust have taken place before 16/17 Januro*' 1945.

Tho works police never had occaalon for an action against foreigners. 

I have cover heard of a sabotage act within tho works. Neither 
havo I hoard of oxco3ses coauitted by foreigners against Gornans, not 
evon In tho critical tine. Kar.y of tho feroigners, particularly Xutch- 
oon and 3clgiann, held responsible peats. Distributing and Issuing 
moal tolcons and ration cards was in tho hands of theso peoplo. Tho 
aajority of tho cooks wero also foreigners, i.c., lUtcheon, Bolgians, 
Fronchaon, Polos and Italians. 

I havo nc kccvlcdgo of lootings in the works and tho crops. It 
lo true that now and then a burglary tock placo cf a warohouoo or u 
construction ohod. In the tain, food and clothing was stolon. Tho 
Investigation wan ir. tho hands cf tho polico. Ir. caso tho worko pev 
lico hoi already intervened thore always occurrod difforcncos with tho 
polico. 

I havo r.o knowlodgo of 15 I.G. ouployocs having boon shot. This 
is un ur.truo statosont of ^irgonaator 3utz. I an unablo to find a 
reaoon for it. 

Sach Gornar. had to sign a declaration concerning tho secrecy of 
works patents and aloe ccncorr.ing tho intercourse with innatos. 
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I do not rcap::ber a single caso where an innate «r a foreigner had 
beer. beaten by a Geraan. "oworer, I had Been i mates beat on by their 
fellows, the cepoB. Innatca were osplcyad in the warehouse to hand 
out supplies. Mien a Gcraan needed anything for his Job it wae given 
to hin by an innate. This wap the case in the electrical supplies aa- 
gazino, the wood-working shop, otc. I alwpys w b shewn consideration 
ar.d friendliness by the attendants thoro. 

I reacabor that the aanageaent causod an extra ration of cigtrcttos 
to bo distributed osorg the innate* after tho first air raid of 2C 
August 19-4. 

I should llko to add a few porscnal roaarks. Voson and childror. 
woro ovacuatod on 18 January 1945. The VoUcseturn was callod up. I 
who tep norgoar.t with tho second co pnr.y. This coupany coneiotod of 
60 acn drawn frem tho works polico. -, o hold tho loft bank sf tho 
Vistula. Dircktcr Er. EWorrfcU was with us in the bunkor until 23 
January and said tc us in parting: B Tnko good enro that nothing will 
bo stolen." Vo wore forced te leave Auschwitz in tho ovonlng cf 2P 
January. Tho RuBclnr.a wore attacking or.d the Vchrcacht was no lorgor 
soon. Tho nocond cc^sany was incorporated into tho Vohrnocht at tho 
ond of i.arch. I was tokor. prisoner cn 9 Kay and was oor.t to Auschwitz. 

I was a prisoner of tho ^usslant until Soptoabcr 1945, thon tho cufip 
wao taken ovor .y tho ToIcb. When I was discharged on 2 Cctobor 1945 
the cwrp eonuiandor, a Polish captain, allowed so 48 hours to rouain in 
Auschwitz and to visit ay foraor hoaa. Tho Poles, whoa I knew boforc, 
gavo jo a frior.dly woIcojc and a copious soal. Vhor. I loft Auschwitz 
ovorybody I know gavo ao plenty of provisions for ay trip hoao. 
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If wo, a* Gcraans, had act behaved decently toward the foreigners in 
Auschwitz, I would hardly have been shown thoso considerations.

In their uniforms and aopoaronco they mado a 
distinctly unuilitary lkprosalon. Their bearing failed to connand tho 
roquired rocpoct. Tho individual ox?plcyoo cone into contact with than 
only at the entranco to tho works, whoro the works polico oxaninoi 
identity card* and chod: ad in- and outgoing a pplies. Tho works po¬ 
lico also handled roporte and Investigations concerning property delicts 
and thefts of works supplies. In addition, tho works police patrolled 
tho works end tho area surrounding it. oscpcially after quitting tiao. 

Or. thoir beats they usually car-iod engines 
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I have novcr seen the wcr::s police being used to supervise workers, oithor 
foreigners or inmates. 

(2) Th£ Alju*u Company was cado up of Gcraa n p3rsonnol who had soon 
sorvicc lr. tho ’(fohraacfct and who wore subject to Vohrcacht ordors. 

Tho;' wore led by reserve officers. I nysolf wra not a nenbor of this 
alarm co-xpany but have learned fren tho caployeos of uy plant thr.t thoir 
training, which was mostly held outsido regular work hours, consisted 
cf formal military drills. I havo never heard that tho alarn co.xpony 
over sew actual service. Tho alarm co pony was crgor.isod on higher 
nilitary ordors as a protection against parachutists. Tor its ucabers,

I, 7.bt1 3 a y o r , residing at Feuaa r kt/Oberpfal;, Sandetr. 22 
1/3, have been informed that I uake nyself lieble to punishnent toy 
rondoring a false affidavit. I affiru that ay statements are truo and 
wore aade in order to toe introduced as evidence toefore the Military 
Tribunal VI at the Palace of Justice, Riroetoerg, Gcraany. 

(1) Froa 1 June 1943 until 17 January 1945 I was manager of the gas 
laboratories, low prossure soction, in the Auschwitz works of I.O. 
Fartoonindustrio A.G. Ky type of work brought it about that I could get 
a good view of the Farbon plants which were than in the courso of con¬ 
struction in Auschwitz, an d about tho working conditions prevailing 
thero. 

(2) In addition to Gomans thoro woro froo foroign workors, as woll 
no prinonors of war and liviatoc of tho concentration easy Auschwitz, 
ooployod in tho local Farbon works. Tho inoatos wero housod in a npo- 
cial labor cncp, situated south of tho works and diroctly on tho rood, 
which was guardod and adainistored toy tho SS. 

During ay oaploymont thoro I gainod tho definlto inprosoion tJuit 
tho work's aanogoaent, and particularly Dr. Duorrfold. would hnvo pro- 
forrod to construct tho plants without tho labor of prisoner?. Tholr 
onployacnt, howovor, was ordcrod by the higher plAnning euthoritios 
nnd labor allocation officos, and tho work's nanagesent apparently had 
no opportunity to replace froo workors toy orisoners who woro cither 
largely unfit 
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or partly unwilling to work. Tho labor gituatioa =ado thi6 obviously 
lspossi'jlo. 

(3) Dr. IXiorrfold did whatevor ho oould within his powers to im¬ 
prove the work’s labor conditions and the fete of the prisoners. To 
quoto noroly one lnstanco, upon his initiative a so-called "building 
soup" or "Buna-soup" was sorvod, in addition to tho food issued by 
tiia coup ndnlnistration which was responsible for feeding tho iiuiaton. 
Due to his suggestion and efforts, too, a systca of prises for pri¬ 
soner n was inaugurated. 

(d) It is out of the question to assert that no heavy labor could 
hava bcon donanded froa the prisoners on account of thair state of 
health. It is of couroo truo that anongat thea wore also bo:jo w’.io 
nppoarod Loss suitablo for heavy physical labor. The work’s nnnogouent 
always triod in such caaos to eosign thoso wonkor prisoners to dotrilfl 
which were in lino with thoir physical strongth. The fact is that n 
largo nuabor of thoa also did highly skillod work. Kany prisoners 
woro cnpioyod r.s clerks in tho payroll office or in olnilnr plant do- 
pnrtaants. 

(5) It is not truo that during work lees favorable conditions woro 
• • 

imposed on prisoners than on Screen or froo foroign workers. Actually, 
at nnay construction projocto and ossccbly Jobs tho vnrious labor ccv- 
togorios, including tho prisoners, had boor working together.

It Is particularly oat of the question to describe labor conditions 
in tho Auschwitz works itself as having been cruel in any way. Thin 
applies equally as well to the hours, speed and types of work. 1 also 
would like to add that tho work was facilitated and sachanizod by an 
exceptionally large nunber of building red other machines. Thin erra¬ 
tic projoct cftild never have been materialized without their aid. 

(6) During ay entire stay at Fnrhcn'a Auschwitz plants I havo 
occasionally noen innate* to stoohlc end drop while working, ^it this 
was hardly duo to tho rigors of their labor. I never taw a prisoner 
dio whilo working. 

(?) I ea conpolled to say, concerning tho prisoner's output, that 
none of then considerably lagged behind othor categories of workoro. 

Tho work's aanngcncnt pcccptcd this saallcr porforcanco and took it into 
account when resigning its labor schodulo. 

(8) I havo no knowlcdgo of Farben having usod forco to incroaso 
tho prinonor'o output. If my corroctlvc uoaturos had actually been 
eppliod, I suroly weald havo had to hoar about thoa. 

It is truo. howovor, that during ay ontlro poriod of onploynont 
I havo twico witnossod forenon bo-ting an inzoAto at tho construction 
si to. I cannot say why this happened, but In any caso thoy vero not 
sorious aistrcatccnts. 
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It Is true that in ooac casos capos - who on their part rIso woro innrv- 
tes - let thcasolvcs b; carried away to bent their co-prisoners. 

I r.lso know, however, that tho work's naneganent and especially 
Dr. Qiorrfold condconod such aistreataonta in tho nost outspoken aannor. 
It was gen-rally known nil ovor tho plants that tho. work's Bcuuigonont 
strictly prohibited tho illtreataont of personnel ao wc’.l as of innetos. 
At nany plant conforoncos Dr. Duorrfold roitoratod this injunction and 
ho onjoined its strictest observation. When coning to his attention, 
he investigated any cases of naltrontnents or other abuses which, con¬ 
sidering thoso difficult tiaos, could hardly havo been conplotoly avoid¬ 
ed with 33,000 non at work. 

(9) I havo novor hoard anything that prisonors wore threatened with 
torturoc, not to sponk of gassings, in ordor to erko theu work bardor, 
and I consider thio also as conplotcly irposoiblo. 

(10) During all tho tlno I was working in 1943 and 1944 for Farbon 
In Auschwitz I noticed only twice that innatos woro abusod by their 
C^pos. Tills fret also shows clearly thrt it ovidontly c-uinot bo truo, 

If anybody should orko such an assertion, that it was a coinon practlco 
of driving on prisonors by lashes. 

( 11 ) I personally witnossod prisoners unloading ccaont. Thoy un¬ 
loaded tho ccncnt tho sos:o way as it would havo boon dono anyvfhoro else 
In the world. 
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Cpe<o 5 cf original) 

Sono 2C to 30 iriaonorB worked at It a.t r spoed which nlcht be described 
as oultc nornel. 

I never bpw prisoners carry c<xvxt or stcnca #n double tlno. 

If Buch a thln^ had happened I would Burely have noticod or at least 
heard ebout it. 

12. ) Tho laylr.* of cabloa, too, was carried out in the custonar-y nennor, 

at tho usual apoed and with bropks. It 1b out of tho question to 
dcacrlbo thin work as apocially hard, and I could absolutol not 
iua^ino how cabloa could bo layod any difforently. As fax m I know, 
this typo of work was dono by outBldo flrns and not by ?arbcn porsonnol. 

13. ) If at tho work's ccnatruction Blto a urisonor aufforod ar. accldont,

Dr. OTBBETJ1D told no that those workers woro rocolving exactly' 
tho sono food an<* treatment as tho OercAn w-rkors. He nontionod 
that this noasure carried out on his ordors, w\s in oontmdiction 
to tho directions by the appropriate Gauleiter who had drnondod that 
tho P^lloh workers woro to be dealt with noro strictly.

rogrettablo in a fire of tho sixo of I.G. 

Dr . DJH U FoLl: I rust protest here. Tho accusation that n largo firm 
doos not show tho ri, ht spirit is baaod horo upon tho ro- 
grottablo offonso of an individual. 

D r. STE LIiiAAO: I did. not say that thoro was not?°l ht spirit in tho 
managoiront of the I.G., but I did say that this managonont did 
not nuccood in o;Toading this spirit to its lovjost outhoritioo. 

Guarary: Altogether, I gainod tho ieprossion that tho Ministry has 
found a "caso" which it is unwilling to abandon, all tho more 
sinco it concoms tho I.G.

The prisonero worked for so no 
carpenters. In keeping with the principles of the plant ednlni strati on, 

I holpod the prisonero aa beet-I could. Th« prisonero were never overworked 
at the carpenter shop. Tho shop was heated in wintor. Tho shop had the 
best of equipment. All official industrial regulations were obnervod, 
oo that there cc*ild never bo^accidont during the course of work. It 
goes without saying that no prisoner was ever oletreated. Geraano, 
foreigners and prisoners worked together In coeploto harmony. 


In order to iaprovo living condition for tho prioonors, I 
succeeded in procuring supplementary food for them almost every day. 

In addition to camp rations, from the time thet prlscnors '/ore firnt 
employed. I was able to do thio thanks to the understanding anl good-will 
of tho mess administration of the Auschwitz plant. 1 cr 2 containero 
Of food were procured every day for the prisoners working «n tho carpenter 
shop alone.

Thl« food was teken free: the kitchen to the place of work, In electric 
carte. The Plant Adsinistratlea always displayed complete understanding 
for =y efforts to iapreve the living and working conditions of the 
prisoners.

I, Hans '-OJIS, Graduate Engineer, resident of Ludwig shafen on the 
Shine, Schwalbenwe-32, have been warned that I as liable to punish¬ 
ment, if I make a false affidavit. I herewith affira that ay state¬ 
ment is true and was cade in order to be submitted as cvidonee before 
the Uilitary Tribunal in the Palace of Justice in Nuremberg, Germany. 

In 1939, I entered the ecyloy of the I.G. Farbonindustrie Aktien- 
gesellschaft, in its plant at Ludwigshafen on the Rhino, as a 
graduate engineer, and I worked there as. plant engineer in the LK 
nepertoertat first end lator in the Zw Department. In 1942, I was 
ordored to the assembly administration at the I.G* Plant in Auachwltx, 
and at first I collaborated on tho construction, technical and 
organisational problers of the Auschwitx and Buna and Vachlno Section. 
In the Fall of 1943, I novod to Auschwitt and workod as an assombly 
enginoer in the Buna Soction until December 1944. 

The employment of &vlish prisoners of war at tho I.G. Plant in 
Auschwitt was at first lLnitod to tho :Xina plant and the machine 
shop. Relations betifoon tho German employees and tho Englishman wore 
absolutely correct. Tho plant engineers and master workers In charge 
of the distribution of .ork cosfliod with the roquosts of tho English 
unit leaders in evory rospoct. Tho Englishmen woro primarily interested 
in doing outsido wbrk, in one group, as far as possible. 
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Thia request was coined with weather permitting. In this connection, 
the system of tim-off for fulfilment of work quota was develpped, 
by mutual agreement bo tween the Buna and machine sector. The 
working program and the distribution of work ware discussed with 
the English dot-ail loaders and the work quota was fixod. Upon 
completion of their Job, tho English prisonors-of-war could 
loavo their placo of work and devoto thenselvos to sports or other 
in to reate in thoir camp. Tho Englishmen enthusiastically filled 
their quote of work as had been agreed upon, and wore for tho 
most part through by noon-tire. Upon tho roquost of tho Englishoon, 
wo la tor compilod thoir time-off, so that for tho moat part, the 
prisoner*! core to tho building sito only four days a waok. Wo. 
actod so generously t'jat wo did not report tho froquor.t, naturally 
Illicit woek-cni trips of tho English prisono-s of w»r to noar-by 
localities or oven to Katowico. During their ahsonco. thoso English 
prisoners of war saigglod foroign substitutes into the Stalag. 

Tho authorVbios finally found out about bhoso occurrences, whon,

‘ while looking fur German youths, they mado a chock at tho 

Katowice Railroad station and found a few English jrisonors of 
war in tho uniform of tho French voluntoar Labor Servioo. A fow of 
tho Englishman rofucod to co-oporato, but thoir own comrades sot 
them to rights, in ordor not to Jeopardize this oxccplary tloo- 
off system which wo had voluntarily agreed upon with them. 
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Accordtog to the Geneva 8onv«ntion, officers and non-connl seicned of¬ 
ficer a free the rank of sergeant and up, were not required to work. 

If, however, in order to escape oppreeaive ldleneae, they had once 
decided to woric, they too could he put to writ. We arranged this 
work in such a aanner, that they served at detail leaders and 
interpreters. 

Wo always respectod the custoet and habits of the 2 kg.ll ah pri¬ 
soners of war, and oven allowed than to prolong their bronkfast- 
tiro nuch longer than the prescribed tine, so that they prepare tea and 
aako toost. As far as I can rcseabor, the Goman officers and 
guards at tho Stalag also behaved eorroctly towards the Ik.gl 1 oil¬ 
men. During woric-tiao, tho Goman guards usually stayoA sonowhoro in 
tho offices. Frequently, tho English dotall loadort had to go look 
for their Oeraan guards, boforo rotumlng to tho caap. 

In tho nachine dopartaont, ospeoially in Kastor VlTIHZR'e section, 
nutual relations aaong tho wortcors thoro woro so good that a f©w 
Englitfinon workod in bluo work clothes as loading aochanics and 
wolders and woro In chargo of foroi^i and even Goman workers. 

The Snglishncn thoro woro also vory fond of repairing tho notor- 
cyclos belonging to the plant enginoors, becaueo they could then 
drive tho aotor-cyclos around tho plant area on test rides. 

On tho whole, tho DngHsfcaen led a veiy ressrvod and socludod

Ono of 
tho sain products of this organic departaent was aethanol and its 
ty-produots. Tho first installation for tho production of nothanol 
was oot up in leuna in 1923. Thus, from the very boginning, I was 
foci liar with aothaccl prediction and I took part in, and influoncod 
tho wholo technical dovolopoont of this product. Daring tho war, 
whon nothanol production was etopped up I thoreforo, frequently 
astod as technioal oxport at the various nothanol plants. Thus I 
also worked on nothanol production at the Auschvi tx rks of tho 
Z.O.Tarbonindustrlo. 

2 ) In ordor to increase tho oalo of our nothanol, wo startod in 
193®i to exporinent with nothanol as liquid aotor fuol as a 
substitute for gasollno. 

Among other tosts, the 1.0. took part in a largo 
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scalo reliability teat drive for trucks, using domestic fuels. 
I>uria« the course of this teat, rotor vehicles driving on nattanol 
mve a very favorable performance. 

Methanol reaearch in the field of motor technic proved that thij 
fuel wna very useful to obtain top a-tor porfc rtanowe. For this 
reason, methanol was mainly used aa fuel for short distance races. 
But methanol as fuel had also di aftdvnntagi s. Thus, because of its 
reduced heating quotient por kilo ns compared to that of gnsolino.. 
the fuel consumption for overy 100 k=. was considerably greator 
at tho usual comproosion than that of jnaolir.e. For motor races 
over long distances, acthanol was, thorefero, used lose frequently. 
Another disadvantage wt its lncreasqd solubility uhich moans that 
nil sediments in tho tank and the lacquer would dissolvo and 
choke tho carbur-tb-r. This resulted in a considerable roverso^^ 
when we tried to Introduce methanol as a ar trr fuel. Tho motorcar 
of President HI2GflT3'J» mis teeporarily driven on mrthanol. But, 
whon during a representative rl<*c, the car stopped because of a 
choked carburettor and the Prosidont had to chango over to anothor 
motor-car, wo lost the goodwill and support of thc'Gcroan authoritio 
Tho abova-uon timed examples are meant to indicato tho possibili- 
tios and difficulties of a acthanol plant. 
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3) Due to the greet fuel shortage during the *ar, the SS referred 
back to those pro-war experiments and aade arrangements with 
the Belch Bureau for Chemistry for delivery of 100 to 150 ton of 
aethanol In tho first stage of distillation (Vorlauf). 

This is a by-product of nethanol with tho general characteristics 
of that product. But it does not pay to refine it Into pure 
nethanol. The Belch Bureau for Chemistry granted the application 
of the Haffen SS for dollvory of this type of nethanol. Dio 
■Dcpartaent for Oils* lssuod the necosaary Instructions for dollvory 
to tho SS unite concerned. 

Ihus, I ronenber that so it of this nethanol was sont to a training 
group of tho Vhffon SS near 7ienna where lt/uscd as notor fuol 
for tanks and nrnored cars. I remember this lnstanco bocauso 
wo received a complaint froa SP22B and I*HBL nskln* for tho 
reasons for tho dollvory of nethanol to tho Vaffcn SS.

2) Rolnforced concroto chimneys consist of a bcoo and ft rein¬ 
forced concroto shaft, which is o tube of conical shape, tho dlaicotor 
and wall thickness of which docroeso towards tho top. Thooo 
chimneys sorvo for tho romovcl cf smoko and othor gasos. Tho opociol 
idvcntngon of carrying cut the construction in reinforced concroto 
are the smaller weight of tho ontiro building end tho ccopleto 
nbocnco of cricks, ts the cutside is well as the inside of the 
concroto are reinforced by e closo network of rcund iron br.rB, 
running horizontally as well as vertically. Tho purpose of tho 
chimney at Auschwitz was tho removal of dust and vi etc gecos free 
the carbide plant, and therefore unlike tho chimneys for heating, 
did not require the special protection of ea insido lining. 

3.) The construction of the chimney base is not executed very 

differently free the foundation of other buildings, e* 
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it consists of tin approximately circular block of concrete, about 
15 o across and 2.50 metera thieve, which ie reinforced in the 
normal renner by raind iron bar*. The labor needed for the execution 
of that part of the building la snail cospared to the labor 
required for the entire chlcney, as the iron rsinf orceimte and 
the concreto can be conpleted by a teas of 10 to 15 oen In approx. 

2 weeks. The work preceding the construction of the base. such 
as tho digring of the construction pit and the sinking of lege 
for tho foundation vaa not carried out by the firm of WATS5 4 

rrrT/vG a.g. 

The manufacture of the shaft is a highly spocielised Job. 

Tho firm of "aYSS & 5"52Y?aG a.g. vr.s the only fir* in Germany llconsed 
to use tho eteel casing specially constructed for that purposo. 

The difficulty lies in the ftet that tho dinmoter of tho shnft 
which is epprox 120 a. high, docrei.sos from about 9.CC motor at 
tho brso to tbcut 5.00 meter r.t the top. In addition,, tho thickness 
of tho wr.il decreases from 25 cu (t tho br.so to 15 cm ct tho top 
(aoaouronento of tho Aascnvits chi.inoy) in accordanco with tho 
roouiromento of stability. Tho greet height of the construction 
as well ».o tho s;*ll -mll-thlckness and tho great strain exortod 
upon tho materiel by ita own voight and the wind pressure made it 
necessary to employ a snail team of specially treined skilled wor¬ 
kers. familiar with the prccosa, so that only about 6 non in the 
team could be unskilled laborers. Conscientious oxocutlon of the 
work is of prime importance 
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ta a smell fealty spot mey endanger the entire construction. 
Consequently, the fira of ”AYSS & 7H5YTAG elveys refrained free 
rushing the workers or pitting them at piece rates end merely 
defended the best possible quality of work. 

The steel casing consists of an exterior i-nd an intorior circle 
of sheet metel, 2.50 a high and is suspended fron a kind of crane 
which is being rated as the work progresses and which suracunts 
tho platform by about 5.60 a. Both crane and platform are supported 
by a sca-f folding which is set up in the centre of the chimney and 
rr.ised as the work progrosses. A conveyor to lift the concroto and 
tho reinforcing bars, as well to a nixing machine situated at 
the btso of tho chimney comploto tho oquipnent at tho building olto. 

Corresponding to tho height of tho shoot rctal casing, tho shaft 
is boing made in soctloos of 2.50 coters rt a tine. First the 
roinforcing bars are being laid down, tho cioing is being pulled 
up by 2.50 a by means of a pulley and the concroto poured in. 

Theso phases of work can bo completed in ono d ly, so that tho chlnnoy 
grows by a maximum of 5 x 2.50. i.o. 12.50 meters per wook. 

As in addition to tho procoeaes of work described above, thoro aro tho 
raining of the working platform and the extension of the scaffold¬ 
ing by 2.50 motors oaoh time, it --ay easily bo refilled that 
a highly skilled end strong team is roquirod for this work; 
howover, their number cannot exceed 0-10 non, as tho ring-shaped 
platform only penits such a small number to bo employed end 
in view of the fact that the comparatively thin well of the shaft 
only cffords a very restricted starting point for the work. 

In addition 2-4 men at the base of tho chimney are carting up 
sand and cement, operating the mixing mchine, filling the concrete 
into the conveyor-buckets and pullinc then up by means of tho electric 
winding machine. 45 
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If 12 sen f re e.-ployed given c working tine of 10 week*,10 week* 
x 6 days x 12 -»n i.e. 720 days' work wore soent on the shaft. 

CVing to the great precieion required for the work far exceeding 
the one needed for ordinary concreto work, e* well os cwlng to the 
cranped conditione at the building eite, the teen suet ho very well 
adapted to etch other. as the worker# hive to concentrate all thoir 
attention on their work and through the greet height of the chlmoy 
ere In a dancorcus position. safoty reasuros were of ccurso defended 
and euporvieed by the supervisory authority. The safety measures 
ccnelotod mainly in er-fety nets which were oxtendod on the cwteido 
of the chimney below the casing and pulled higher as the work progres¬ 
sed. Tho firm of VaYSS A J-SYTaG a.O. built many chlanoyi in this way 
with hardly any f<tal cccidonts occurring through anyone falling 
to his doith. 

4) I do not know of any accidents in tho ccoo of Auschwitt oithor. 
Oily o fow prisenors havo boon onplcycd at the construction of 
that chlnr.oy; noroly in view of tho nothod of construction outlinod 
cbovo, thoro can bo no quostion at all of 3000 deaths having beon 
ccueed among tho many prisoners ongtgod in the construction of the 
chirinoy, an allegation which to ny kncwlodge is being mintcined 
by tho Prooocution.

Words only must bo used to 
kcop then at their work. It is imnterial whether the guard uses 
Gorman or a foreign Innguago for the purposo. The prisoner knows 
well enough wiiat is required of him. 

I request that appropriate instruction on thoir duty in 
this respect, the reasons for which arc obvious, bo given to the 
leader of tho working party every Monday without fail.

342/38 Iliployncnt on a larger scale of Prisoners sentenced in Courts 
of law. 

Tho shortage of nan-power renders necessary tho enploynent on a 
largor scale on productive w>rk of prisonors sentenced by Courts 
of law. In connection with tho enploynent of prisonors sontcncod 
by Courts of Ian, tho District and Local labor Cfficos will observe 
tho following instructions laid down by tho P.oich Uinistor of Justico. 
I, All prisoners sontcncod by courts of law uho aro at all capablo 
of working trill bo sot to work.

Only in very oxeoptional 
cases can specially choson individual prisenors bo dotniled, if 
sorving short sontcncoa or finishing their sentoncos. 

IH. (Indoor work). 

As tho Roich Minister of Justico has reduced tho nunbor of indoor 
workors, and Intends to limit unproductive work for contracting 
finas, (aco Section I), those prisoners employed on indoor work 
will in future also bo available for increased productive work. 

Work in tho iron and metal industries, and for tho construction 
material industry should be mentioned hero as being particularly 
urgent. 

Women prisenors may also bo considered for icploynent in tho •aiming 
and fish-canning industry. Employment in the 
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iron and metal industry will be facilitated by the fact that 
fchefo are about 0000 metal workers among the prisoners, The 
Reich Minister of Justice has therefore Stated that ho is pre¬ 
pared to set up motal works in ths penitentiaries. This will 
mean settling the appointment of technical staff in particulari 
making machines and tools available, and ensuring a supply of 
raw materials. Ibis will be the first task of those firms placing 
the orders. The question should bo exaninod whether thoro is not an 
lamedlate possibility of absorbing prisoners as manpower direct 
into the industrial contracting firms, when sotting up special 
works for tho penitentiaries, bearing in mind that the construction 
of these works will toko a considerable time and will postpone the 
increased employment of prisoners. It Is assumed here that looked 
roans, halle, or spociil buildings are avnilablo for tho prisoners. 
If tho prisoners aro unablo to roturn to the penitentiaries ovory 
day, it will bo necossary to oonsldor billoting in outsido work 
camps in this coso also. 

IV.Vfhorovcr it is not possible to organise enploynont of convicts 
centrally, bccauso of tho nocossity of arranging tho prisenors 
according fco ago and profession, tho ponitontiary staff, tho agri¬ 
cultural sot-up in tho area of the institution, and any othor parti¬ 
cularities when hiring prisoners for indoor and outdoor work, thon 
tho appropriate employment of the prisoners will havo to bo sottlod 
locally. 

Tho Presidents‘of tho Provincial Labor Offices should therefore get 
into touch immediately with the Public Prosecutors, in ordor by 
their close cooperation to 
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gaih a survey of the available employment possibilities for indoor

and oltdoor work in tholr districts. If the increased employment 
of convicts 1 6 to lead shortly to any alleviation of the shortage 

of manpower, all relevant work and negotiations must bo put through 

■ 

with the greatest speed. 

The district representatives of the industrial branches competent to 
employ prisoners according to the principles set down above will also 
take part in the negotiations (iron and metal industries, tiles, 
building materials, canning industries etc., public works con¬ 
tractors, regional faraors' associations, regional forestry officials 
etc.) in order to bo ablo to find - ut about the firas and projects 
in quostion ns quickly as possible. If as a result of the negotiations, 
it * uld appear that largo scale employment of prisoners is absolutely 
necessary (for oxaaplo at harvest time) I w?uld ask to bo infomod 
immediately ao that I can approach tho Roich liinistor of Justlco with 
tho suggestion that for tho tino boing jrisenors bo transferred from 
othor criminal ponitontiarics or free tho ^island camps. 

In donjunctlon with tho abovo, and with tho Roich Docroo of 23 
July 1937 No. 4533 - III s 9U6 - I herewith docroo tho following : 

1. All prisoners capable of work aro to bo employed os far os possiblo 
on work of goneral importance, especially for tho accomplishment of 
tho Four Year Plan. 

2. Prisoners capablo of outdoor work one to be caployod first and 
foremost on outdoor work. Pri* ners who aro not suitable for outdoor 
work are to be tnkon for serious productive indoor work. Croat store 
is laid on tho employment of these prisoners in tho iron and metal 
industry. 
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3. The PUblic Prosecutors (Geriebalstaatsanwaelte) should get in 
touch immediately with the Presidents of the Provincial Labor

Offices on the subject of the eaplo^nent of prisoners/indoor and 
outdoor work, and slruld keep in constant teudh with thooi ^hoy 
should in particular send the Provincial Labor Offices any documents 
necessary for the settleecnt of prison labor employment. 

Should it appear from the negotiations that largoscalo employment 
of prisoners (e.g. at harvest tino) is absolutely nocessary, I 
should bo info mod of this immediately.

However, lif6 oontinuee eocohow until finally 
the limits of human suffering have boon roached and 
dosporate, mod rdvico incites the sufforors from tho 
apathy which procedcs tho crisis. Humanity arcuses it¬ 
self and tho bor.de of habit slacken. Tho power of thought 
comes into its owr. and humanity greedily absorbs tho 
teachings of hope, dreams, or revenge whic oro brought 
to it by tho very air ... ’ But who 
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can aay hew much can be borne and in what direction 
people will finally try to escape their misfortunes. "

"In the peace treaties which ended the world war 
the right of self-determination as a generally valid 
and applicable lew has been completely abandoned 
or at least violated in cany paragraphs. Since the 
solemn proclamation of thie principle it has often 
been used as an excuse fcr restless elements in 
various countries in their protest pgainet the 
existing state authority. It hee led to many at¬ 
tempts being cede to wrest by force the so¬ 
vereignty over c district or a municipality from the 
hands of those who have held this sovereignty for 
a long time and practiced it with full authoiity. 
iletione eager to expand their territory have basod 
thoir territorial claims on self-determination.Tith 
the word self-determination a now spirit of destruc¬ 
tion has come into the intorior end foreign policy 
of the world." (P.70). 

* ... Everything wae precariously bolonced and 
nothing was impossible. Winter 1918/1919)- L»-ter 
evente off r no excueo for the delay ir. tho peace 
activities. It was not olever diplomacy and foresight 
that saved the world from a great catnetrcphe at 
that time but the fortunate circumetancea that a 
nation accustomed to obedience did r.ot permit 
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itself to be misled by the enemies of the existing 
order, (p.84 ) 

"... It nay seen surprising th3t the great 
powers were so willing to support the new method 
(the mandate system) to gain an apparently limited 
control of the conquered territories and did not 
try to gain full control of thee. One need not 
look very far for a good and practical reason. If 
Germany's colonies had been distributed among the 
victorious powers according to the old method and 
had been made over to then immediately with full 
eovereignity, Geraany -would have demanded rightly 
that the value of such cessions of territory should 
be counted against any reparations to which such 
a power was entitled. Ihereae the league of Nations 
distributed mandates allegedly in tho interest of 
the inhabitants of the colonies and euch mandates 
wore to bo accepted by tho powers as a duty and 
not as a means towards the acquisition of now pro¬ 
perties. Thus, by this mandatory oyetom, Germany 
lost her territorial property which would have 
considerably decreasod her debtr towards the 
Allies while, in fact, the latter gained the 
German colonies without losing any claim to re¬ 
parations. In its actual effect the apparent 
altruism of tho mandate system worked in favor 
of the selfieh end meterial interests of the 
powers who accepted such mandates. " (Pago 116/117). 

"... His (7ileor.s) high plane of thought and his 
lofty ideals made him blind to the base motives 
which, it ecems, were responsible for the gene¬ 
ral concurrence with his beloved mandate system." 
(page 119). 
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" ... The impression which it (the treaty) makes 
is disheartening and causes regret ana disappoint¬ 
ment. The peace conditions seen, to be unspeakably 
hard and discouraging, whilst cany of them appear t" 
me to be impossible to fulfill.

I woe in London whero I diecuesed tho treaty with 
a number of English statesmen. Prom their opinions 
I noted the following: "It is agreed thrt tho treaty 
was unwise and useless, that it was conceived of 
intrigue and fostered by covetouer.oss and would 
cause rather th:n prevont wars." cne of the leadore 
of political thought in Groat Britain eoid: "The 
only recognisuble purpose of tho League of Nations 
appears to be that of endowing with lasting llfo 
a number of unjust regulations which hrve beer, 
forced upon ue." (Page 206/207).

» ... undoubtedly the main source of reparations 
oust spring from the lowerin b cf the pro-war standard 
of living of tho German nation. Such a reduction is, 
however, practically impossible wit'iout dversely affect¬ 
ing the standard of living of the working classes and 
therein lies the great danger of the worker's productive 
ccpacity being similarly reduced. 7ith a lowered output 
and a reduction of tho flow of new capital the manufac¬ 
turing capacity of tho whole country must bo cut down. 

For this reason it appoars to be natural enough fox tho 
fears that tho ontiro plan for reparation payments, no 
foreseen at present, will collap'eo and once more plunge 
tho world into political and economic chaos, to bo-ccao 
more widespread and stronger. !l (Page 54). 

The offoct of tho reparations ie oxtromely un¬ 
fortunate and damaging, it is possibly tho groatoet 
obstacle to the oconomlc recovery of tho world, which, 
in itsolf, is of far greater interest to the allied coun¬

Secondly, 
by the formulation of demands, the fulfilment of which is 
literally inposeible, it makes itself ridiculous and causes 
more unrest in Europe than has ever been known. The treaty, 
which exceeds the bounds of possibility, has settled proc- 
O tically nothing.

futuro ,when the betrayal of Paris is recognized fer what 
it is. 

For easily understandable roasons of historical experi¬ 
ence which everyono nu3t rocognize, in Paris powerful in¬ 
fluences wore at work which, actuated by their anxiety for 
the futuro security of Prence, donandod that the peace 
should comploto thu destruction of the economic life of 
oentral Europo which tho war hod already so adequately 
O begun."

THE LESSON TAUGHT BY THE THIRTIES 
Donocrccy in need of cccnonic propose. 

Uhrt can be done to eelve the psychological probleu 
in Gernany ? Evidently thoro ie but one noth: 
a progrra which ie reychclcgicrlly end oconcoicolly 
cocrdinrted. Net until the Germans h'vc a nininuu 
cf eocurity, food rnd shelter rad r chanco tr 
werk and tc inprove their position will my pre- 
gran succeed v/hich ie aiding rt a psychological 
change. Until thoro is a psychelogical reorien¬ 
tation, cccnonic assistance, in;, rove cent and 
independence would constitute - dangorcue a:rt- 
grge on the future. Shepard Stcnc ("The Now Ycr); 
Tiaoe Magazine" , 26 January 1947). 

Twe graphic illustrations fora the cere of this 
article. They portray the effect which the cccnonic 
end social dietresc cf the early thirties had cn tho 
rceulte cf the olcctione for the Reich diet of that 
period. There ie nothing novel in tho fact that in 
a dcnocracy thcro is c ccrrolation botwoon the ccc- 
'nonic situation cf r. country and tho results cf elec¬ 
tions. tfhat tho illustrations teach, however, and whet 
night agein bo cf inportanco fer us to recognize is 
that the correlation can bo a very close and rapid 
one. He who etudioo tho picturue cannot holp being 
baffled by the proeptitude with which tho election 
results reflect the respective occncnic ccnditione. 

After the first world war the cnph~sie in the 
formation f a. political opinion in Gernany rested 
on tho field cf hone politics. Gradually only tho 
cccnonic and social conditions and the objects which 
the pnrtioe had in view gained stronger influence. 

The galloping inflation until the end cf 1923 had 
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made many people poor (and a few rich). Thereafter, 
however, the path finally led upwards, cccncnicclly, 
and that benefited the government in power and the 
governnent parties. Consequently, they were given 
the greatest nunber of votes. At the end of the 
ocononic rise, appropriately free 1930 on, there was 
a. change. Hat only that pc:pic in general new began 
to feel the pinch cf occncnic distress but increasingly 
once to the conclusion that there was no end at ell 
to the decline and that customary p-licics would 
simply no longer bo adequate. The call axe sc f r 
now moans and "strong" men. 

In such c situation it was bound to be cf the 
greatest importance whet understanding the 'ppcciticn 
parties were tc shew for tho conditions cf distress 
which had ccno about. ;.e could readily bo cxpoctcd 
thoy nat only failed tc show understanding but they 
did the oppeeite thing. The NSD/.P in its upward y 
struggle mere than anyone else nado use cf tho occncnic 
decline re c proof cf the fret that the eld "eyetom" 
and its acn end parties no longer were gcad f- r any¬ 
thing and that the electorate had to.soil iteolf 
to c new, National S'-cirlist Gornany. Tho dcop geno- 
ra.l dissatisfaction aided it tc erntinue its march 
towards its gc^ls but - rnd that is shown by the 
pictures - by no means faster than tho economic 
distress itself incroaecd. If the worldwide oc nrnic 
crisie had cnd.-d one year earlier National Socialism 
probably would have been spared tc us. Tho loaders 
.of Notional Sccia.lism sensed that v~ry well. ;.t 
least in the year cf 1932 they had a signal cf war¬ 
ning: tho outcome cf the elections of 6 itovenbor 
showed r decline in the votes f r National Sccia.lism - 
compared with 
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tho clccticne cf 31 July - which chronelogically 
synchronized exactly with the inproveaent distinctly 
ncticcablo in the market situcticn since the middle 
of 1932. The less cf votes ernpared v;ith the July 
elections me unted rpprcxio'*tcly tc 15£ while the 
nunbor rf the uncaplcycd roperted - centering the 
three aonths which preceded the clccti-ne - hrd de¬ 
creased apprcxiartcly by 6%. Their drive fer pewor -t 
that tice, consequently, con prcbrbly be explained 
by the realisation th't their politicrl choncos would 
probably ccac tc an end rt tho ecnc tine os tho 
ocononic dopraseicn. 

Lr.tcr, rfter "the recession tc power" thoy nr:do 
o. point cf banning fr^n tho press ~ny presentation 
of fccts which would shew the ocononic rcvivrl tr 
bogin in tho yoar of 1932, rnd its intorncticnrl 
origin. They wore deterninod tc fully cxplcit tho 
goncrcl though orroncous opinion th~t tho ocononic 
rcvivrl of 1933 rnd 1934 wrs thoir work. In reality 
it wee just cs it hr.d boon before, with tho only 
difference that tho old government w~s held responsible 
for tho unfavorable part in nerket fluctuations while 
the new one tcck the credit fer the inception of tho 
recently renewed fcvorrblo turn. It wrs net until 
-.bout tho year cf 1935 that the ec'.ncaic dovclcpnont 
in Gornrny trek on the urre prcncu the new 

nrsturs. They were the features of the rxonoonte in¬ 
dustry rnd finally, cf the waY oocncny. 

Dr.Schccht bef ro the Spruchkr trior in Stuttgart 
said that after tho cutccac cf tho elections in July 
1932 nc alternative was left but tr resign tc the 
NSDAP tho fcreation cf the gevoxnnont. In sene places 
the situation was interpreted in that light fer tho 
reason that rlaost 40 percent cf all seats in tho 
Reichstag were 
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hold by the HSBAP without their being cppceod by 
adequate farces of the govornnent parties or 'f.thc 
constituticr."l parties. The Ccanunists thought cf 
their own revolutionary cine '’nd the Gernen Notional? 
(Doutechncticnolo) were already sailing in HSDAP waters. 
Dr.Schecht said plainly that it woe the fruit of the oluc- 
tore. This ennnor cf reasoning is net sufficient.The 
people who rt that tine voted for the NSDAT (cf when 
today, appro, xinctcly 15 years later, iany are t 
stand up for their political concopts cf that period - 
at least these who joined the P-rty whicl , today, is 
considered particularly incrininatir.g - will gcrhnpe 
answer that tho ineptitude cf the governnent cf that 
period and cf the parties in p wer t; turn the tide 
of dietrese "re really tc blcac. The quick inprevenent 
in ocrncnic conditions shortly after tho "acccesicn 
to pcwer" proved the euccoee cf the new non in pcwer 
and in politics it is always success which counts. 

He who t-kes a ncrc ccnprohoneivo view cf things 
of that period will probably bo ccro inclined tc 
hold the opinion that under givon circuaetcnoos the 
powor of the donocrctic govornnent was snail but tc 
chango oconcnic conditions, fer the very roesm that 
the decisive causo f r that crisis was of an inter¬ 
national kind; cno had to wait until tho tine cane. 

Today, hardly anywlioro in the world cno will fail 
to recognize hew cuch tho inability of the cct r.onica..lly 
leading nations and victors in the first world war tc 
help Europe find political and cc.ncnic scluti-ne is 
responsible for asking the business onslaught cf 1950 
onanating fren Ancric~ so serious ar.d lasting. Tot, in 
eorio • " cicaeuro the royroach nay still be true that 
the governnent cf that period nissod orny a thing 
and 
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t'.irt its course of deflation especially was detri¬ 
mental. Kaverthelcse, the international coin couec 
of the crisis cen net be overlooked. 

*7hct lessens con be learned free the experiences ? 
The political situation which presented its-If in 
Gcrnany after the first world war, especially in the 
first years cf the thirties, is cf a 8pocis! kind. 

Yet, there are remarkable similarities in today 'e 
situation with the situation as it then prevailed. 

At that tiac coincided* rn .increasing cc.muic 
crisis which eocacd to leavo n*. way cf oecnpa 
and nn opposition which did not ceko iQprovcaont 
its primary concern but , bent cn overthrew, strank 
fron no thinfl. The oncrccncy today is inoonparobly 
ncro eerie us then at that tine. The ncet appalling 
thins at that tine was unccplrynent. Today, un- 
ocploynont which exists acre in the background, d*ce 
ncy'iteolf felt quito as directly. The great abun¬ 
dance cf aoncy-olthcugh f:r neny reduced since the 
end cf the war-aitigrtes senewhat the ianodirto ef¬ 
fects of unoaploycont. Hunger in the stark sonso if 
the w rd did net oiaet then, everybody, oven the 
porecn without w rk, could satisfy their hunger 
despite all. Today, tho hunger .f tho city dweller 
whoso political iapcrtanco surpasses that cf the 
rural pcpulcticn, who dc net suffer fr ti hunger, has 
already persisted i.r a considerable length cf tine 
and what cakes hin sc bitter is that Just like 
the uncnplcyncnt of f craer times, hunger see as 
never to ccno to an end. It is true th"t rrny 
a precise hrs already been G ivcn tc us but - what 
is particularly detrimental - they were n.t kept 
or kept tenpora.rily only. It could very oasily 
happen that hunger would acquire the role which in 
the thirties uncaplcyaont played in the outccao 
of the cloctions. At that tine there was else a 
scarcity of living acccncdcticn but that c ndi- 
tion cf distress as it was felt, by ccnpariscn 
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nit;- tedey, particularly in the nmy cities which 
were deaolished by benbing, is reminiscent actually 
of perediee. Moreover,cs regards this field even 
during the years when things were rt n etrnd-etill 
□any a thing was done while today reconstruction 
is alnost conplctcly paralyzed, except tr the extent 
that black crrfccte prove - their efficiency. The r.un- 
ber cf b:nbcd-out perse ns who 1 st not only their 
dwellings but ell their belongings probably mounts 
to a respectable nur-ber cf aillions. ’.That did net 
oxiat at thrt tine was tho prcblon cf the rofugocs 
and of the expollcos. The nunber cf dissatisfied 
poxsens and the accsuro cf dissatisfaction within 
their renko cannot bo anything but groc/«. Tho diffo- 
ronco between tho feraer events and tho present 
plight in which nrny still find thonaolvoe, is n< t 
infrequently very considerable. Ale., one should 
not fergot the nany nilliona cf people ccapvcod cf 
wcundod votorens, their facilice and the dependents 
of these whe wore killed. Hero, tec, political 
oentontonont will find no ecfo retreat. Ono should 
alee think cf the greet nu bor cf 'oxs-ne whe aro 
tho Qonbors -f tho frnilice :f prisoners of war 
who arc still kept back; in thie inetanco -lee 
nillicns of persons are involved. At that tiro there 
also existed no pressure if the occupation cn 
politics cr on tho cccncny cf the c untry; efter 
tho first w. rid war corcly c nincr portion f Gor- 
□any was occupied and in tlio years of tho crisis 
previously referred to there nc longer existed rn 
occupoticn. Ncr did cno h~ve rt thet tine whot 
today is boin- referred to as "political rehabili¬ 
tation" which has brought uncertainty and occnonic 
difficulties to nrny perse ns and fanilioe. Tc sun 
up: neither tho cccncnic ncr the political distress 
at that tiac were as grec.t°*s widely spread as 
they arc today -nd roally 
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will be when the currency underseas r rofero rnd very 
aany Gomans will faco direct end unallcvirtcd went. 

The responsible neents cf r currency ref^rn, thcrof re, 
should be aware cf the full nacnitude cf the political 
responsibility which they take upon thonsclvee with 
their noasurcs. Also cncther siailerity cello for 
rttentien: Then the root cf distress lry in ~n 
intornctione 1 cconcnic crieie which rccin hed its 
origin in the victor 'e failure tc find political 
and eccnonic solutions fer Europe and ether terri¬ 
tories. At this tiiao the problems cf we rid politics 
and cf world cconotiice undoubtedly ere cf c diffe¬ 
rent kind. Contrary to v/hat wee true f'.r the past 
thoro is today no lack of ido-s and initiative; 
nevertheless, this tiao agein thoro is a Irek of 
solutions. Hew innertant this Irek is beccr.es evident 
froa tho fret that ccapctont ox. ortc abroad predict 
a ecrioue occncoic crisis for the next years. ~c 
in Gorneny where we cro directly affected by the 
dotrir.cntol effect cf political tension between tho 
bis powors, if such a thine happened, would bo in 
the very hotbed of tho political rnd economic devel¬ 
opment cf r crisis and we consequently are particu-' 
larly appalled to hear cf such prognoses. 

There is hardly any lack LI oppositions 

which would teke political advantage f renowod 
acuteness of the cccnenlc plight, nrr will there 
be r lack cf readiness aacng the nasccs cf the 
disccntontai tc follow those who prcnisc ouch and 
whe axe able tc cake believe that they would -lo¬ 
be able tc carry out their prenico. Lot us net 
rely cn tho "bad experiences" cf tho political 
nassce, neither on three g-ined durin, the twelve 
years 
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of the Third Reich" ncr on ethers; ho who fores 
badly easily forgets., including the serious things 
he suffered, and he willingly believes in new premises. 
Perhaps Gustavo Lc Ecn in hie "psychology af the Masses" 
is also correct when he says: The opinions which the 
naesos accent arc only forced upon then, they never 
are considered Judgnents. Many individuals in thrt 
respect do net stand cut fren the naesos. The credulity 
which cakes certain opinions generally acceptable has 
ite origin prionrily in the inability to 'ere 
opinioroof their own on the basis cf their cwn parti¬ 
cular conclusions. n political sharlatane have had 
nuch to learn free the Haticnrl Socialists end in a 
given situation they would have no ccapunctions in 
caking uso cf their arts cf seduction. 

Per a donocra.cy, theref re, prosperity ie -n 
indispensable roquirenont, after this collr;so at 
least an evontual inprovoaent . Even the ugh it ie 
inpossiblc to errive at "porcctine" conditions which 
tho nasseo, tee, arc rblo t; grasp,novorthclc30 an:- 
upward occnonic trend uuet be evident that r.t 1: ng 
last n beginning is nr.de again in •'n up-hill directicn . 
Gornens auet bo enabled to hepo again. The psycholcvioal 
rceult will then ccnc of iteolf.

PROGRAM TO PREVENT GSRil AKY PROM STARTING A ’.70RLD JAR I II 

1. Demilita rizati on of Germany . 

It should bo the aim of the Allied Forces to accom¬ 
plish the complete demilitarization of Germany in 
the shorteat possible period of timo after eurrendorj • 
This moans completely disarming the German Army and 
people (including the removal or destruction of all 
war material),total destruction of the whole Gorman 
armament industry and tho removal or destruction of 
other key industries which are basic to military 
strength. 

2• New Boundar los of G e rmany . 

(a) Poland should get that part of East pruseia 
which doesn't go to the U.S.S.R. and the southorn 
portion of Silesie. (See map in 12 Appendix). 

(b) France should get the Saar and the adjacent 
territories bounded by the Rhino and tho 
Moselle Rivers. 
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(c) As indicated in 4 below an International Zone 
should be created containing the Ruhr and the 
surrounding industrial areas. 

5. partit ioning of New Geroar.y . 

The remaining poxticr. of Germany should be divided 
into two autonomous, independent states, (1) a 
South Gorman state comprising Bavaria, Wucrttembcrg, 
Baden and aome smeller areas and (2) a North German 
state comprising a largo part of tho old state of 
Prussia, saxony, Thuringia and several smaller 
states. 

There shall be a custom union betwoer. the new South 
German state and Austria, which will be restored tc 
her pro - 1S38 political borders. 

4. Th e Ruhr Area. 

(The Ruhr, surrounding industrial areas, ra shown 
on tho map, including-tho Rhineland, the Keil Canal, 
and all German territory north of tho Keil Csnol). 
Here lies the heart of Gorman industrial power.This 
oroa should not only bo stripped of all prcsontly 
existing industries but so weakened and controlled 
that it can not in tho foreseeable future become an 
industrial area. Tho following stops will accomplish 
this: 

(a) Within a ehort period, if possible not longer 

than 6 months after tho cessation of hostilities, 
all industrial plants and equipment net dostroyod 
by military action shall be completely dismantled 
and transported to Allied Natione as restitution. 
All equipment shall be removed from the minos 
and tho mines closed. 
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(b) The area should be osdo an international zone 
to be governed by an international security 
organization to be established by the United 
Nations, in governing the area the interna¬ 
tional organization should be guided by po¬ 
licies designed to further the above stated 
objective. 

5. Restitution and Reparation. 

Reparations, in the fora of future payments and 
deliveries, should not be demanded.Restitution 
and reparation shall be offcctod by the trans¬ 
fer of existing Gorman reeouroos and territo¬ 
ries, c.g., 

(a) by restitution of property looted by the 
Germans in territories occupied by thorn; 

(t>.) by transfer of German territory and Gorman 
private rights in industrial property si¬ 
tuated in such territory to invaded coun¬ 
tries and the international organization 
undor tho progrom of partition; 

(c) by tho romoval and distribution among de¬ 
vastated countries of industrial plants 
and equipment situated within the inter¬ 
national Zone end tho North rnd South Gor-r 
man states delimited in the sections on 
partition; 

(d) by forced Gorman lsbor outside Germany; and 
(o) byfconfiscation of all German eesote of 
any character whatsoever outside of 
Germany. 

6 . Education and propaganda . 

(a) All schools and universities will b closed 
until an Allied Commission of Education has 
formulctod an effective reorganization 
program.lt is contemplated thst it may 
require a considerable period of time 
before any institutions of higher educa¬ 
tion are reopened.Meanwhile tho education 
of German 
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students in foreign universities will not bo 
prohibited. Elementary schools will be reopened 
as quickly as appropriate teachers and textbooks 
are available. 

(b) All German radio stations and newspapers,argo^ 
zines, wooklies, etc. shall be discontinued un¬ 
til adequate controls arc established end nr. 
appropriate program formulated. 



The military administration in Germany in tho ini¬ 
tial period should be carried out with a view to¬ 
ward the eventual partitioning of Germany.To faci¬ 
litate partitioning end to assuro its pormoncncc 
the military authorities should bo guided by tho 


following principles: , 

(a) Dismiss all policy-making officials of tho 
Reich government and deal primarily with 


local governments. 


(b) Encourage tho reestablishment of state govern¬ 
ments in oach of tho states (Lander) corre¬ 
sponding to 18 statoe into which Germany is 
presently divided and in addition moke tho 
pruseian provinces ecpsrato states. 

(c) Upon tho partition of Germany, tho various 
state governments should be encouraged to or¬ 
ganize a federal government for oach of tho 
newly partitioned areas. 

Such now governments should bo in tho form of 
a confederation of states, with emphasis on 
states'rights and a largo degree of local 


authonomy. 
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Responsibility of Mili tary for Lo cal Go rman ftcenem y. 
Tho sole purpose of the military in control of the 
German economy shall bo to facilitate military ope¬ 
rations and military occupation. The Allied Military 
Government shall not assume responsibility for such 


economic problems as price controls, rationing, ' in ~ 
cnployment, production, reconstruction, distribution, 
consumption, housing, or transportion, or take any 
measures designed to maintain or strengthen tho 
German economy, except those which are cssontial 
to military operations. Tho responsibility lor 
sustaining tho German economy and pooplo rosts with 
tho Goiman people with such facilities es may be 
available undor tho circumstances. 


9 • Contro l?- over pcyol^pmcnt_of_ £ or man pecnooy. 

During a period of a least twenty years a;tcr 
surrender adequate oontrole, including controls over 
foreign .trndo snd right restrictions or. capital 
importo, shall bo maintained by tho Unitod Nations 
designed to prevent in the newly cotoblished etotoe 
tho oetablishccnt or oxpor.eion of koy industries 
basic to the German military potential or.d to con¬ 
trol other key industries. 

10 . ft fftarian program,. 

All^lorge estates should bo broken up end divided 
among the poasants end the system of primogeniture 
and entail should be abolished. 

11. punishment of War Cri me a an d Treatment of gpoci al 
Groups . 

A program for the punishment of certain war crimes 
and for the treatment of Nazi organization and other 
spocial groups is contained ir. section 11. 

12. nniform and_g cradcs. 

(a) No Gorman shall be permitted to *708r, after an 
appropriate period of time following the ces¬ 
sation 
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hostilities, any eilitpry uniform ot any uniform 
of any quasi military organizations. 

(b) No military parades shall be permitted anywhere 
in Germany and all military bands shall be dis¬ 
banded. 

13. Aircraft. 

All aircraft (including gliders), whether military 
or commercial, will be confiscated for later dis¬ 
position. No Gorman shall bo permitted to operate 
or to help operate any aircraft, including those 
owned by foreign interests. 

14. United Stat es Reeponaibility^. 

Although tho United states would have full military 
end civilian representation on whatever interna¬ 
tional commission or commissions may be established 
for the execution of tho whole German program, the 
primary responsibility for tho policing of Germany 
end for civil odmir.ie-ration in Germany should be 
assumed by the military forces of Germany's conti¬ 
nental neighbours. Specificclly, these should in¬ 
clude Russians, French, polish, Czoch, Yugoslav, 
Norwegian, Dutch and Eolgian eoldiore. 

Under this program United states troops could bo 
withdrawn within a relatively short time.

Franco did ovorything in 
ordor to bring about Polands agroonont and oven 
thror.tonod tho cancellation of tho Polish-French troaty 
of allinnco. On 21 August Gonornl pounono was oepoworod 
to sign tho niliter* oonvontion. But Voroshilow ropliod 
with a now denand. Tho govormicnto of T7 0 rsnw and Rucha- 
rost woro to substantinto thoir ogyoocont to tho 
Russian passage. Voroshilow proposod to wait for a fow 
days. Hoanwhilo, however, the visit of Ribbontrop to 
tho Kronl and tho signing of tho Gcrr."n-Ruseian troaty 
took place, Tho Soviot Union onrriod on two negotiations 
sinultnnoou8ly: one socrot and ono r.lnost public. Tho 
docisirn of Russia, as is believed also by Loon Blun, 
was taken as oerly as in April".

"....in the othor hand, the successful conolusion of the negotiations 
between Londor.-Paria and Loscow seemed as far away as ever. It was 
tru« that the British and French nilitnry nissiorawere now •'aoking 
their trunks for their trip to oscow; and, when they aotually 
arrived th-re or. august 11th, it should hav* been but natural to 
conclude that thia rwar.t that Stalin, while still aeekinr. to drive 
the hardest bargain whioh he could in Russian intoreata, had finally 
made up hie xind to co-operate in acse fore cr other with the

as wo nay have noticed, already for sono tino tho 
oxccodingly sharp polcnias of the Goman Prose against 
tho Soviot Union had been nitigatod noneld orably. To 
start with it was to bo nttonptod to broach a non- 
nonnittal acute question in the cuetonr.ry diplonotic nay 
with tho Soviot Govornnent in ordor to find out, whether 
tho latter was willing to have an objoctivo conver¬ 
sation with tho Roinh Govornnont.

2. Towards the ond of June rr beginning of July I wont 
rn recreational lonvo to Garnisoh-Pnrtonkirchon, was, 
however, recalled by tho Reich Minister for ?rreign 
Affairs already around tho niddlc of July tr his sunnor 
residence at Puschl in tho vicinity of Salzburg in c 
special official natter not connocted with Russia, and 
until furthor notice had to renain in Salzburg at tho 
disposal of the Roich Minister for Foreign .Affaire. Soao 
tino lator to ny aurpriso Herr von iUbbentrop lot no road 
a docunont which contained tho draft of a opooial nossogo 
of the Reich Governnont to tho Soviot Governnont which 
concornod tho proposal to tnko up nogotiation8 f'-r a 
political pact.

"rrivod in ilrserw. In tho afternrrn rf tho snno day tho 
first di3cuosirn botween Herr vrn Ribbontrrp and Herr 
Stqlin trrk place, in which rn tho Gorman side in addition 
tr the Reich Minister frr Frroign Affairs rnly logatirn 
crunscllrr (Lrtschaftsrat) Hilgor as interpreter and 
prss; jly also as Acbassadrr, Crunt Schulenburg trrk part, 
but nrt nysclf. The Reich ^inistor frr Frreign Affairs 
roturnod frrn this prrimgod discusoirn very crntontodly 
and ronarked tr tho cffoct that it was practically cortain

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Gornony. The continuation of the discussions, at* vhieh 
the docunenta to be signod were to be thoroughly discussed 
end eonpleted, was planned for later in the evening. I 
personally trek part in this second discussion, in odditirn 
also the Anbnssndor, Crunt Schulenburg and legation coun¬ 
cillor Hilgor. On the Russian side tho negotiations were 
conducted by Stalin and :iolotov who were a3 sis tod by Mr. 

Quickly and Without difficulty tho 
wording of tho Gornnn-Seviot non-aggression pact was 
agrood upon. Herr von Ribbontrep hinsolf had insortod into 
tho proacble of tho draft to tho troa.ty nedo by no, a 
rathor far-roaching change concerning the fiiondly aspont 
of Goraan-Bussian relations, which Horr Stalin objoctod to 
with tho ronnrk, that tho Seviot Govornnont, aftor having 
had ''buckets of liquid nenure" pourod over then for 6 yor.rs 
by tho national socialist Roich govornnont, could not sudden¬ 
ly cono out into tho epon with nsourancoo of Gornan-Russian 
friendship. Tho part of tho prcanblo orncornod was thoroupon 
struck out or nodifiod.

aa belonging to her aphorc of intorcet. Concerning 
Gernnny'a political disinterestedness in the two 
r.bovo mentioned baltic states, there r.X' so at first a 
controversy inasmuch aa tho Reich !!ini3tor for F^ reign 
Affairs according to his instructions wanted e certain 
part of tho baltic territories to bo excepted fron 
thin political disinter..atodnoss, which, howevor, 
v<no not acooptod by tho Soviot Onion, in particular 
bocauso of tho icefroo harbrra situr.tod in this terri¬ 
torial portion. Tho Roich Miniator frr Foreign Affairs 
had applied for a tolophrno connection with Hitler 
because of this point which apparently had boon 
discusood already at tho first mooting, which call 

cano through only during tho soernd mooting, during 
which ho then in direct conversation with Kitlor was 
onpmored by tho lo.ttor to nccopt tho Soviet point of 
view. For tho Polish torritory a lino of demarcation 
was agreed upon j whethor it was drawn precisely on a 
nap attnohod to tho document or was only described in 
tho docunont in words, is souothinj I can no longer rc- 
cnl? .

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I added a handwritten note with my eigneturo 
tc both the documents submitted to me, ec thet they 
could be enclosed rs an eppendix tc my affidavit of 
today, and can say the following in reply to the 
question put tc me: 

The contents of both documents cgrec in tho 
osse-.tisl points with the statements in which I 
endc. vorod in my affidavit of 15 March 1946 to 
reproduce as for as I could remember at that time 
the contents of tho socrot political agreements between 
tho Reich Government and the Government of the USSR 
of August and September 1939- The only reel difference 
I find is that the enclosed document dat^d 23 August 
1939 does not in its section 3 speak generally cf the 
3alUan countries, but solely of Bosscrabia rnd that 
further it docs not express in a positive form the 
occnomic interest cf Germany, but in a nogotivo 
form tho non-cxictcnco of c political interest on 
tho part cf Germany. I think I con presume this 
difference to bo explained by tho fact that what re¬ 
mained in my memory of tho negotiations of that 
time in Moscow in this ono point was not tho con¬ 
tents cf tho document, but instead, statements of 
tho Reich Foreign Minister, which tho latter pro¬ 
bably made orally at tho negotiations on this 
point. As for tho manner in which tho two documents 
submitted to me aro drawn up they aro worded com¬ 
pletely in the style wont to be used in euch poli¬ 
tical agreements 
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in which Germany participated ss a partner. Thus 
there ern sccrcely b. any doubt for me that both 
the enclosed documents ere actually copies of the 
Gorman text of the GormEn-Soviet documents in * 
question, which were drawn up in the German end 
the Russian languages . Of course, it is now no 
longer possible for me after more than six years 
to confirm with absolute certainty that both 
the documents agree exactly with the Gorman text 
of the original documents.

~:1 my capacity 33 adjutant, I accompanied the thon 
Reich Prreign Minister and plenipotentiary rf the 
Gorman Reich to the treaty negotiations which took 
plcco rn 23 August 1939 in Moscon betuocn Germany and 
the Soviet Union. The negotiations led to the con¬ 
clusion of the non-oggre33irn pact betvicon Germany 
and the Union of tho Socialist Soviet Republics, which 
nno then aloo published. The negotiation.:, howover, 
wore not restricted to the agreements reached in this 
pact. Tho objoct of tho negotiations, on tho othor hand, 
uas primarily thcjHinoatior. of tho opheres of intoroot 
of tho two parties in the oroas cituatod botwoon 
Germany and tho Soviot Union.

Minister for Foreign Affairs, Count Cieno, in the pre¬ 
sence of the Reich Foreign Minister et Oberselzberg on 
12 August 1939. 

» ..... Returning to the question of Denzig,the 

Fuehrer explained to Count cieno that it ie impos¬ 
sible to yield on this point. He hee agreed with Italy 
to withdraw the Germans from South Tyrol, but for that 
very reason he oust carefully evcid everything thet 
could give the impreesion that a precedent hte been 
created by the withdrawal of the Germans from South 
Tyrol, which could bo applied to other regione, too. 
locid e, his justification to the German people of 
tho withdre-al of these Germans from Italy is the Ger¬ 
man policy, which Is in gcnoral, directed toward the 
east and the north-orst. The east and the north-east 
- i.c., the Baltic countries - have always boen Ger¬ 
many's uncontcstod ephore of interest, juet os tho 
Mcditorrenocn is Italy's own ephore. Germany needs 
tho grain end wood-producing countries of these oeetorn 
rogions for economic reasons as well. Denzig ie not 
only a coeo of metorial intoroets, however, eltheugh 
this city ie tho bluest Baltic port. The ‘.urn-over 
amounts to 40* of the tonnege of Hamburg. Danzig, 
tho Nordic Nuernberg, is an old German cit’, w ich 
awahone sentimental feelings in every German, and just 
this psychological olement forocs the Fuehror to 
respect public opinion. To mrhc the situation ocsior 
to undoretend for cn Italian, Count Cieno should 
imagine that Trieste ie in the hands of Yugoelcvie 
end a strong Italian minority on Yugoslavian territory 
ie being 
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treated with brutal force, it can hardly bo supposed 
that Itely would look or. calmly for very long. 

P.o.ur.t, Ciano replied tt the Fuehrer's explanations 
by first pointing out the great surprise among the 
Italians st the absolutely unexpected seriousness 
of the situation. Neither in the Milan conversations 
nor in the talks on the occasion of hie vieit to 
Berlin was any indication given by tho Germane thet 
the situation with regard to Polend was so serious. 

On tho contrary, tho Reich foreign minister hed 
declared that in hie opinion tho queetion of Dsnzig 
will be settled in the course of tine. On the beeis 
of this eteto of affairs, the Ducc decided, truo to 
hie conviction that c conflict with the wortoin de¬ 
mocracies is unavoidable, to make his preprrations 
for thet cvor.tuality end mode hie plane for o cer¬ 
tain period of time of 2 to 3 years. If a conflict 
is unavoidable now, Italy would of courso be on 
Gcraony'e sido, es tho Duco re-emphasized Just befo¬ 
re Count Cirno's doperturo, but for various rccecne, 
or.umcrrtod ir. detail, Italy would welcome a postpo¬ 
nement of tho general conflict. 

C -ur.t Oicno then explained, with the aid of 
a map. tho Italian position at tho outbreak of 
a general conflict. Italy believes, ho said, 
thet a conflict with Poland would not bo restric¬ 
ted to that country, but would grow into a general 
European war. 
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The Fuehrer remarked that opinions differ 
on that point He personally is firmly 
convinced that the western democracies 
will in the cr.d shy sway from precipi¬ 
tating a general war. 

Cour-i piano replied that he hoped the Fuehrer 
was right,but he did not bcliave it. in any esse, 
ono should adapt one's reflections to the worst 
possibility, i.o., to general conflict, since tho 
Abyssinian conflict Italy has actually bocr. con¬ 
stantly living in a etato of wer end therefore ur¬ 
gently needs a breething spoil. Count Cicno -'roved 
with the eii of figures hew great Italy's material 
effort hed beon, especially _n tho Spanish conflict. 
Italy's stock of rrw materials is now oxhruetod. Sho 
noeds time to restock her wachcuses. 

She must also trrnefor her wer industries, all 
of which ore in an exposod location, to tho south, 
in order to bo bottor able to defend them. In tho 
acmo way tho Italian crtillcry, particularly tho 
.V/. defense, is greatly in need of modern: zation. 

Tho long coast lino and other exposed points arc 
not sufficiently defondod. 

The strength of tho fleet is eleo extremely 
unfavorable. At tho moment Italy can put against 
tho combined English and French 11 to 12 bettloshipe 
only 2 of its own, while in a few years s totrl 
of 8 battleships will be rvailable. 

At this point tho Fuehrer romerkod that of 
course England and Franco will h vc addi¬ 
tional bettloshipe of 35,000 end 40,000 
tens. 

£ount Cisno pointed cut tho long Italian coast¬ 
line, which is hard to defend, endtho numerous bases 
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at the disposal cf the English and French fleets, 
giving particular attention to the Grech ports. 

The Italian •oloni.es are especially vulnerable 
at presont. Lybia ie herd to attack fren Eg.pt, 
it ie true, whilo iron lybie there is tho possi¬ 
bility of advancing to L'arseh Metru. The situation 
in regard to Tunieis ie quite different. The pro¬ 
position of the Italian and French Arab population 
is 1 to 20 , -’hilo t e strength of vhitc tre-pe 
is 1 to 5 to Italy'e dieadvantrgo. Bosidcs, tho 
Italian fortifications on tho Fror.ch frentior 
are quito inadequate. Only recently now ormo- 
ro bunkers were delivered. 

Though Abyssinia is elaoet pecificd, with tho 
oxcoption of vortain rogione elong tho border 
of tho Englieh territory, whore tho Sr.glieh 
crcato difficulties roong the population with 
thoir Donoy end propaganda, this pacificeticn ie 
only on tho eurfcco. It would be sufficient, ir. o 
general conflict for e fow English airplanes 
to drop leaflets ovor Abyssinia, saying that 
tho world had risen ageinet Italy and that tho 
Negus would return, to make tho revolt of tho 
Abyssinions flare up again. Besides, Abyssinia 
would be cut off completely from tho motherland 
in case of a conflict and the fate of the 200,COO 
Italians in Abyssinia wou. d be very uncertain, 
in a few years thero would bo or. 8rmy of 4 to 
5CC,C0C mcr. in Abyssinia, and if a conflict shcull 
break out then it would be possib e to attack 
t* j Sudan, Kenya end French Somelflend success¬ 
fully. 

The isler.ds of tho Dodecanese would be in 
difficulties 
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because of the attitude of Turkey. Of course Loros 
and ilhodoe could defend thooeolvee fer years. 

Albania is a completely undovclcped country 
and would make an effective base for operations 
egainet the Balkans only after several years. First 
roa e have to bo built and the natural resources 
(iron, copper, chromium and petroleum) h: vn to bo 
exploited end then one could consider, oe the Fuehrer 
had indierted, advencing successfully tn Scloniki 
end in other dircolions of the Balkans, as along 
the five fingers of an outstrotchod h~nd. 

Italy has plans of economic autarchy which cannot 
bo realized for several years and which woula thon 
put Italy in n position to withstand ovon a prolonged 
war without difficulties. Another reason for the 
Duco's desiro to postpone the conflict is the 
Italian* sbroad, who woro to bo brought beck tc 
Itely according to plan. One million Itclier.e livo 
lr. Franco, cf whom about 7CC.CC0 “re dofinitoly 
lost for Itely. The other 30C,COCi however, would 
to ueod by Franco ee hceteges in case of a conflict, 
es could bo scon from eoao measures taker. by Franco 
ir. September of lest your-. 

Besides, tho Luce pore'.nelly attaches great impor¬ 
tance to the orderly execution of tho world's ftir 
in 1942, for which Itely mode tig preparations end 
from which sho hopes for good results ir. the 
economic field, especially ee re_arde tho inflow 
of foreign curroncy. 

Besides these considerations, which rre based on. 
Italy's position, there ere others o£ a general 
political nature which recommend postponement of 
a general conflict. Tho Ducc is convinced thrt the 
encirclement system of the western 
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dcnccrrcive would doubtloES work ,-t the present time. 
Bui rftc-r e certain length cf tiao tho joints of 
friction end the seeds of disunity would cone- tc the 
fore rnong the partners of the oncirclcnor.t front, 
end the front would greluelly disir.tegrr-o. 

Moreover, the Euoo is convinced tfc; t the 
present o-tnusiese v ir. Snglend and prer.ee will not 
lest ver; long. Soon, particularly in Franco, tho 
ur. on sccroc will or.Cv. acre tc replaced b party 
discord, on condition th“t the Axis hoops quiet 
for e time. At :ho present tine it is only du*. to 
the Axis that internal differences hrvo teen buried 
ir. t’.a respective oountri s. 

Japan's position would rise be truck stronger 
aftcr tho termination of tho China conflict, which 
is to be expected in two years, while Hoosovclt's 
poeition in Aoeric? would be seriously weehoned 
after a poriod of cole in tho field of foreign 
politics, so that ho could not to oloctcd president 
for a third tine, which /ould certainly be the 
ease if o conflict should brook out soon. 

Spain, which has juet required w cvcrnner.t 
friendly to the Axis (Soreno Suncr, Boifibedor ) , 
needs peace after tho civil wer, but would stand 
at tho side cf the Axis in 2 to 3 years ce a power 
not to bo ncglcctod. Thus, for example, within 2 years 
Spain would build 4 battleships of 35,000 tone oeeh, 
the plcr.s for which have just 
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boon token to S'C.in by an Itrlicr. General. The ccr.- 
structicr. is tc toko piece in El ?erxol. For these 
reasons the Euco wishes strongly (lc luco ir.eietc) 
that the Axle powers should -site e gesture which 
would :mphasizc cr.cw the will for peace of Italy 
and Germany. This could bo done by the publication 
of o communique which Court Cieno hrd given to the 
Reich foreign minis tor or. the previous day ar.d which 
ho now presented rgeir. ir. the following English 
(end pronch version) : 

" The Minister of Foreign Affairs of the Reich, 
Mr.von Ribbcntrop, cr.i tho Italian Minister 
of Peroigr. Affairs, Count gnlouzzc ciuno, hfvo 
oxsmir.od i* tho course of thoir ct-nvcrsar 
tior.e at srlzburg tho general situation in 
Europo er.d the problems concerning tho common 
policy of tho two allied countrice. 

Tho two Foreign Ministers wore sblc tc realize 
once egein in this occoeion, tho perfect identity 
of views oxi:ting between thoir Governments end 
reaffirm tho oonnor. decision of Gcrocr.y rr.d 
Itely to r^eiet the policy of encirclement pro¬ 
moted by tho groat decoorecice end to dcfcnl 
thoir vital rights, opposing by force any attempt 
of egression d tree tod c gainst them. 

At the sane time the Foreign Minister of the 
Roich end the Italian Foreign Minister wiehoi 
to reaffirm tho peaceful intentions of their 
Govorr.monte cr.i thoughtful of tho destinies >i 
Surcpo, they agreed to state that, according 
to their opinion, it is still possible t* 
roach - through normal diplomatic 
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negotiations bo two or. tho various interested 
Governments - e satisfying solution of the 
problems which trouble, in such c serious 
way, the life of Europe." 


Count Cicr.j sail ir. connection with this ten¬ 
tative communique thrt the Euco had at first eon- 
temple ted a proposal fer o conference, but, conscious 
of the Fuehrer's misgivings, ho new echos another 
suggestion in a milder form end is very much in¬ 
terested in ite eccoptcr.cc. 

The Puohror doclrrod concerning the conference 
pirn that in future meetings of the powers it will 
r.ot b possible to exclude Russia. In tho Gorman- 
Russien cor.vorseticne the Ruesiens erdo it plain, 
with reference to Munich end ether occasions from 
whi;h they hed been oxcludod, thet they would not 
tolor-to this any moro. Besides tho 4 orin powers, 
Polcnd end Spain would else have to bo included 
in cuch u conference, bee idee Russia. This aeons', 
however, thet Italy, Germany end S'fin would oppose 
England, Franco, Russia end ?ol"nd, which certainly 
is an unfavorable position. 

Count "ieno replied thrt tho luco is of the 
opinion thet tho one who wine :t 3 conference is the 
one who is ready to lot tho conf-rcnco fail if ncooe- 
eory end to accept wrr ?s c possible r suit. More¬ 
over, tho Euco tool: tho Fuehrer's misgivings into 
consideration and modified his proposal. He secs 
ir. sr. Italian uni C-ormar. peace geeturo, ep suggest re 
in this proposal, the advantage that the Western 
powers, which arc internally r.ot 
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at all ready for war — but would surely start 
it at the present moment, if they were, sc to 
sperk, ftreed to the wall by the Axis and sew no 
other way out, according to the conviction of the 
Ducc, based cr. very reliable information from the 
democracies. (Trrnelator 'e note: This eontonoe 
is incomplete — ptssibly something was omi.tcd 
ir. copying). The suggested gesture cf Germany 
end Italy represents e fcac-saving way out for 
the western powers, which they will certainly ueo, 
ftr thoro ero wido circles which warn cgsinst 
Viar end which would bo becked by a peace gesture. 

This moans, however, that pdend, which would 
doubtless bo sber.donod bj tho western powers, would 
be isolated after a timo end would have to agroo 
to reasonable solutions cf th existing difficulties. 

The Fuchror replied that there is no time to 
be loot in tho solution cf the relish problem. 

Th r - further wo set into fall tho herder military 
c.orations in the caet of Europe will he. The 
i ir force could htraiy be cmolo-od ct Ml after 
the miftdlo of September: in these regions hoc suae cf 
tho weather conditions, v*\ilo the motorized forces 
would also be unusable bo ^ wee of the condition 
of tho roads, which ere rapidiy turned to mud 
by tho rains which sot in in tr.o fell. From Sop- 
tonbor to May Poland is one big swenj rr.i absolu¬ 
tely unsuitable for any military operations. Thue 
Poland could simply occupy lenzig in Oc\ 0 bor — Hnd 
sho probably intends to do eo — without Germany 'p 
being able to do anything cgnir.st it; for it is 
out cf »hc question to shell end destroy Danqig. 
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Count Cieno asked by what tine the question 
of Danzig will luvo to be settled, in the 
?u hr'cr'e opinion. The Fuehrer replied that this 
question will have to be settled one way or the 
other by the end of August. The Fuehrer replied 
to cieno's question es to how the Fu-lircr imagined 
the solution, that Poland will hrvo te give 
up Danzig politically, whereby her economic in¬ 
terests will of course be preserved end thrt she 
will have te contribute by her general attitude to 
P a release of tho tension. It is doubtful whether 

Poland will bo willing to dc so; fer hitherto 
she hed rejected the Goman propoeele. The Fuehrer 
personally mode these proposals to Bock cr, the 
ccossion of his visit to obcreelzbcrg. They wore • 
very favorable for Poland. In exchango lor tho po¬ 
litical return of Danzig to Germany, with complete 
preservation cf lolich economic interests end 
tho cetbliehmor.t cf a connection between East 
Prussia and tho Hoick, Germany connected a border 
guarantee, a 25-year friendship paot, c.r.a polish 
(^) pu ticipeticn ir. influence en Slovakia. At that 

time Bock nckncwlodgcJ tho proposal with th 
remark thst ho nantod to examine it. The sharp 
refusal wee r.ly the otheoquenen ( : English in¬ 
tervention. Poland's eics ccn, moreover, bo anon 
clearly in her press. All of Erst Prussia should 
bo occupied, they want to cdvsr.ec te -crlin,etc. 
in the long run it is unbearable fer c big power 
te tolerate such c hostile neighbor ct c distance 
of only 150 ko Irox its cepitcl. The Fuehrer is 
thorofero determiner to use th: opportunity of 
the next political prevocation, in the form of an. 
sltimetum, 
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brutal oistreotment of Germane, cn rttempt to 
starve out Danzig, or some thins similar, tc attack 
Poland within 48 hours end to solve the problem in 
this way. This would morn a considerable strengthen¬ 
ing of tho Azie, just a.s an Itrlian liquidation of 
Yugoslavia would mean a considerable increase cf 
power for the Axis. 

Count Ciano asked when such an undertaking 
ryainet Poland ie to be expected, since Italy 
meet of course prepare for ell eventualities. The 
Fuehrer replied that under the prevailing cir- 
cuostcncce an attack on Poland ie to be exacted 
at any moment. 

A telegram from Moscow rr.d one irora Tokyo 
v/orc handed to tho Fuehrer during thie cxch-n-c 
of opinions. Tho conforonco was interrupted for r 
ehert time, and then Count Cicno was informed of 
tho contents of tho Moscow telegram. Tho Rueeia.ne 
agreed to tho sending cf a Gorman political mediator 
to Moeccw. The. Reich foreign minister added tha.t 
the Russians vjero ccmplctcly informed about Germany s 
intontione -gainst Polcnd. Ho hiceolf had informed 
the RuEeian charge d' fairos, by order of tho Fuohror. 

The Fuehrer remarked that in hie opinion 
Rusaia would not be willing to pull chestnuts out 
of the fire for the wcct.rn powers. Stalin's po- 
rition ie endangered as much by r. victorious 
Ruesinn army a.e by a defeated Rucsi*n army. Ruseia 
is, at tho moot, interested in enlarging her accees 
to tho Baltic a littlo. Germany has no 
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objection to that. Bosidcs, Russia would hardly 
take the part of Poland, whom she hates from 
the bottom of her heart. Tho sending cf the 
Englieh-Prcnch military mission to Moscow has 
only the purpose of averting the catastrophic 
etate of political negotiations. 

After further discussion of the communique 
proposod by Count Cieno, the Fuehrer said that 
he wanted to think over for c day this propose1 
as well es Count Cisne'e explanation cf the ge¬ 
neral situation end he thcrefcrc suggested that 
tho discussion bo rosumed the next day.

In tho negotiations at that timo with Stalin and IJolo- 
tov, I 8 poke vory openly, as also tho Russian gontlomon 
did with mo. I doscribod Hitler's dosiro that tho two 
countrUos should reach a dofinitivo agroomont, and I 
also of courso spoke of tho critical situation 
in Eurcpc. I told tho Russian gontlomon that Gormnny 
would, do everything to ameliorate the situation in 
Boland and to settle it peacefully, despite everything, 
but I loft no d* ubt that tho situation was very serious 
and *ho.t it was possible that war night break out.

I say ropoat that at that time I had tho 
inpression, both from Hitler and Stalin, that tho 
tor:itories, tho Polish territories and other terri¬ 
tories that had boon delimited in thoso sphores of 
interest about v;hich I shall spca.k shortly, that thoso 
wore regions which both countries had lost after an 
unfortunato war. And both stntcsmon undoubtedly hold 
the opinion that if tho last chances for negotiations 
for tho settlement of this problem had been oxhaustod, 
thoro was certainly a justification for Adolf Hitlor 
to attempt to oolvo tho problems connected with those 
territories in nncthor way and to incorporate those 
territories into Goraony. 

Ovor and abovo that, it is also known that tho 
othor sphoros of interest woro definod, Finland, tho 
Baltic countries and Bossnrabio. This was a groat 
agrcimont which was renohod in tho intorost of two 
great powora in tho ovont of a poo.ooful sottlomont as 
woll as in tho caso of war.

But lntor on largo nunbors, sonatlrws up to 1000 non, woro tranoforrod 
fron Canp Horowitz to approxinatoly 13 Uppor Silosian industrial 
plants (3ranch Canps of Honowltx), whoroby I nysolf was 
transform* to Oloiwit* for a tino anl rotumod to Buna again lntor 
on. Sick prisonors also cn.no fron tboso canps to tho sick ward 
lionowitz, whoroby tho sick ward was fillod to noro than its 
capacity dosiflnod for Canp Konowit* alono. OthoT blocks noro 
thoroforo at tinos utilised as sick wards. It is truo that transports 
woro assonblod for transportation to Auschwit* in case of lnsufflciont 


capacity at tho sick war. 
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I teci. from the prisoners ©ffioe that the also of tho above mentioned 
branch comps, which were Banned by Jonowitt, was in the neighborhood 
of 10 000 men. 

It ie known to ao that the food for the eaap -loniwits waa auppliod 
by the I.O., while it waa diapenaed by the Ss. According to =sy teew- 
ledge, the preparation of the food waa oontrollod by a oivilian 
eaplojee of the 1,0, The food waa good, conaidering tho prevailing 
oircunotancea and the fact that it waa a prisoner^ camp, and waa 
adequate for a healthy peraon and alao for tho work rejuirod of him. 
There were focd supplements for eapootally hoary tasks, ala. in the 
aick bay a bottor, aiok diet waa granted. Tho food waa diversified, 
alwaya censiderirg that we wore in a concentration camp, and waa 
prepared tastily by tho prisonor* kitchon. They sorved, aaong othor 
things, bread, oeffoe, aargarino, occasionally butter, sausage, ohooso, 
Jon end oronn ohoeao, as cold rations. On tho building site wo roooivod

a soup (eo-cailed Buna-soup) and in tho ovening aftor our roturn 
tho regular worm meal which was nourishing and ample. On avmdaya; wo 
often had difforont couraoa, (boiled potatooa or potatooe in thoir 
Jcoketo, with gravy and a pioce of coat, soaotimos oven pudding). 

Beyond this, moat of the foremen took oare that the food loft ovor 
in tho oivilian kitchon was hqndod out to thoir prisoners. I, 
personally, often was given saniiiohei on ay Job in Synthesis Low 
iVosaure by tho foremen LANGE, SCfUILT, and KCENIG and novor hoard 
that in my case or in similar oases those men encountered any diffi- 
oultioa from thoir superiors. 
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"iththe pronim tioket* handed out by the I.G, we were permitted 
to buy oigarottes,=»a«blneat, sauerkraut, potato salad and ortielos 
for daily use in the camp oantoen. 

I kno* that free the food supplied cortain quantities were t aken by 
tho prisoner kitohon personnel sad tho SS, to the disadvantage of the 
prisoners. Also, from the canteen moot and saiwrkraut wero turned 
ovor to the other branoh ooaps in Upper Silesia. 

During my stay at Hon.mitx I have not aeon that a prisoner fell down 
dead as a result of the hard work at tho building site. To bo sure, 
in tho evonlng we often had footsore nun (mainly oauaod by tho badly 
made woodon shoos), who woro supported by othor cocxndoa and soco- 
tiaos. woro oarriod. 

According to ny carnost oonviotion tho I.G. had no influonoo on 
conditions insido tho oamp, sinco horo no woro undor tho axclueivo 
oontrol of tho SS, Also tho assigcaont to Jobs as troll as tho trnnsfor 
to othor camps was handlod sololy by tho SS ; there was a striot rulo 
prohibiting oivilians to ontor tho cat^> urloss acooapaniod by 
tho SS. I romoobor only one oaso of oivilians (probably of tho 1.0.) 
having appeared in tho oomp. for tho purposo of solooting speoial 
trained non (olootrioians, machinists, and aooointants) with tho 
holp of the SS-Arboltsdionstfuohror (ooapuleory labor loader). 

At othor ooourr«cos in tho comp, roll-oallo, whippings, exooutiais 
by hanging on tho drill fiold (for attenpted escape and sabotage at 
work) civilians wore never present, Outsido of the whipping post for 
tho execution of corporal punishment and tho bunker colls thoro 


woro, by my knowlodgo. 
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no torture placog in tho caap. A n excoption i« the hut of tho 
Political Department of the SS, which wag situated In tho SS cai^> and 
with whioh only thoso insfttus caso face .to f aco who were siasoned by 
tho Political Dopartnent. 

I, personally, wag aware of all happenings in tho main camp Ausohwiti, 
including of gassings, lethal injoctions, and oremations at Birlconau. 

In spite of being on good toms with ny civilian superiors 1 novortholess 
novor talked about It. If an fcdisorotion ir rogard to this natter oeuno 
to the knowlodgo of tho SS it aosnt fer us tho govurest punishaont, 
most oft on 'doath. 

Thoroforo, I bollove that only In vory rare cases hnvo Inmates nonticnod 
eomothing about thogo things to oivillans. rivon those civilians 
who had galnod knowlodgo of tho details about tho internal lifo bo- 
hind tho barbed wiro did not talk much about it, suroly, for tho abovo 
reasons and for four for their personal safety. 

For tho abovo stated roasons and duo to ny intinato kntwlodgo of tho 
oonstruotion slta I deora it thoroforo altogether possiblo and prsbablo 
that loading employees, ns woll s tho bulk of tho foreman and oivllian 
workers did not rocoivo any information fron tho Inmates thoagolvos 
about tho frightful conditions in tho .ain oamp, 

Uoroovor, often enough I found out that tho I.G. was greatly inter¬ 
ested in maintaining tho working capacity cf the non (tho elvilion, 
as woll as tho inaato workers) and in making then interested ihthoir 
work. foto^>los for thisaro apprentico training, o stablishaont of 
trainod worker details, now trade training sours** efforts to 
provont changes of tho work pl&oo, and sthors. 
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I have toon inforraod that in tho proceodings against the I.G. 
allegation* wore nude about intolerable billeting ccnditicras (rotten 
•trow, aoveral inaatos in one bod, Ac.), in rogard to the licraowitt 
canp. 

•i* I already nontionod abovo, tho housing facilities at Monowitt 
during ny tino wore tolerable and corroct. Only in tho adnittwco 
and quarantine *ootiona did teoaployod inaitos temporarily have 
te sloop two in a bod.

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Vi*lth the loader of tho colirs, a f ull-blooded Jow frcrn Borlin who had 
foraorly oporatod a coal wholuaalo business in 3crlin, I havo talked 
for several houra all alano on tho roof of tho maohina hewao whoro 
nobody, «oopt COD, could hoar ua. This oolu=n loader admittod that 
oaoapoa wore made ovary day and night whioh not alwaya auccoedud sinoo 
tho bloodhounds, uaod by tho SS, woro tracing tho oaoapod In scat 
oaaoa. The moat aorioua noa^it, the priaonor told so, waa tho faot 
that thoy must not toko ill ainoo no medicine waa available for them, 

I did not aujceod in gotting/father noteworthy statements from tho 
priaoner. In no oaao was thore oven a mentioning of auapioien that 
gaa chambers existed. That tho priaonor had confidence in ma ia ahown 
by tho foot that ho offered no oigorottoa tee whioh, howovor, ho 
rofuaud to accept payment. Thi. priaonor waa in full poaaoaaicn of 
hia phyaioal and nontal atrongth, ho h»d a full and roay-ohookud fnoo 
with hoalthy tooth. 

Again and again I waa ablo to obaorvo that tho prisoners woro treatod 
by tho Gorman forooon, plant auporviacra and oonatruotion orowa in a 
real huaano mennor and that thoy woro givon a lot of froodomat the 
plaoo of work, ovon if ono or tho other refusod to perform tortoin Jobs. 

I protest aharply againat tho toatisony givon in tho 1 . 0 . trial by 
tho rroaooution witnoaa Dr. Charloa Sigiscund Bondol withn-apoot 
to thia witnoaa' allogatico, that every Gorman who had oomo into 
oontaot with tho concentration oamp inmatoo if only in tho moot in¬ 
direct way, muat havo known of tho fact that human beings wore brutally 
elaughtared evoryday. Thia atat-nont doea not oonformwith tho truth 
whioh I havo proven by my proooding dosoriptien of foots. 
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Concluding I like to oonflrs one a eioro that ay attention »J not 
drawn to inhuaano acta with r jspeot to the treatment or a von tho 
killing of tho prisooors, nolth-r by tho officials, oaployoos and 
workors of tho 1.0. Farbonindustrio «.G. and tho AEG. nor by tho 
various concentration caap inoatos thecsolvos, The obstruction 
ohlofs rathor d-olarod that tho offlcionoy of tho conoontraticn 
ooap i neat os was very lew and would by no noon* roaoh the estimated 
60 % of tho full afftolonoy.

It wee thoroforc c matter of couroo 
that ell buildings, which wore sovorcl stories 
high, woro oquipped with elevators a.nd that tho 
propor cranes woro built into all work-a.nd machine 
shops whero hoavy partshrd to bo moved end nssomblod. 

6 . )For reasons of safety ell crcne operators woro sub- 

joctod to cn nptitudo tost and wore specially 
trained in tho lifting cquipnont workshop. 

7. )A11 lifting equipment was checkod as to its'J 

safety by tho lifting oquipnent workshop boforo 
it was put into operation , which was also con¬ 
tinued afterwards . Uith tho uso of c.n index tho 
pulleys woro chocked in this workshop at regular 
intervals as to thoir safety end load capacity. 

For the purpose of obtaining additional safety , 
examinations of cenunt end concrete wore constant¬ 
ly made, X-rcy pictures taken from weldings, oxami- 
nction of welders were carried out and steam- and 
compressod eir containers kept under constant guard.

8 .) The above described measures aorvod tho pro¬ 
tection of tho workers, tho safety of tho omplc- 
yoo8 and for tho purpose of facilitating the 
work through tho use of to clinic cl noens.

On tho besis of my 16 years work end oxporionco 
ns ongincor for tho testing of cquipnont , acci- 
dont protection end sefoty-work in the Lovorkuson 
I.G. Plrnt I roooived tho assignment in 1942 to 
organize tho safety engineering department in 
tho Ausohwitz I.G. Plant, end performed this 
kind of work until tho plcnt was abnndonod in 
January 1945. My department conoiotod of tho 
following soctiono: 

a) Tho Testing-Enginocring Offico which had tho 
took to carry out tho testing of comprossod 
air containers, lifts, and e.anOB, which weo 
prescribed by law, or to hevo this work per¬ 
formed officially through tho authorities. 

b) Tho Safety - Engineering Offico v?hioh had the 
task to c mango for the safety at the construc¬ 
tion site and communicate with tho authorities 

in ca 80 of accidents, to errry on statistics of 
accidents end apply all means for tho prevention 
of accidents, 

c) an institute for the testing of material in 
which the motels end building materials, used in 
tho plant, wore tested to determine their quality, 
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d) c lifting equipment workshop in which ell crones, 
lifts end pulleys hrd to be tested ct prescribed 
intcrv?l8 rs to their lood orpecity end their 
mechanical condition. 

2. ) In ceso of minor accidents which did not affisago 

work disability the necessary first rid wes givon 
from the contents of the dressing boxos which 
cro cvrilrblo et overy plant rnd ovory firm. No 
distinction wes mado recording to nationality 

or botween prisoners rnd prisoners of wrr. 

• 

3. ) Major cccidont3 were doalt with in rccordcnco 

with crrofully elaborated plrnt regulations on 
tho brsis of c reporting system. According to 
that, tho plant whore tho occidont had ocourrod 
ccllod up tho firo-brigadc which in turn inform¬ 
ed tho infirmary physicicn on duty , who in evoxy 
case, oloo if prisoners woro involvod , wont 
to tho scono of accident. Tho firo-brigrdo, 
Doroovor, dispatohod its cnbulcnco-ccr to tho 
scono of accident and informed tho Scfoty-Engincor- 
ing Offioo, 

Tho victims of accidents woro given modiccl treat¬ 
ment in tho plrnt infirmary rnd, in erso of major 
ocoidontB, in the Auoohwitz city hospital. Pri¬ 
soners of war, having received % first rid by tho 
plant physician, wore givon furthor treatment by 
the Uchrmacht which also arranged for tho re- 
movol. Prisonors, having received first cid at 
tho scono of accidents, were tekon by tho SS in 
its ambulcnco-car to the Konowitz Camp. 

Tho Sffety-Engineering Office sent to theronc 
of cccident oithor the safoty ongincor himself 
or tho inspoctor of cccident protection. 
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It informed the plcnt mrnrgor by telephone end, in 
caso of serious rccidonts, it also informod the shop 
steward, end in ease of fatal accidents furthermore 
tho Crimincl Police. The Trade Inspection Board and 
the Trade Association wore informed by.telephone or 
by nirc depending on tho circucstcncos. 

4. JRoports wero m^do on proscribed forms about all acci¬ 

dents, evon/thoso of insignificant character. Theso 
nccidont reports woro sont to tho Polico, to tho Trade 
Inspection Board, the IG Workors Department and to tho 
Hoalth Insurance institution oompetont in orch caso. 

5. )0n tho basi3 of the forms for cccident roports a care¬ 

ful statistic vjna preparod, which she-cd the number 
of nccidonts and the porcor.tago of tho different kinds 
of nccidento, separated according to ado and female 
omploycos ( a separato list was mado of foreigners 
which was again subdivided according t£ Q the country 
of origin) , end separated ccoording/f>lant omployoos 
and firm employees. Apert from that, statistics woro 
kept which wore subdivided according to plants, kind 
of machines otc. Wo mado offorts to obtain from tho 
administr'tion of Camp IV 1 and tho prisonor of war 
ormp tho neoessary records of ell accidents, in order 
to be onnblcd to keep this statistic as carefully a.s 
possible. For it was the purpose of our work to find 
ways end moans from this mrtorirl • *«■ to make tho 
construction sito safe of cocidonts for all persons. 

Apart from these purely systematic reports, report had 
to bo mado also to Dr. DUERRFELD in caso of fatal 
accidents, who, if ho was present in tho plant, always 
quiokly epperred at the scene of a-ccidont. 
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I recoil the fr.tcl Occident of c prisoner in whose 
coso Dr. DUERRFELD vra sooner ot the scone of Occi¬ 
dent thrn I myself, the 3rfcty cngin:or on duty. I 
found Dr. DUERRFELD standing with hot in hmd ncor 
the prisoner'8 body. 

Thc80 porsonol reports in cose of sorious end frtol 
Occidents served tho purpose of discussing preventive 
mcesurcs with Dr. DUERRFELD. I nover hc.d cny diffi¬ 
culties in obtrining from tho plcnt nenrgement tho 
noons for tho prevention of cccidonts requested by 
mo cs ossenticl. 

6 .)For tho prevention of cccidonts wo hrd ossignod 2 
Occident protection inspectors, men with procticol 
oxporionco, whoso took it wro to walk cround the con¬ 
struction sito oil dey long end to drew tho pooplo'o 
ettontion to denger spots. Tho IG Plrnts end con¬ 
struction firms, in coso of deficiencies, woro givon 
written notifications by tho Sofoty Enginooring Offi.co 
roquosting oliminrtion of those doficioncics up to a 
fixod drto. Porsons dolcying this wo.-o reported to 
tho plcnt mcncgomont end then Dr. DUERRPELD interfor - 
od porsonrlly. 

7.)For the provontion of cccidonts porsons were choson from 
enong the plcnt employoos r.s Occident provontion 
egonts. Thoro wore cbout 500 of them ell over the 
plont.

specting our assembly Jobs and trying out and storting our in¬ 
stallations, a ohanoe to got acquainted with the oonditicna exist¬ 
ing there, oepeoially tho employment of KZ innatos. 

2. ) Tho conditions ef work relating to tho prisoners, woro alike 
thsso that applied te Goman workers and to tho standards usual on any 
ether obstruction site. In tho norning tho prisoners wore lod under 
SS survoillanco to tho building site and detailed in groups to tho 
dlffor®t contractor fire- and work places. Those groups wore super¬ 
vised by a 89-0allod Capo, a prlscnor fren thoir ranks, and kopt 
busy by hin. I was unable to ascertain spooial neosures of oo roion, 
while I was thoro, to increase tho output of work. a ueh coasuros 
woro neither oaployod nor toloratod by tho loading gentlonon of tho 
IG a/e tho several gontlooon roprosenting tho contractor firms.

4. )Tobe sure, in individual oases I was able to observo that shirkers 

and loafers end those who were guilty of serious infringeconts of 
genoral rulos of' ba.avisr were not exactly treated fcontly by their 
own Capo or tho SS guard (boxing coo’s oar or a kiok in the pants did 
then actually ocour occasicoally). 

6 ,)rfh<m vnloading stcoos fron a oar the workers always foraed a ohain 
and-oor.voyod tho stones theroby free hand to hand to the work plaoo. 

Tho working paoo was normal, *0»on loading er transporting hoavy iron 
parts, hoists, lifts, and oars were always oaployod. 

6 ,)I was able personally to witness a serious and fatal construction accident. 
This acoidont was absolutely tho rosult of tho carolossnoss of tho syoup 
ef prisoners.

1 ,)From Ootober 1943 to January 1945 I have been employed at the power- 
plant ef the I.G.-work in -Uisohmiti as a lookBnith-foroman. I am 
a Germ\n oltfcon and was not a member of the NSDAP, At t ho power-plant 
there were no prisoners employed as a rule, but when after an air- 
attaok prisoners were used in eur shep for cleaning work, we 
selected the skilled workers from their midst and omployod thorn in 
our shop, sinoe we were short of skilled men. >'e gave them only 
moderately heavy work, whioh they oould do well, Thoir productivity 
novortholoss was far below that of a normal worker, 

2.) The prisoners were assigned for work by the Capos, who know thoir 

pooplo best, Tho Capo of the prisoners that worked in our shop was a 
Jew from Hamburg, who t rented his people vorywell. Tho prisoners in 
ova- shop also manufactured a groat nuabor of little things for 
thoejolvos, for instance little objects of applied art, whioh they 
then traded at somo placo with oivilian workors. 
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3 . ) I never saw dead prisoners upon the works grounds and alao could 

not understand on the basis of my observations that prisoners should 
hare oollapaod during work, during the marching off in the evening 
I have soon that in individual coses prisoners were assisted by their 
•otnrados because apparently thoir feet had booooe sore from rubbing 
int he wooden shoes. 

4. ) It was a natter of course for us that acta of violence against workers 

er prisoners should not bo peraitted and in vi«w» of the spirit 
doainant at our plaoo it would nevjr have oone to that oven without 
a regulation by tho workssnnogosent against boating. However 1 must 
obsorvo thoreby that I r«aoebor a case or two, whoro at sane plaoo 
on tho construction Job a Capo kiokod a priaonor or Hit Kim . 

6 .) I havo novor hoard of a rulo aooording to whioh only a oortoin 

poroontago of prisoners was allowed to bo siok sr of so-oallod soloc- 
tions. In sur oaloulation dopartaoot there was a Jew from Broslau 
and I knew frea this roan myself that ho had lain in the siok bay for 
aovoral nooks and thon rosuaod his work. Ho serious aooidont 
happened in our shop, in caso of small injurios wo put a plastor 
from our first aid kit on tho wound of tho prisoners. 

6 .) u uring wintor tho prisoners wore ooats and I romtwbor woll tho 
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beautiful warn civilian coate, which the prisoners received in 
the winter 1944/45. Our ahop waa heavily damaged by air attacks and 
difficult to heat. Therefore tho priaonera atood very muoh around 
tho oote ovens set up in tho ahop and warmed thenselvea. 

7. )It never occurred to =e that the u«o of priaonora at the plant could 

havo hid the purpose of propering then for extermination,and I can 
only aay that prior to the odllopso I have nsTor learned or known any¬ 
thing of moss killings at the U Ausohwit* . 

8 , )Purthoraore wo had a p-oup of fcnglishoen working in our ahop, who, 

howevor, «*oro rooovud in tho autumn of 1944 and, aa 1 remember, 
thoy caao to Boydobrook for work. Among tho ingliahaon working with 
ua was a corporal who, os I boliovo, liked it vary muoh with us and 
at lost prootioally commanded tho work at the bonding pinto, whero 
big pipoa woro bont and who had tho big say thoro aa®g tho Polish 
and ovon Gorman workora, dhon • tho *-ngliah aan ahipped 

to Hoydebrock, this oorporal requoatod again and again to 
try too ping him hero, howovor, thia waa at tho tin*, I boliovo, 
not poaalblo for any individual oaao. In 1947 I havo had a friendly 
corroapondonco with thia oorporal, hie addroaa ia D,A. dATSCH,

them to work on ny construction job right away. So distinotiem was 
raado botw-on fbroign and Gornson workers in regard to work roqulromonta.

The laying of oablo at the Ausohwitx plant. 

A..T oo ^nioal lay-out of^tho^oircuit. 

Up to tho middle of 1944 tho olectrioal energy had boon atolusivoly 
suppliod to plant Auschwitt by outside ourront. Tho supply plant was 
tho powor station at Oborladzisk whioh supplied tho transformer 
statien ef 100 / 50 kV built at plant *usohwi« wlth 100 kV * A 
aooond supply amounting in energy to only 5 - 4 MV was distributed 
insido tho plrmt by ovorhoad linos, sorvod thoroforo only for con¬ 
struction purpoeos and is not under oemskbratien fer oablo distribution. 

Tho 100 kV onorgy suppliod, which oaoimtod to 60 Af in 1944, was trans¬ 
formed to 50 kV in a transformer station and fed into tho plant to 
junction points. Distribution to tho ju, otion points was accomplished 
ovur a 50 kV oablo. Tho powor pi -.nt under construction, nhloh lator 
on was to provido tho largest part of tho ourront oonsvnod by tho 
plant, fod a 30 kV switchboard installod in tho power plant with 6 kV, 
This switchboard and tho 100/30 kV outsido ourront switohboard woro 
connootod by a 30 kV oablo lino. 

This 30 kV onorgy was fed over ono oablo to two transformer stations 
(proviov*ly designated as junotion point). 
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These transformer stations reduced the voltage of 30 kV dewn to 6 kV, 
the 6 k' r energy was then f ed from tho two jmetion points t# the 
plant motors using 6 kV. Additional oablos wont from these stations 
to transformer stations whioh r educed the voltago froo 6 kV to 
0,6 kV, whioh in turn fed tho 600 Volt enorgy consumers in t he plant, 
over 1 kV oablos. i>ver anether oablo this 30 kV energy was-fod totwo 
compressor stations and there transformed to 6 kV. The 6 kV onorgy 
was in this cnee fed direotly te tho 6kV occpresssr notsrs. 

Telephsno, ronoto control, and signal oablos, as well as oablos to 
safeguard difforontials, were in addition installed in tho plant, 
they sorvod for tolephsno ooscunioaticn, remote-control and safe¬ 
guarding sf plant installations. 

B. Cjble routos. 

Cable routos in plant Auschwitx wore determined by tho traffio systom lq 
tho plan of the plant. Thj oable routes woro obliged te follow 
thoso reads so that many cablos woro paoked into tho tronohos. At 
the Auschwit* plant tho roads woro so doslpod that thoy split tho 
plant aroa up into squaro blocks. Thoy faced from north to south 
and from>nst tswost. In tho streets fooing north to south, a width 
of 6 motors was made available for tho 30, 6, and 1 kV cables* In 
tho gtroots faoing oast towost, whoro also tho railway traoks 
woro leoatod that woro intendod for tho transport of material and 
goods produced, on individual ^strip wf 1,60 motors was always 
prwvidod fer tho po«or oablos.

An Important part for tho safoty of cablo oporation is playud by 
tho load coloring which onensos tho insulation eovorod oonduotors 
of a cablo. Its task is to koup daspnoss away fretn tho ocnductors 
and thoir insulation. l>uo to tho shortago of raw materials, war 
regulations woro issued by reason of which the thlokr.oss of load 
casings ms reduced to such an oxtontthat the tensilo strength 
was so substantially weakened that special consideration had to 
bo paid to this faot in tho laying of cablos. It tho decid¬

Cablo_laying. 

In this paragraph no rofor to tho conditions of tho oable construction 
dosoribod undor C, paragraph 1 . 

Lot us oxanUno tho, for tho workor, unfavorable oaso in the laying of 
a 30 kV cablo. IhJ drum has boon placod .t the spot noro the cable 
is to bo rolled off by a spocially for this purposo drilled trans¬ 
portation crew, not oasonblod free prisoners, but fr«o workers. 

The drum is always stationed bosido the cable trench, i 250 motor length 
of 30 kV cablo woighs apprex. 4,2 tons, 1 metar of this therefore 
apprsxlmatoly 16,7 kilo. In view of this weight tho number of carriers 
was so distributed that in tho most xafavorablu instanco one prisoner 
was stationed ovary 1 - 1.50 motors. For the dragging, resp. placing 
of a length of 30 kV cable, 2% =or. wore always provided by the 
tochnioal management, as stress was put tn the fact that the gaps of 
1 motor woro to bo kopt on account of insufficient tensile strength 
•f tho load oovoring. In c aso of 
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larger gaps a fag of the supported cable would havo occurred and it 
could havo boon reckon-d with tha possibility that tho load covering 
suffored cracks which would have nado the oablo worthless. Tho 
greatest worry in laying a 30 kV oablu was, that if possible not too 
ouch strain was put on tho lead in order not to sslo it dangerous 
to u*o. Frca tho distance between tho woriwrs it booooos evident, that 
tha cost any prisoner had to carry oven undur tho cost unfavorable 
circuastanoos, never oxcoodod noro than 25 Kilo. Horaally, if not one 
of tho workers personally spared hinsolf, by not increasing tho 
distanoo, tho prisoner had to oarry 16,7 idlo. In this Banner no 
inhuaan or oxcossivo work exortior. oould occur. 

The dragging or rolling off of tho oablo was oarriod out by 
oallod coemar.da whioh wore to bring about on ovon rolling off and the 
least possible strain on the workers and natorial. Thoso oonsaonds caao 
at intorvals of approxlnatoly 8 sooonds. For tho outsldur looking at 
and Judging tho laying of high tension oablos, tho lcpretsion of 
oxcossivo labor is oroatod by tho congested ranks cf worltors and tho 
oonstont oconands following each other. Theso cavainds are not intended 
to sorvo asm spurring on to work as tho layaan looking on would 
supposo, but sorvo coroly by thslr long drawn out sounds to k.-ep the 
worJcnonct the oablo in a continuous forward covenant and exert a con¬ 
tinued, uvan stress on tho oablo. Tho raain factor in getting an 
equally distributed load on tho individual worker whilo drawing 
cablo off tho drua, is cooperation within tho detail, that they pull in 
unison on connand, 
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hold tho distance between each ether, and so accomplish tho task by 
concon effort without strain, a tablo is given beleu giving information 
os to tho strain imposed onaach prisoner while laying cablo.

production of nhich Sparto l) and in particular Dr. 3uetefioch 
a"x. Ills deputy Dr. von Staden cere responsible. 

2 . ) In tills capacity I often took part in the so-called buildln; 1 

conforoncoo for Auschcitx and in this nay heard anxious dincuocions 
concomln^ tho troatnont of the prisoners, trho vroro astri^ed 
in tho plant as construction corkers for tho construction 
of tho plant. I knon that on those occasions Chief Engineer Faust 
as 3uildin,. Diroctor and Dr. Duorrfold as Director of 
Construction nod Assonbly conpla.ined nbout abuse# in tho 
troatnont of tho prisoners by SS r»n nod Knpos. 

Proposals core node and suggestions offered as to hoc proper 
troatnont could bo secured for the prisoners. In this 
connection Dr. Duorrfold ropontodly infomed us that ho 
had consulted tho local Cnnp Coanandant nbout these quootionu 
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end,/Iron an objective point of vlon, had obtained achieved inrpovononts 
stop by step* * 

I rononbor ihnt ho oceo informed us that the Canp Corewodant of Canp 
Aucch-its had Given hin n hint that there ons stilltoor. in the canp 
for pooplo who had constnnt conplnints to cake about tho SS. 

3. ) In porfornlng ny duties for tho Auschwitz plant I also 
frequently visited tho construction Job and can say fron ny 

own observation that neither foroi£nors nor prisoners were callocl 
upon to do work which was in any w«y heavlor or undor harder . 
conditions than on nnny othor construction Jobs that I know of. 

The working condi ions, for oxanplo, wore absolutely tho sr.no in 
S'ruox or Louna. Nor, accor^e to ny observations, nore 
prisoners and foreigners assigned to work which they would not have 
boon phyticnlly able to cope with. To bo suro, at tho bo, inning of tho 
construction nork tho prisonors had to suffer undor the long 
nnrehos to and fron nork, but this condition nas vory soon 
olinlnr.tcd by rail transport and after tho nutunn of 1943 by 
locating the work canp closo to tho platt.

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AFFIDAVIT 

I, Gottfried STRG32L, bom on U Karch 1889, residing at Luzom, 
Oeisenste lnring 50, have been warned that I shall render myself 
liable to punishment for making a false affidavit. I declare on 
oath that my statement is true and was made in ordor to be subeiit- 
ted as evidence to the 'iilitary Tribunal at the Palace of Justice 
at iNuernberg, Germany. 

1) From 1 July 1944 until 21 January 1945 I "as employed in tho 
Auschwitz plant of the Z.G. Farbeninduatrie A.G., as head of the 
dietary kitchen and of the firm's ness. I am of Swiss nationality 
and was never a partj member. 

2 ) I was able to observe that the works' management endeavoured In 
ovory way, in soite of the difficulties caused bf the war and the 
location cf the plant, to take care of the workers. The innumer¬ 
able auxiliary buildings, such as residential camos, 
apartments,first aid oosts, baths, catering establishments, stores, 
artisans' shops, facilities for soorts arri entertainment, all 
show that tho olant management was at least Just es much concerned 
about the health and cocfort of the human beings as about the 
construction of production plants. 

I must confirm in this respect that according to my observations 
the foreign workers received equal treatment with Cenaan workers, 
and were even better off in various respects because they were not 
called upon to do so-called honorary werk. 
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3) The foreign workers had no cause to feel like slaves and did not 
live behind barbed Tfire. They were not guarded either during 
their work or when they were off duty. Incidentally it was pro¬ 
hibited to ounish e foreigner or a prisoner by giving him a box 
on the ear, for instance. 

A) I did not observe during By activities in the I.C. olant Auschwitz 
that so-called "selections" were cade. That means the picking 
out of concentration caao prisoners, unfit for work, in order to 
send then to tt» concentration caap Auschwitz or Birkenau for 
annihilation, nor did 3 hear of any such thing from othors. 

Heither did I hoar of any such selections taking place in camp 
IV (ltonowitz). 

I do not consider as correct tho assertion of tho Frosecution 
that everybody knew that "selections" and "3irkenau" were syno- 
nycous with annihilation and that the cass annihilation of human 
beings was a fact knowr. to everybody. I was in daily contact 
with prisoners who begged for feed fron ny dietary kitchen. Art 
even they did not say anything to ce about such annihilations. 

The I.C. was an enterprise by itself. The concentration camp 
inmates and the orissners of war were under the charge of the SS 
or the w ehraacht. I layer heard anything of mass killings. • 

5) I never saw prisoners being forced to unload cecent bags at tho 
double, or beaten and kicked by Xapos and foreran. 
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so that they sceetiaes had to be carried back to 'ionowitz, and 
so-called "caravans of deeth" coving to camo IV in the evening. 

It must be conceded that ry place of work was away from the street, 
but I never even Y+ ard that such things hao-»ned. 

Neither did I hear anything about cruel treatment in camp IV. 

I should say, hoover, that it was prohibited to talk to the 
concentration Qtalp prisoners. 

I had the iooreAsion that the prisoners were glad that they were 
employed at th$ I.G. plant. 

6) The arrangeoants at I.G. for protection against accidents were 
faultless. These applied to all who were employed at the plant. 

7) Dr. IXierrfeld was the father and guardian of evoryboty working in 
the plant. Ho did whit he could. It is ay bcliof that the 
foreign workers too did not feel unccofortable in thoir camps.

From tho spring of 1943 until January 1945, that is until the plant 
was abandoned, I worked as chief engineer in the central turbine plant 
and the electric switchgear plant. 

I received by mail from Foland the attached throe letters of 10 October 
1946, 8 June 1947 and 21 August 1947 - the latter only in translation - 
all three of tWo written from Zawiorsci by the Polish nationals 
Jerzy Plonski, Polska, Corny, Slank, Zawiersci, Cprodowa 36 . I here¬ 
with confirm catogorically that these letters are taken from tho cor¬ 
respondence which I an conducting with Fan Plonski. 

I learned from the reports of Plonski that at tho time the Schoelt 
Poles were brought, not cf their own free will, from the individual 
townshios of the occupied Polish territory in order to work in comps. 
This was the result of xsasures taken by a SA leader by the name of 
Sch.*lt. It wa3 practically irpossible for able-bodied Poles to evade 
this action, unloss they could dc so by bribes. Put the bribes de¬ 
manded were so high that even 



well off people could not afford them 
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* 

Acclrding the his statement Finn ski duly cane to Preslau. He com¬ 
plained very much atout the treatment there. The situation improved 
only when they came via various ether camps to the I.C. where they 
wore employed at first es transportation workers. They were accom¬ 
modated in a camo away from the I.G. and guarded by SA men. Every 


day these SA mn escorted the columns to the olant. They had to 
wwrk together in seoarata groups, each group being guarded by one SA man, 
unlike the prisoners, who were permitted to novo about almost freely 
within the I.G. area. The treatment meted out by the guards varied. 

With the exception of a few malicious characters the guards in the 
I.G. area scarcely bothered about them. 


The loyal attitude of the Schealt Foies induced a nuabor of plant 
managers to attempt to convert their forced labor conditions into 
conditions of rrco labor. In spite of the efforts nado by the mana¬ 
gement it was not possible to obtain this privilege for n single one, 
becauoo of the resistance put up by the camp management. It was only 
in the course of tho siroer of 19 U. that an arrangement was made by 
which the Sc hr** It Polos were no longer subject to the control of tho 
SA. It must bo concedod that, having been conscriDted, they were 
compelled to continue "Diking for the I.G., but they were now on an 
equal feoting with the other workors and among other things able to 
take their leave regularly. 

j 

Alreadv from th> outset of 19W. the individual plant managers had been 
negotiating with the guards for the groups to be allowed to disband 
•ut to work, according to plant requirements, ‘tost of the guards 
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agreed with this solution, which freod them of the responsibility for 
the custody of the Poles. The Poles wore then emoloyed end trained 
according to their aptitude. After their release from the forced 
labor conditions in the course of the sorter of 1944 the training 
system was generally apjlied. For instance, instruction courses in 
welding and on the behaviour and the measures in an electric plant 
were hold in th? central turbine plant. The Poles were grateful for 
these measures and they on their part showed their gratitude by co¬ 
operating gladly. 


When he started to wcrfc in the central turbino olart, Jerzy Plonski 
was first employod on transportation work. Latsr on ho was employed 
in the factory control of tbo eloctrlc plant.

Wannest thanks for your letter, which I answer in the manner you 
indicated. You are right, I hare already learnt free the news- 

•» i 

papera of the I;G, Farfaeh. directors bpbn whoc sentence is to be 
passod injNubfnberg. As you already know froa ny accounta, I waa 
quite young - barely 16, since I was born on 1 March 1925 - when 
I was taken by the Police (Gendarserle) on 5 August 1941 to a camp 
in Falkenburg, near Opolo. I did in fact apend sooo time on hard 
labor, ns we woro employed on the building of tho Autobahn. After 
this wo enne via Ratowit* to Auschwitz, where we woro under constant 
polico auperviaion. 

In Auschwitz I waa oeployod in a group as a transportation 
wcirkor. 

Lator, on 10 March 1944, thanks to the offorts of I.G. Farbon, wo 
wero sot froo, and takon on as freo workors, 

I roncrabor how a few daya before our roloaso, (in which wo did 
not bolicvo at-all) you gathered cur whole group together and nakod 
oach cf ua what Job wc should liko to be given and allocated each 
of us oftor our roluaso in accordance with the dosirea expressed. The 
work was then nuch pleasanter for ne and ay friends, slnco it was 
easy and interesting and enlivened by lectures which took place 
overy 2 days. 

4 people took part in these) nyself, Sibocinsai, EWbel and 
Bukoa. In those lectures wo were 
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instructed in the principles of phy^icg and plep^r^cal technology. 

The lectures were given by the technical expert Hieszozak, who had 
boon commissioned by you with tho Job. Or tako tho case of Kurzak 
end Sabctnicki, who were allowed to learn welding despite the 
opposition of tho foreman, for whea this entailod an extra load of 
work - netertholosa they had to give the course because you had 
ordered thco tc do so. 

I rcnfofccr how Kurzak once took about 1/2 liter of Schnaps and 
was In such a profound stupor that he gave no sign of life, ill tho 
high officials wore deeply shhken by this occurronco, but most of 
all you, who procured a car with lightning speed and drove hie to tho 
hospital. Vfhilo he was in tho hospital, sciaoono from the office en¬ 
quired evory day as to his condition. When I visitod him, ho foared 
that’ho wculd bo punished for this, but thanks to your appoal to 
the management on his behalf this did not occur. 

Our t^oatmont in tho Turbino Central Station was altogether unox- 
oopticnablo, not only after cur release, but also whilo wo woro in 
tho ceap. It is truo that punishoonts wefc inflicted on us quite oftoh 
in the comp, but the 1*0. Forben was not responsible for this; sinco 
tho punishments wore imposed by the camp c'nagcoont (polioo) within 
its <*,wn aphoro. 

How ofton, 1 remember, wo were punished with insufficient 
food; then wo cccploinod to the foremen on tho construction work, or, 
os in my coso, to you, and tho food was improved tho very next day. 

The rosult of this intervention by the management of the I.G. could 
be seen from the facos of the camp ccnaandent and 
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the^Canp Leador", who were indignant about it. 

I can honestly say that while we worked in tho Turbine Central 
Station I and my fellow workers never suffered free any illness or 
injury. 

If anyone did anything wrong, he was warned by word of mouth; on tho 
other hand, in the nonaal course of work we wore handed oufc ciga¬ 
rettes or tobacco at regular Intervals. What pleased us moat of all, 
howovor, especially those of us whe worked in the Turbine Central 
Station, was tho amount of leave we received. 

Leave was allowed cnly within a certain aroe, but we oach re¬ 
ceived loavo cards from the office with your signature as wo dosirod, 
oven evory week if it was important. Tho life and tho work under tho 
administration of I.G. Ferben, but & re especially in the Turbine 
Central Station,was very pleasant and reasonable. Everyone knew what 
was expected of him, and so, apart free languago difficulties, ccm- 
ploto understanding roigned amongst Poles, Fronch and Germans. 

Tho management troated us oil s;.apathotically and fairly, and ful¬ 
filled every roquost with tho utmost care. I remember ycur question on 
the occasion of ono of cur conversations, ns to what I intended to 
boccme in tho futuro. Upon my reply s a doctor - you told mo I wra 
right, I should learn, since knowledge should bo tho goal of every 
human being. How I an in fact a medical student at Kerscw University. 

When shall I be ablo to express ay thanks for tho fact that on 
1 January 1945 ycu toro mo cut cf the clutchos of tho Gestapo ? 
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I was sentenced for theft in a Goman shop, and thus did not get 
leave until Ctaristnas. I thought at that tine that I should once 
aero lose 07 freedcc and perhaps even =7 life. I cwo it to your 
spoody and activo intervention alone that I an still alive and can 
sot nyself a goal in lifo, 

I shall not forgot this, but for the tine being I glvo sincere 
thanks.

AFFIDAVIT 


I, Dr. Reinhold FUCK, Leuna, Kreis Merseburg, Lilierweg 16, 
have first been warned that I shall rendor nyself liable to 
punishment if I sake a false affidavit. I declare on oath 
that ny statement is true and was made in order to be 
produced in evidence hefire the killtary Tribunal at the 
Palace of Justice, Nuremberg, Germany* 

1) In the beginning of July 19h}, I was transferred 
freathe AmenUkwerk Merseburg, Leuna, to the Auschwitz I.G. 
W8rka and remained there as department chief and chief of the 
glass depAt and the chemical warehouse until the works were 
evacuated in January 19U5i 

I have read the tealioArty of the witness Phillip f?E?FER given 
•n 17 November 191*7 in Case 6 heferc the American Military 
Tribunal VI as well as his affidavit K1-12M, Exhibit 1517, 
and:sake the following statements in this connectien: 

2 ) It is truo that I often requested the allocation 

ef chemists from among the prisoners, yot not in order to assign 
then as chemists tut so as to procure experts for team, who 
were vorsed In handling glassware and chemicals and wore also 
familiar with the procurement of material, and because I 
■oliovod that, in doing so, 1 was doing those prisoners a 
favor, by giving them relatively easy work which was rolated 
to their own professions. I was therefore merely guided by 
technical and human considerations. I cannot say whether it was 
Pfeffer in particular for whoa I put in a request, because 
it often happened 
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ttiat such people irere also offered to me by the Capa. I then hP-4 
these people cone for an interview and thereupon requested the 
Departnont for Labor Allocation ( Arbeitseinsats ) for their 
assignment quoting their prisoner numbers. It is quite clear, ht 
course, that cases containing glassware also had to be transported. 
However, for safety reasons and to keep the glass frra breakage, 
we always assigned a sufficient nuaber of workers to these 
transportation Jobs, so that none of then had to lift toe heavy 
a lead. 

3) Pfeffer*« sMtcrent that he was later put in charge 

of the dissolving reoa ( teosungsraus ) is incorrect, because the 
dissolving room was put only gradually Into operation and oven 
when the works woro abandoned its operation had not advanced beyond 
the first stage. Pfeffer was employed in the dissolving room, tut 
was by no means in charge, as cr.n be seen from his statements, As 
a natter of foot, he could not be employed in such a position because 
he was anything but a clean worker. The Ger.vin laboratory assistants, 
KALIS and CKKIST respectively, were in charge of *ho dissolving 
reon. His superior was not Dr. SHAUN, the chief of the methanol 
plant, but I ayself. I qysclf was the department chief of the A- 
plant, of which the aethanel plant was only a part. 1 was KALU's 
superior, not in ny oapacity as department chief, but because 1 had 
a special work assigaent for the glass dopot and the chemical 
warehouse, which went far beyond ey duties as department chief 
and concerned the whole works. 

Furthermore, PFEFrER testified that it was strictly prohibited to 
enter the office of the Betrlebsleiter. I do not know anything 
a brut this point because I myself 
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always had tw prisoners «rking in cy office who proved to bo 
excellent workers. One of then, Walter Bcohling, who was killed 
in the air raid on 2C .aigust 1944, har.dlod all depot stocks. 

He deserved great credit for his work and proved to bo such a 
decent person that I filed an application for his release. As 
a result, he was granted pomission to let his hair grow. The 
other one, Toni BrucckLacier froy Regonstaurg, handled all social 
welfare nattors of the dopartncntal staff, i.o. clothing, loavc, 
sickness certificates, etc. Ho had ay fullost confidcnco and 
r.ovor disappointed no. Bcohling and Brucdclroicr worked in tho 
effico in tho sono t-annor as all tho other pcoplo and oven usod 
tho tclcphor.o, which was strictly forbidden by tho SS. then tho 
SS cnco caught Bruccklncicr telephoning, I .•c'solf was quostionod 
by tho S3. T.\ croupcn, I told Bruockliicicr to bo a littlo aero 
ccroful, lost ho should ceuso difficulties for no. He thon hid 
hkisclf occasionally undorncath the dosk whonovor ho nado a 
telephone call, if there was any risk of being dctoctcd. 

Unfortunately Bruocklnoior was transferred by tho SS, 
because ho was suspocted of trying to escape, and was no longor 
at ray disposal. Later on, ho becano block leader ir. tho 
lonowltz caap end often crao to tho \cx*ks, on *.<iich cccosicn3 
ho visited no and regretted having behaved in a suspicious 
nanner in tho past. lhcso two prisoners had access to all 
office matters, except such as I nysclf kept in safekeeping 
as "secret natters". »ny other prisoner vas also at liberty 
to see no at any tiro 
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and to approach ne with any request or wish, which I would fulfill 
if passible. However, cost of the tiae this was done by the prisoners 
on the occasion of ny frequent visits to the depot. 

U) I once reported a prisoner, the Kapo of the teaa assigned 

to ne, a criminal who boasted of having been a Berlin autocrbile 
thief. I wanted to have his reeoved fro* ay team for two reasons; 
firstly, because, in spite of reprimands on ry part or>d on the Fart 
of sy workers, ho terrorised the prisoners subordinated to hln 
in an absolutely unisaginable manner, so that the pecplo hardly 
dared to toll me anything about it; and secondly, bcoause ho had 
stolen 2l;f liters of alcohol. This alcohol wna bartered for food 
or. tho Black Market at tho rate of ono lit* 1 ? of alcohol per kilogram 
of butter. It was this v-ry Herr Pfoffor who acted as tho confidant 
of the Kapo on the Sunday when this theft was committed; apart 
fron that, Pfoffor was caught several times taking chemicals cut 
without authorization. It was for this reason that I roleased 
Pfoffor, whe was exceptionally lazy and incredibly dirty as far as 
his work ( he was temporarily assigned to analysis work in the 
laboratory ) and his appearance woro concerned. 

5) I do not know how Pfeffer caw* into the Buna laboratory 

•f Dr. SPAENIG. However, I assume that my Kapo, whoso confident 
Pfoffor had been in the thoft of 2ii0 liters of alcchrl from the 
chemical warehouse, had something to do with it. I know that scoebedy 
in the Bum plant fad alcohol deals with prisoners. 
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I did not know who it was, I only know one thine, that the criminal 
Capo of uy team, that auto'thief, often brought orders for alcohol 
fron the Buna laboratory and attempted to bribe qy depot chief, Dipl.- 
Ing. Uarosczck, to fill these orders in full, despite the existing 
shortage. Honevor, as far as the tino element is concerned, the 
description of Pfeffer* a arrest fits very -.*11 with the description 
given of the arrest of the Capo in charge of qy team for bribery. 

In regard to the Sunday werk done by the prisenors, I can stato 
that wo often worked on Sundays because tho .prisoners wished it. 
people, .Tolas and Christ, worked every Sunday with the exception of 
one, nhon wo had arranged for a workers' excursion. On that very 
Sunday, tho above-mentioned Capo and Pfoffor stole tho 240 liters 
of alcohol. TV.oy worked, hfnever, on all other &mdays, in order to 
givo tho prisenors the chaneo of got ting eut$,ho coop. 

6 ) I considor it out ef the question that Xalna should ovor havo 
boaten prisenors, becauso I constantly Lrn-osacd the warning on qy 
people to treat the prisonors as follow • oritors. I cannct, of 
ccurso, nako any definito statonents on this subject, but, for 
tho reasons provicusly statod, it socuo rathor inprcbablo. On tho 
contrary, Kalns was en bad toms uith tho SS. At tho beginning, 
not being familiar with tho conditions, he took a picturo of prisenors 
taking a walk outsido the works. 








The S3 guard took the camera away frcn hie and ho raa then 
called to Schoottl oh Schwarz, the caap leader of can? IV, 
who abused hin rest terribly and threatened hiu, that if ho was 
net careful ho hiesolf would bo thrown into the concentration 
canp,. 

7) Tnr othor exanplos will deosnstrato tho contrast between our 
attitude tor/ards tho concentration oanp prisoners and that of 
tho S3, '.fo liad a prisoner by the naac of SL-jon who was assignod 
to the cffico of tho glass dopot at his o-.m request, as well as 
because ho proved to bo cjjito clovor and ;^do a good inprossion. 
Like nany of tho inriatos, ho was Jewish. One da:* this Sfcjen and 
anothor young Polish Jew >.ho was onplcycd as a glass blower 
stele appro;:! lately 50 thoruoaotor*. 'o vor y soon discovered 
tho thoft end through a sudden, unoxpcctod interrogation of 
tho glass blowor, wo obtained j. ernfossion. 3i«cn continuod to 
deny tho thoft. I gave hin half a day to thin!: it ovor and 
then quostionod hin once cere. Ho then confossod. .hat was ny 
roaction? I transforrod hin froa his cffico Job to the glass 
dopot, >rhoro ho unpacked nowly arrived shipments. Iho glass 
blower was ucrely roprinandod by ao. Ihis settled tho >*clo 
afrair. ifot oven the Cape was told anything about it, because 
that would have involved tho risk of his passing tho inforaation 
on. 

At tho beginning, we had a very docent young Cape, a Felo, when 
I also personally advised to treat his pcoplo doccntly. At that 
tine, the tcan 
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uas at its best. The atcosphore was dean and the wrrk porforcanco 
was satisfactory. Unfortunately, there uas at that ticc a young 
r-'lish girl ceployod in our car?)- The two lilrod oach other, and 
one day the Cape in a pcrfoctly hornless Conner teck tho girl 
into his oxos and kissod her. «t that vory rxncnt, an SS-patrol 
happened to pass by. Tho peer follow iras replaced and tho girl, 
tco, ieprisonod for sovcral days, '..o tried to save tho prisoner 
and had already been procisod by the Labor .diecation FUohrer 
of tho SS that ho wuld return. &it tho nest day, which was tho 
day vhon ho oca supposed tc ccac, the Labor Allocation Fuehrer 
told us that he hod alroady boon transferred to another labor 
oenp.

of work in order to establish tho conditions for our futuro work.

Tor tho unloading of bricks, usually about 15 to 30 prisoners 
wore assigned. 3 or f prisoners banded tbox down, brick by brick, 
and V cso wore carried singly to t v c near-b- staging placo, whoro 
other prisoners received thee and stacked f-cr up. Pau-os woro 
•Ivys intorsporsod in nbun&'nco and t>o Banner of unloading can 
only be described as easy. 
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In the unlording of coal, thero were »lvpy B 9 • ti - 10 men on 
t-a waggon, end all those had to do v*„ t0 B hovel It out, for 
vMcb thoy u«od comparatively trail shore Is. There s«s nover any 
driving and If r waggon wa e not emptied by the evening, the 
unloading va B finished by Germn. or Pole-, "ho prisoners slnply 
finished at tho end of their working tl-e and withdrew. ‘’here was 
never any scolding or be-ting, even If •‘'or wore not finiehod. 

Another Job, tha* of the laving of cabloa, ary al B0 bo 
described. At Che noet, n * to ‘‘0 prleonora wore aaalgnod to this, 
■omo of whom turned t*o Jnckcd-up rell, while the rost, standing 
In a row, ono beside the ot v or, drew out the c*blo. The pulling 
took pi-co At *‘’0 word of cor-and of a XAPOS: "*\u-ruck" all 
together. I have often pas-e-* by such toars at work and hnvo 
ovor wltnos od any driving or beating. 

Regulrtlons wore ls-ucd to us concerning the mennor of dosllng 
with prisoners, according to w*-lch anv act of vlo’.onco against the 
prisoners wr.s forbidden. Purt^oreoro, the S' had forbidden an- 
prlvrto conversation with prisoners, to v'-lch, however, wo did not 
attach much Importance! In spito of It, wo g'ro our prlscnor- 
workers broad or dg«ret*os, w v lch wo laid upon tho goode waggons, 
bo that thoy could pick them up tbceaolros. Vhon acnidonts occurred, 
tho nrlsonors woro of courso helpod. 

In driving by tho Monowits C-mp, al B0 called Cr*p IV, In which 
tho prl-onbrs working with t*o 1 . 0 . were housed, I always obflnod a 
good Impression of It, V-ich wn- never disturbed by unfevourr.blo 
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reports. I knev that sick prisoners were kept in the hospital 
(Hevicr) until t hoy recovered. I never '’eard anything about 
torturings, boruings or selections. 

In general, the prisoners wore over 20 r oars of ego; tho 
youngest whoc I s'v any havo been botweon 17 and 19 «nrs, Skillod 
workers anong tho prisoners were of course as-lgnxd according to 
f-oir tredo. 

In wlntor, tho prisoner- costly wore, besides t*o striped 
prisonor coat, a civilian ovorcont, w v lch boro on t>e bc.de a rod 
otrlpo, "hoy had gloves ns won an-* t*c prisoners working in tho 
opon also had., in addition, a padded vost. 'hero wero coko firos 
burning everywhere, at wMrh the prisoner- could w-na thoirsolvoo. 

I have taatod t v o nidday soup of tho prisoners mvsolf; 
it w“.s a slnglo dish of ica*. carrots an* 1 pot-'toos. 

Prisonors ha.ro often told bo *>t thoy would rnthor be on 
tho building sito then in t v o c-ap, because, bonidos groator froo- 
doc, t’-ay also had - good relationship with tho Gomans, tho Boro 
bo, at thev always got a bit oxtre frsei us niv and again. I oust 
ng'in repeat to-day that I novor saw anything repugnant in 
connection with tho troatvont of the prisonors or in an- other 
way.

I, Hermann D r e h o r , bom 29 karch 1909, building en¬ 
gineer by profession, living in Scntra, Betirk Kassel, Bahnhofstrasse 
308, have been duly advised that I shall render myself liable to 
punishment by making a false affidavit. I declare on oath that ray 
statement is true and was made in order to be submitted as evidonco 
to Military Tribunal No.VI in the Palace of Justice, Nuernberg, 

Germany. 

From 1930 to 1946 I was proprietor cf tho fira of Dreher-Tief- 
bau, Inhabor Hermann Drehor Jun. I en a building engineer by profossirq. 
Free 1942 to January 1945, oy enterprise, tho hoadcuarters of which 
at the tino woro at Ploss, Uppor Silosia, worked on tho building pro¬ 
ject of the I.G. Frxbcmin''ustrio Akticngosollschaft at /uschwitz. I 
worked thero as an indopondont building contractor and gcnorslly vi¬ 
sited Auschwitz onco por week in order to lnspoct tho building work 
in progross. Basing ny statements cn these visits, I roproduco in the 
following ay Improasirna and tho observations which I made. 

The oceni salons handed over to ne wore for underground building 
operations and tho delivery and orecticn of parts for permanent 
hutments (kassivbareckcn)• foe work was carrlod out by my concom 
with the help of almost exclusively German, othnic German and Polish 
labor. Prisoners from Auschwitz concentration camp wore allotted to 
me only for tho unloading end rer>:val from tho loading point of the 
parts of the hutments. This unloading and removal of parts was con¬ 
ducted in tho sane can nor as when German workers woro involved, with¬ 
out undue hasto and without the use of force. 
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The physical appearance of the prisoners in gen oral was such that 
one could. Justifiably, expect thee to perform the work to which 
they were dotailed. As far as I could see, the demands made of 
the prisoners, foreign workers and Germans in so far as work was con- 
corned, in no wey differed free each cthor; on tho contrary, I think 
I may say that, when vory dirty work was involved, it was frequently 
non-prisoners who woro allocated to the particular work, as the 
authorities did not wish tc make on th<e tho unreasonable demand that 
thoy wndo in tho filth which, particularly in tho early period, re¬ 
sulted fr-a tho unfavorable greund surfreo, in wot weather. I also 
remember precisoly that, during conferences botwocn representatives 
if I.G. Pnrbcnindustrio and us contractors, tho fact that tho employ¬ 
ment of prisoners wm unprofit-bis to tho I.G. boocusc the S.S. de¬ 
manded payaont for ita prisonors similar to that paid for other workers, 
and the output of the pris ry,rs w^s c» naid'.rably loss, was frequent¬ 
ly explicitly menti'n^-Tho I.G. Farb mindustrio was constantly at 
pains to improve tho werking c nditi. ns rf all its workers - not only 
of tho prisoners - . .As far as I kn *, inhuo^no conditions woro novor 
prescribed by tho I.G. or any Cthor fira for tho prisonors or other 
workers aaployod thoro. I nenror observed a caso in which prisonors 
collapsed or -’iod whilo working for ny fire or for any othor. Furthor- 
noro, I have scon prisoners sitting arcund tho odgo of tho building 
sito < n which thoy wore employed, resting, without any action ovor 
being taken to prevent such conduct. 

Cn a building sito of tho site of that at Auschwitz, one natural¬ 
ly came into contact with ether firms, plant mnp.gors etc., and dis- 
cussod this subject and that.

In view cf the general treatment of the fires, the engineers, the 
w-rkers etc. I cannot iaagino I.G. Ferben's ever having resorted 
t : force in order to increase the output of the prisoners, acre 
ospocielly as 1 nevor either heard of such a thing having happened 
or notiood of such cethods. 

If the SS acted differently, it oust be nentionod that measures 
takon by the SS or tho Kapcs were never Instigated by the I.G. 

I know for a fact that the regulations laid down by tho Works 
l'anagccent of I.G. Farben contained strict instructions to the 
effect that all use of violence on the building sito - irrespective 
of whether it was diroctod against prisoners or other workers - wao 
forbidden and would lead to tho imedi^to dismissal of the person who 
had ollowed himself to bo carried away thus. I novor sajr any nal- 
tre-tmont of prisenors. As stated at tho beginning, I worked at Ausch¬ 
witz for nfa< st throe yoors, and I cam* t remoobor having soon a 
prisoner being struck on tho factory sito or having seen dead pri¬ 
soners lying about tho fsetcry lanos or elsowhorc on the sito. I 
knew nothing unfavorable about plant instructions governing tho treat¬ 
ment of prise ners, with reforcnco to sickness otc. I oqually nevor 
saw cny transports of dopd prisoners in transit freo tho Honowitz 
c*op to Auschwitz. 

I did soo young prisoners nn tho building sito. They were em¬ 
ployed as errand boys etc., or worked in tho workshops as apprentices. 
I never saw proof of or otherwise 
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had brought to my notice the fact that excessive dasanda were 
cade of these ycuths,nor was this the case as far as the older 
prisoners were concerned, either, 

I contributed to the construction of Camp IV, Monowitz by 
supplying permanent hutments (Passivbaracken). The hutments were 
erected by my »w>rkcrs and the material was brought up by prisoners, 
who themselves crooted tho majority of the othor hutments. The 
hutments themselves did not differ frem those *#»ich had been built 
ojjAthor sites for civilian workers. It is not true that the ac¬ 
commodation provided for the prisoners was poor and inadequate, for 
I know qysolf that thoy wero lster intended for tho accommodation 
of German workers. In each hutment, thoro was a day-roco in addition 
to tho docent alooping quarters, and the hutments could bo contrally 
hoated in wintor by moans of equipment operated from the works. Thus tho 
accommodation wo provided for the priemors was similar to that pro¬ 
vided in other camps for Goman and foroign workors, and was in no 
way worso than thoso other damps. I did not obsorvo that tho trent- 
raont notod out to tho prisoners in thia cacp difforod from treatment 
olsowhoro. It waa foncod in and guarded by tho SS. Admission waa by 
apocial paaa only. Among othor things, thoro was a music psvilicn, 
a brothol and a largo sports field in tho cacp. As far as I knew, sane 
of tho pris'-nors thccsolvos were tho musicians, m addition, thoro 
were specx*: hutments for tho sick. 

r.ho period when I was thcro, nothing of any selections or 
mass killings in Horn.wits Camp came to ny knowledge oithor. 
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I did, however, have the iEprcssicn throughout that the Ss never 
allowed tho I.G. to dictate conditions for the treatment of 
prisoners, for, as I rececfcer it, disputes frequently arose between 
the forks S'anagteent and the SS on the subject of the employment of 
prisoners. As far as I remember, there was always a number of pri¬ 
soners - not only convalescents - employed in Caap IV, on the general 
embollisheent of the oaap. Lawns were planted, tho paths wero laid 
with gravel, flcwor bordenjlaid out etc. 

Finally I state conclusively, on the grounds of my own obser¬ 
vations in tho Auschwitz works,that the lot of tho prisoners living 
in Honowitz and working fer the I.G. was by no moans so bad that ono 
might have entertained the thought that the intention was to make 
tho prismers ''ripo"for extend nation; everything rather led to tho 
conclusion that tho I.G. was at pains U nako of the prisoners, useful 
workers, both skilled and unskilled, who would cooporato willingly , 
and who would be assets to tho fira over a long period, an ond which 
it was hepod to achiovo by moans of decent tronteont - in so far oa 
this was possiblo in view of tho facilities at tho disposal of tho 
I.G. and tho policy was not interfered with by tho SS 
Sontrn, 19 February 1948

I declare on oath that ay atatecent is true and was 
nade in order to be submitted in ovider.ee to liilitary Tribunal 
VI in the Palace of Justice, Nuernberg, Germany. 

In 193C I entered the firm of Hollnann in iiannhein as an assembly 
worker and was ordered to the I.G.Farbenindustria in Auschwitz 
with this firn early in 19A3- Uy firo carried out assembly **>rk 
in tho Southern sector of the works (towards lfcnovitz). I was 
novor a noabor of tho NSDAP, and I cako the following statonents 
on the treati^ont of concentration camp prisonors in tho Ausch¬ 
witz I.G. works in accordance with tho bost of ay knowlodgo and 
boliof. As I was soldoa on othor building sites, ay accounts 
will bo predominantly cor.ccrnod with tho building sector in vfcich 
I was aiployod. 

To np porssnally, 5 or 6 prisoners iioro allottod on tho avorago 
ns assistants, or if nocossary as locksmiths. Hio s o pooplo could 
master tho typo of work dc;uxndcd of then -..ithout any troublo and 
thoir physical condition was such that wo trero Justified in 
giving then tho work. This was poasiblo all the noro bocauso 
tho prisoners were never subjeotod to unfavorablo irking conditions 
On tho contrary, if we allocated three prisoners to a Job 
and they said this was too few we at onco allocatod five, and 
if that tras still not enough wo Gomans helped as woll. 
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The aTCrogo output of a prisoner was ahput 60 % and wg k£|>t 
to this and i*. attempt was node by anyone to increase tho out¬ 
put by applying pros rare or naltreatocnt. Overwork was novor 
demanded of tho prisoners. I was throughout unaware of any civilian 
hitting a prisonor at any tino. In this connection I recall a 
regulation, according to which the odtreatuont of prisoners was 
strictly forbidden. 

As tho physical constitution of tho prisoners varied, wo 
always employed those who were unfit for noraal vark on cleaning 
tho forcuon's rooms and officos. On ell tho jobs rfiich tho 
prisoners had to do, I constantly gainod the impression that a 
certain follou-workcr relationship axiotod botwoon Gomans and 
prisoners and I thoroforo consider it out of tho creation that 
prisoners wore driven to work at tho run. I rust sry that I novor 
saw any driving at all. In othor respects tho prisoners wore 
looked after to the extent that they rccoivcd soup hot-pot at raid- 
day, that assistance was rendered than as a natter of courso in tho 
ovont of an accident, that tho casualty stations woro opon to 
then as inch os to tho Gomans, and that xio oursolvos often 
holped thca as man to nan. In addition to this tho prisoners in 
winter mstly had thick, worn soldiers' great coat3 with a rod 
stripo on the back, ns well as their stripod coats. Thoy all hod 
cloth glovos and a largo nunber possossod uam quilted Jackots; 
corcovcr, thoy could warn thoasolvcs at tho braaiors tfuch woro 
sot up. 
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O.cc sonothing very unpleasant happened to nc, Wiich 30 
clearly demonstrates tho power of the S3 and the Gestapo 
in thoso years. Thoro was a Jewish prisoner froa Berlin with 
no and ho onco asked ac for paper for a letter, which I was thon 
to sond on. Although it was forbidden by tho SS, I carried 
out hi3 request and put hin in an out-of-tho-way hut to 
write. Passing SS-acn saw tho prisoner \rr iting and quostionod 
hin. In his terror the prisonor told then everything, I was 
imprisoned twice and interrogated by the Gostapo once in tho 
works and onco in tho coop. Tho appropriate Articles were road 
out to no and I was to be punished. Than;: Heaven, I succccdod in 
using tho cxcuso that sinco the Poles wore allowed to writo 
I had assur.tod that tho prisoners were, too. 

lly follow-workers and I constantly gave the prisoners additional 
broad, soup and tobacco on top of thoir rations. As I rocnll, 
tho ration was 3C0 6. of broad per day. Or if a prisonor was 
tired of \.ork one day for sono rca»n, vo let hin rost senow 
vjhcro apart, v*ioro he was undisturbed and tho SS noticed nothing. 
All thoso actions, besidos tho decent treatment at work, woro 
instrumental in creating a pleasant relationship botwcon Gomans 
and prisonor3. 

Our youngest prisoner was about 17 and olscuhcrc too I saw no

prisoners 'tho wero younger then 15 or 16. 'Jo onployod thoso 
youngor prisoners on correspondingly lightor work. 

;ihcn I was taken into the camp by the SS ct that tine I 
gained a e° od impression of the cleanliness and order »*ich 
prevailed there. There were s n ail green bods in front of each

hut. 
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wro glad to be employed on the I.G. txiilding site, as 
they were thus far away froa the SS (in fact only the Kajx> 
was in charge oC the squad), and because they were bettor 
catered for by working for tho I.G. In fact I can say that it 
was a foregono conclusion that tho prisoners were glad when they 
woro on tho building site and not in the cairn.

I never waa a oecbor of tho SSDAP. 

2 ) Vhon I entered on cy duty, a big ambulance, belonging to tho 
plant, oxistod already. There also existed in Auschwitt propor 

a hospital with tho cost up to date equljraont. At both placos 
Goman red foroige workors wero troatod and cared for by tho anno 
physicians. It was said thrt thero voro also anbulancoo in tho 
prisonor caaps situated around tho plant, and they woro nanngod 
by prisonor-physicians. Kcw rosidontial caaps for tho 
nccoimodPtion of tho workors pouring in aoro rad ooro fron 
all countries, and a whole settloaent for Goraan workors woro 
built continuously until tho collapso case. Sono of tho 
residential caaps woro providod with groen grounds. Steady 
work was dono to inprovo transportation to work. All residential 
caaps had shops rnd stores. Thero was also a sports field in 
tho prisoner caap which could bo aeon froa tho street. 
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3) Ky icpression was that the plant management endeavoured 
continuously to improve the situation of the Go man and the 

foreign workers, However, the steadily increasing scarcity 
of materials and merchandise in the last yours of tho war 
put liaite to this policy. 

Regularly worlcir^ German and foreign workers did not only 
recoivo working clotnos or protective clothes, in ordor to 
increaso tho enthusiasm for work they wore enabled to buy 
civilian clothes. 

The workers received an additional meal whenovor night work 
was roqulrod. I participated repeatedly in these coals and can 
ntato that they wore good and tasty. 

Foreign workers rocoivcd tho sane food rations as tho Oorcan 
workors. All froo Goman and foroign workors could novo frooly 
and uso all conns of transportation fsr tripe to tho surroundings. 
Detainees and prisoners of war could move frooly within tho 
plant, as tho guards stood only at tho Halts of the plant. 

4) I was surprised vhon ontoring on =y duty to notico tho big scalo 
on which tho plant was oroctod in spito of tho war end how tho 
plant uanegoaont was intent on social wclfaro institutions such 
ns cloan accoosodetion camps, hospital, anbulancos, kltchon end 
otoron lr. order to maintain tho onthusiasa for work of tho 
workers employed thore. 

5) Director Dr. Duorrfold prddbitod oxprossedly in two meetings for 
Goraan workers tho maltroat mint of prisoners and foroign workors 
and threatened 
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a heavy penalty for disregarding thoeo censures. I do not 
know, whether Sr. Duerrfeld knew of any saltrealsenta conmlttod 
hy free Gersan workere on priaonera and foreign workers. 

I aide Dr. Duorrfeld 1 a personal acqualntanao In aevoral 
conferences at the fire Dhdo A Q>., Luetren, In the tino 
fron the beginning of March until Kay 1945. I had the inprosoion 
that ho waa a ran of great scientific and practical knowledge 
with social understanding for his follow-non. Associates of 
long yarrs standing of the l.C. - larbenindustrlo Schkopau, 
the forocon (Hoistor) Irnich and Beckor oxplained to no at 
that ticw that the directors of tho 1.0. had novor abusod tho 
Jows and nover would do so. because they wore too closely 
connoctod witn tho Jows. 

1 loarnod froo follow-workers that tho prisoners woro said to 

havo boon saltroatod sonotlcos by tho SC and tho Kapos in the 

yoars 1941 and 1942, that shootings wore said to have occurrod 

\ 

and that thoso bad conditions wero abolishod followiiic, an ob¬ 
jection cado by tho hlghost officials of tho plant nonegooont. 

I did not obsorvo any caso in which an SS guard or a Goruan 
worker boat a prisonor. 1 obsorvod ono caso, it happonod to 

v 

bo tho day vhon I ontorod on duty, whon a Kapo - a political 
prisonor with a rad chorion caltroatod an old Jow. I Jujnpod 
up in ordor to prevent tho saltreatcont. In a socond caso I 
provallod upon tho socsacdor of tho guard to rocovo a Sub- 
2apo who was a nricinal against society, bosauso tho prisonors 
subordinated to his co=plalned about aaltreataont. 
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We were forbidden to talk to prisoners, but several prisoner* 
whon I asked out of human interest, how life was, explained to 
ne that they were nueh bettor off in tho Auschwitz carp than in 
the camps where they bed lived before. 

During ny activities in Auschwitz I gained tho isprossion that 
thoso prisoners whose lapos woro decent persons safely survivod 
their period of inprisonnont. Prisoners who succeeded in ac- 
quirlr^ interest in the work allottod to then lookod woll as a 
rule. Those prisoners who neglected thenselvos due to tho 
understandable grief about their situation, duo to the un¬ 
certainty about their family gave the iopresslon of boing tirod 
and run down. 

6) Ths construction of air raid shelters startod in tho plant, in 
tho residential canpe and in the oottloconts in the spring of 
1944. In the fall thoso buildings woro so for advanced that 
according to tho declaration of the plant sanagonont all workors 
employed thors could bo sheltered safoly against boebs. I do not 
know to what oxtont this applied also to all prisonorn and thoir 
camps. Tho sholtor* and tranches wore, howover, littlo usod, as 
tho najority of tho persons omjlcyed thoro, also of tho prisonorn, 
proferred to run into tho open fiolds. Tho plant nanngomont had 
plans drawn up according to which the workors of tho individual 
factories, consequently also tho prisoners, should bo occoscodatod 
in collars under tho plant buildings. 

7) Tho performance of the foreign workers end of tho prisoners 
exceeded in no case tho performance demanded and achiovcd by 
Gormen workors.

Prisoners and foreign woxkers woro also enployod in the officoa, 
in the dlatribution of raterials end in the laboratorioa according 
to their specialized knowledge. Their lower porforaanco was 
accepted aa natural. Seasonable Zapos wr.o wore reaponaible 
alone for the allocation of labor to the prlaonara took care 
that their lowor output vaa nado up for by othora. The prisoners 
conplained frequently about the deapotian of tho Zapos. The non- 
cosaiaaioned officer of tho guard to whon I cocplainod once about 
tho transfer of a prisoner in the office explained to oe thrt 
tho dlatribution of work wea sole roaponalbility of tho Zapo 
and that ho wrs not poraitted to Influence it in nay way. 

8) I did not observe that foreign workers wore treated worao than 
Gomans. However, thero wrs probably dlscriainatjon in tho 
distribution of olothos. There existed a flourishing trado 
botwoon tho priaonora and tho other workors, particularly tho 
foreign ones. The prisoners or sons of then socretly producod 
uorchandlso and recoived food and clothes for it. 

9) I have no connection with a foraor prisoner or forolgnor. A 
wholo series of tho G*man workers is enployod by tho Choniocho 
Vorko buna in Schkopau and it is possiblo to get hold of thon 
through tho Personnel Offiso of the plant. Pron tho telos of 
Goroan prisoners of war and civilian prisoners, I gainod tho 
iepression that tho lot of prisonors is tho anoo in all countrios, 
and that fellow-sufferers who are appolntod aa auporiora un- 
nccoasarlly sggravato tho sod lot of the prisonors in nany cases.

Thoro aro 
thus 15707 entries in tho Sick Register, iiy evaluation could 
honovor only extend to 15684 entrios as a nunber of ontrios 
on pCgc 457 of the Sick Register wore illogiblo. Tho 23 
missing entries havo no effect on tho result.

particular Dr. Duerrfeld, strove to make the working 

conditions as favorable as possible for all poisons employed 

at the plant.

I furthermore knov; that in the Auschwitz plant of the 

IG it was expresscdly forbidden to maltreat any worker or 

• 

prisoner whet so ever. I well renember that continuous 

reference was made to this prohibition, and to strict 

adherence to it. If in spito of this Xapos allowed them- 

solvos to be carried cr»y, and struck prisoners, then 

these were individual cese3, and they certainly ueremt in 

agreement with the social attitude of the plant _vcn: ement.

In providing for t:.o employment of prisoners, and in 
establishing the* amount of. work to be perfor_»d by them, 
it was naturally not prosupposod at the Auschwitz plant that 
the sane production could bo expected frexa tho prisoners 
as from tho Gor_iai orkera and frou tho freo foreign workers.

If, in my affidavit of 22 Octobor 1947, I Spoko of a

if one does not tako into consideration the conditions 
of that time which ovontuclly lead to ii that a certain 
control system was instituted. *t was known that amongst the 
more than 30 thousand laborers end employees of tho IG plant 
Auschwitz thore /ere many who were referred to as so-called 
:, rhScers : '. These wore persons well versed in methods for 
evading work to the detriment of their comrades. 

As tho war was prolonged 
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the working moral amongst the free workers os *.:ell as the 
prisoners naturally became worse. For these cesons it 
became necessary to institute a certain supervision. 

The attempt of the plant management to assign the Workers, 
and particularly the prisoners, according to their 
physical capabilities and their training '.ras an important 

• 

part of these measures. It is however out of the question, 

that the plant management demanded a very fast or even 

!, murdorouc rate of work". In this connoction I must 

add, that everything possible was dono by the plant 

monagoc^r.t to echo the work oasier. Machines were used 

to a tromendoous oxtont, in order to rcduco pure manual 

labor to a minimum as far as possible. Thir included the 
. no for as I remembor there wore about 80 locomotives 

uso of a largo number of locomotivos/in uso at the plant - 

the uso of crones, conveyor bolts, dredgoc, etc. 

Those tochnical devices did not only facilitate tho work 
a groat doal, but tkoy could only bo efficiently employed 
if tho tempo of the work romained as stoedy qs possible , 
and if the entire ork process was an ingenious co¬ 
operation of human labor end nochaniccl dovicos. 

I also know that tho plcnt management oxortod considorablo 

offorts to improve tho working clothes not only of the 

• 

(tormn and free foreign workers, but that tho prisoners 
woro also included in those endeavors. So ono could see 
the majority of the prisoners who worked in the open 
most of the time oquipped •. ith protective vests. 
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However, in connection with this, I must add tjat the natter 
of clothing the prisoners was exclusively the concern of the 
Si, or as the case nay be, of the administration of the Auschwitz 
concentration comp or of Camp Lonowitz - I a not familiar with 
the exact line of demarcation between the authorities in charge 
of the administration of these camps.

plant manage:lent I have no doubt, however, that the responsible 

persons in the plant, c.nd Kerr Duerrfolfi in particular, left

liy further statement in the affidavit , to the effect that 
'■'tho prisoners received a thin and bad soup, : * again can only 
be understood in connection with the circunstancos under which 
it come to be included in the affidavit. Far tho interrogator 
who questioned o inquired about tho qualities of this noon time 
soup and especially other it had been 1 :C I said to that, 
that this ms a r.lative conception and ashed in return whether 
tho present meals of tho Ger.on population could be described 
os » bad '. Tho interrogator answered this in tho affirmative 
without any further argument,and then I gave him -ho answer 
that with frii3 limitation the midday soup could n. turally also 
be termed as 'bad -. Put when I am now told - -..Let I did not 
know bofore - that this noon day soup was givon by the plant 
management of the 1,0, to tho prisoners, as well as to all 
of tho workers employod in the plant, voluntarily and in 
addition to the other food, then I do not hesitate to stete 
tk-t this soup was a supplementary meal, to hich neither the 

German nor the foreign workers nor the prisoners had a claim 
according to tho directives issued by the 3eich Ministry 
of Food, and that surely the prisoners wore also grateful for 
this additional food. 
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Uy further statement that the prisoners -had no possibility 
to procure additional food for themselves is only 
conditionally true. If it is correct, - whet I have only now 
found out - that the yreniua certificates issued by the 
plant enabled i.e prisoners to buy food as •..■oil as smoking 
supplies in the con tine of Comp IV, the;-, there was without 
doubt a possibility to procure additional food. 

It is true that prisoners,' who wore not well fitted for 
ouch heavy work, at times had to carry heavy bags of cement. 
But I have no doubt these were mistakos that hcp;*ned rarely. 
The plant mana;.euent always made an effort to uoo ell 
workers according to their physical ability aril training. 

In the final analysis this was in the intoAt of the I.G. 
itself. I kno' tiiat tho plant management insisted that the 
prisoners bo assigned sensibly and suitably. I know with 
certainty that a largo number of prison© s wan used in the 
pay office and in other officos as clerks. In royurd to 
the unloading and - oilvoring of tho rooks of cement, tho 
following ccn rtill Vo acid: Tho cement, fcich arrived by 
the train load, ■ a almost ontiroly delivered to tho various 
construction firms b the car load.
